Then  the  Priest  may  say :

At  High  Mass , after  readingthe  Epistle  privately, 
the  Celebrant  reads  the  Gradual  with  the  Alle- 
luias or  Tract , or  the  Easter  Alleluias  {and  the 
Sequence).  The  Sub-deacon  then  sings  the 
Epistle,  after  which  the  Priest  reads  the  Holy 
Gospel  privately  at  the  north  end  of  the  Altar, 
returns  to  the  midst,  blesses  the  Incense  and 
the  Deacon,  and  the  Procession  is  made  for 
the  singing  of  the  Holy  Gospel. 

The  Blessing  of  Incense .

Pray,  Father, # a blessing.

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Gospel  is  said  or  sung:

THE  MASS 

The  Procession  goes  back  to  the  Altar,  and  then 
is  sung  the  Creed. 

THE  NICENE  CREED 

I BELIEVE  in  one  God  the  Father 
Almighty,  Maker  of  heaven  and 
earth,  And  of  all  things  visible  and 
invisible : 

And  in  one  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the 
only-begotten  Son  of  God ; Begotten 
of  His  Father  before  all  worlds,  God  of 
God,  Light  of  Light,  Very  God  of  very 
God;  Begotten,  not  made;  Being  of 
one  substance  with  the  Father;  By 
Whom  all  things  were  made Who  for 
us  men  and  for  our  salvation  came 
down  from  heaven,  [Kneel  1 AND 
WAS  INCARNATE  BY  THE 
HOLY  GHOST  OF  THE  VIRGIN 
MARY,  AND  WAS  MADE  MAN: 
And  was  crucified  also  for  us  under 
Pontius  Pilate;  He  suffered  and  was 
buried : And  the  third  day  He  rose 
again  according  to  the  Scriptures : 
And  ascended  into  heaven,  And  sitteth 
on  the  right  hand  of  the  Father : And 
He  shall  come  again,  with  glory,  to 
judge  both  the  quick  and  the  dead : 
Whose  kingdom  shall  have  no  end. 

And  I believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost, 
The  Lord,  and  Giver  of  Life,  Who 
proceedeth  from  the  Father  and  the 
Son ; Who  with  the  Father  and  the  Son 
together  is  worshipped  and  glorified ;

The  Elements  are  now  brought  to  the  Altar  and 
prepared , with  the  following  Prayers  said  by 
the  Priest .

OGOD,  ^ Who  didst  wonder- 
fully create  and  yet  more 
wonderfully  renew  the  dignity  of 
the  nature  of  man ; Grant  unto 
us,  that  by  the  mystery  set  forth 
by  this  Water  and  Wine,  we  may 
ever  be  partakers  of  the  Divine 
nature  of  Him  Who  vouchsafed  to 
be  made  partaker  of  our  man- 
hood, Jesus  Christ  Thy  Son  our 
Lord,  Who  liveth  and  reigneth 
with  Thee,  in  the  Unity  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  ever  one  God,  world 
without  end.  Amen. 

When  he  offers  the  Chalice. 

WE  offer  unto  Thee,  O Lord, 
the  Cup  of  Salvation,  hum- 
bly beseeching  Thy  mercy,  that  it 
may  go  up  before  Thy  Divine 
Majesty  with  a sweet -smelling 
savour  for  our  salvation,  and  for 
that  of  the  whole  world.  Amen.

IN  the  spirit  of  humility,  and 
with  a contrite  heart,  let  us  be 
accepted  by  Thee,  O Lord ; and 
so  let^  our  sacrifice  be  offered  in 
Thy  sight  this  day,  that  it  may  be 
well-pleasing  unto  Thee,  O Lord 
God.

At  High  Mass , the  Sub- deacon  here  receives 
the  paten , which  is  covered  by  the  end 
of  the  veil  with  which  his  shoulders  are 
mantled , and  goes  to  his  place  behind  the 
Celebrant . 

Incense  is  then  blessed , and  the  Oblation 
is  censed , as  also  the  Altar , Priest , 
Clergy9  and  People . 

BY  the  intercession  of  blessed 
Michael,  the  Archangel  stand- 
ing at  the  right  hand  of  the  Altar 
of  Incense,  and  of  all  His  elect, 
may  the  Lord  vouchsafe  to  bless 
& this  Incense  and  to  receive  it  in 
the  odour  of  sweetness ; through 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

MAY  this  Incense,  blessed  by 
Thee,  ascend  to  Thee,  O 
Lord ; and  may  Thy  mercy  de- 
scend upon  us. 

LET  my  prayer,  O Lord,  be  set 
j forth  in  Thy  sight  as  the  in- 
| cense : and  let  the  lining  up  of  my 
i hands  be  an  evening  sacrifice. 
Set  a watch,  O Lord,  before  my 
mouth,  and  keep  the  door  of  my 
lips : O let  not  mine  heart  be  in- 
clined to  any  evil  thing. 

MAY  the  Lord  kindle  in  us  the 
fire  of  His  love,  and  the  flame 
i of  everlasting  charity.  Amen.

Then  the  Priest  washes  his  hands , saying 
privately : 

I WILL  wash  my  hands  in  inho- 
cency,  O Lord  : and  so  will  I 
go  to  Thine  altar ; 

That  I may  show  the  voice  of 
thanksgiving  : and  tell  of  all  Thy 
wondrous  works. 

Lord,  I have  loved  the  habita- 
tion of  Thy  house  : and  the  place 
where  Thine  honour  dwelleth. 

O shut  not  up  my  soul  with  the 
sinners  ; nor  my  life  with  the 
blood-thirsty ; 

In  whose  hands  is  wickedness  : 
and  their  right  hand  is  full  of  gifts. 

But  as  for  me,  I will  walk  inno- 
cently : O deliver  me,  and  be  mer- 
ciful unto  me. 

My  foot  standeth  right  : I will 
praise  the  Lord  in  the  congrega- 
tions. 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to 
the  Son  : and  to  the  Holy  Ghost ; 

As  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is 
now,  and  ever  shall  be  : world 
without  end.  Amen. 

Returning  and  bowing  before  the  middle  of 
the  Altar  with  joined  hands , he  says : 

RECEIVE,  O holy  Trinity,  this 
Oblation  which  we  offer  unto 
Thee  in  memory  of  the  Passion, 
Resurrection,  and  Ascension  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  in 
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honour  of  blessed  Mary  ever- 
Virgin,  of  blessed  John  Baptist, 
the  holy  Apostles  Peter  and 
Paul,  of  these  and  of  all  the 
Saints,  that  it  may  be  available 
to  their  honour  and  our  salvation  : 
and  may  they  vouchsafe  to  inter- 
cede for  us  in  heaven  whose 
memory  we  celebrate  on  earth. 
Through  the  same  Christ  our 
Lord.  Amen. 

The  Priest  then  turns  to  the  People  and 
announces  the  intention  of  the  Mass , and 
asks  the  Prayers  of  the  Faithful  for  various 
objects . 

Extending  and  joining  his  hands  he  says : 

PRAY,  brethren,  that  my  Sacri- 
fice and  yours  may  be  accept- 
able to  God  the  Father  Almighty. 

Answer . May  the  Lord  receive 
this  Sacrifice  at  thy  hands,  to  the 
praise  and  glory  of  His  Name, 
and  to  our  benefit  and  that  of  all 
His  holy  Church. 

Let  us  pray  for  the  whole  state  of 
Christ’s  Church  militant. 

ALMIGHTY  and  everliving  God, 
£\  Who  by  Thy  holy  Apostle  hast 
taught  us  to  make  prayers,  and  suppli- 
cations, and  to  give  thanks  for  all  men ; 
We  humbly  beseech  Thee  most  merci- 
fully to  accept  our  alms  and  obla- 
tions and  to  receive  these  our  prayers, 
which  we  offer  unto  Thy  Divine 
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Majesty ; beseeching  Thee  to  inspire 
continually  the  Universal  Church  with 
the  spirit  of  truth,  unity,  and  concord  : 
And  grant  that  all  those  who  do  con- 
fess Thy  holy  Name  may  agree  in  the 
truth  of  Thy  holy  Word,  and  live  in 
unity  and  godly  love.  We  beseech 
Thee  also,  so  to  direct  and  dispose  the 
hearts  of  all  Christian  Rulers,  that 
they  may  truly  and  impartially  ad- 
minister justice,  to  the  punishment  of 
wickedness  and  vice,  and  to  the  main- 
tenance of  Thy  true  religion,  and  virtue. 
Give  grace,  O heavenly  Father,  to  all 
Bishops  and  other  Ministers,  that  they 
may,  both  by  their  life  and  doctrine, 
set  forth  Thy  true  and  lively  Word, 
and  rightly  and  duly  administer  Thy 
holy  Sacraments.  And  to  all  Thy  Peo- 
ple give  Thy  heavenly  grace ; and 
especially  to  this  congregation  here 
present ; that,  with  meek  heart  and 
due  reverence,  they  may  hear,  and 
receive  Thy  holy  Word  ; truly  serving 
Thee  in  holiness  and  righteousness  all 
the  days  of  their  life.  And  we  most 
humbly  beseech  Thee,  of  Thy  good- 
ness, O Lord,  to  comfort  and  succour 
all  those  who,  in  this  transitory  life, 
are  in  trouble,  sorrow,  need,  sickness, 
or  any  other  adversity.  And  we  also 
bless  Thy  holy  Name  for  all  Thy  serv- 
ants departed  this  life  in  Thy  faith  and 
fear ; beseeching  Thee  to  give  us  grace 
so  to  follow  their  good  examples,  that 
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with  them  we  may  be  partakers  of  Thy 
heavenly  kingdom.  Grant  this,  O Fa- 
ther, for  Jesus  Christ’s  sake,  our  only 
Mediator  and  Advocate.  A men . 

Then  follows  this  short  Exhortation : 

YE  who  do  truly  and  earnestly  re- 
pent you  of  your  sins,  and  are  in 
love  and  charity  with  your  neighbours, 
and  intend  to  lead  a new  life,  follow- 
ing the  commandments  of  God,  and 
walking  from  henceforth  in  His  holy 
ways ; Draw  near  with  faith,  and  take 
this  holy  Sacrament  to  your  comfort ; 
and  make  your  humble  confession  to 
Almighty  God,  devoutly  kneeling. 

Then  shall  this  General  Confession  be  made , 
by  the  Priest  and  all  those  who  are  minded  to 
receive  the  Holy  Communion , humbly  kneeling . 

ALMIGHTY  God,  Father  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Maker  of  all 
things,  Judge  of  all  men ; We  acknow- 
ledge and  bewail  our  manifold  sins 
and  wickedness,  Which  we,  from  time 
to  time,  most  grievously  have  com- 
mitted, By  thought,  word,  and  deed, 
Against  Thy  Divine  Majesty,Provoking 
most  justly  Thy  wrath  and  indignation 
against  us.  We  do  earnestly  repent, 
And  are  heartily  sorry  for  these  our 
misdoings ; The  remembrance  of  them 
is  grievous  unto  us:  The  burden  of 
them  is  intolerable.  Have  mercy  upon 
us,  Have  mercy  upon  us,  most  merci- 
ful Father;  For  Thy  Son  our  Lord 
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Jesus  Christ’s  sake,  Forgive  us  all  that 
is  past ; And  grant  that  we  may  here* 
after  Serve  and  please  Thee  In  new- 
ness of  life,  To  the  honour  and  glory 
of  Thy  Name  ; Through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.  Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Priest  ( the  Bishop  if  he  be  present) 
stand  up,  and  turning  to  the  People , say , 

ALMIGHTY  God,  our  heavenly 
l Father,  Who  of  His  great  mercy 
hath  promised  forgiveness  of  sins  to 
all  those  who  with  hearty  repentance 
and  true  faith  turn  unto  Him ; Have 
mercy  upon  you;  pardon  ^ and  de- 
liver you  from  all  your  sins ; confirm 
and  strengthen  you  in  all  goodness ;

OLORD  Jesus  Christ,  Who 
saidst  to  Thine  Apostles, 
Peace  I leave  with  you,  My  peace 
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I give  unto  you ; Regard  not  my 
sins,  but  the  faith  of  Thy  Church, 
and  grant  unto  her  that  peace  and 
unity  which  is  agreeable  to  Thy 
will ; Who  livest  and  reignest  God 
for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

OLORD  Jesus  Christ,  Son  of 
the  living  God,  Who  accord- 
ing to  the  will  of  the  Father,  and 
by  the  co-operation  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  hast  by  Thy  death  given 
life  to  the  world  ; Deliver  me,  by 
this  Thy  most  holy  Body  and  Blood, 
from  all  mine  iniquities,  and  from 
every  evil ; and  make  me  ever  to 
obey  Thy  commandments;  and 
suffer  me  never  to  be  separated 
from  Thee,  Who  with  the  Father 
and  the  Holy  Ghost,  livest  and 
reignest,  one  God,  world  without 
end.  Amen. 

LET  the  partaking  of  Thy  Body, 
4 O Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which 
I,  though  unworthy,  do  pre- 
sume to  receive,  turn  not  to  me 
for  judgment  and  condemnation ; 
but,  according  to  Thy  loving-kind- 
ness, let  it  .be  profitable  to  me  for 
the  receiving  of  protection  and 
healing,  both  of  body  and  soul; 
Who  with  the  Father  and  the  Holy 
Ghost,  livest  and  reignest  one  God, 
world  without  end.  Amen. 
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I WILL  receive  the  Bread  of 
Heaven, and  call  upon  the  Name 
of  the  Lord. 

Here  the  bell  is  rung,  and,  striking  his 
breast,  he  says  thrice, 

CRD,  I am  not  worthy  that 
Thou  shouldest  come  under 
my  roof ; but  speak  the  word  only 
and  my  soul  shall  be  healed. 

He  receives  the  Sacred  Body. 

\ X THAT  reward  shall  I give  unto 
VV  the  Lord  for  all  the  benefits 
that  He  hath  done  unto  me.  I will 
receive  the  Gup  of  Salvation,  and 
call  upon  the  Name  of  the  Lord. 

I will  call  upon  the  Lord,  Which 
is  worthy  to  be  praised  : so  shall  I 
be  safe  from  mine  enemies. 

He  receives  the  Precious  Blood . 

[If  Communion  is  to  be  given  he  shows  the 
Host  to  the  People,  saying. 

Behold  the  Lamb  of  God,  That 
taketh  away  the  sins  of  the  world. 

And  then  thrice,  as  before , 

LORD,  I am  not  worthy,  &c. 

Those  who  are  to  communicate  here  go  up  to  the 
Sanctuary  rail.  The  priest  descends  from  the 
Altar  and  says : 

THE  Body  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
which  was  given  for  thee,  pre- 
serve thy  body  and  soul  unto  everlast- 
ing life.  Take  and  eat  this  in  remem- 
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brance  that  Christ  died  for  thee,  and 
feed  on  Him  in  thy  heart  by  faith 
with  thanksgiving. 

THE  Blood  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
which  was  shed  for  thee,  pre- 
serve thy  body  and#  soul  unto  everlast- 
ing life,  s Drink  this  in  remembrance 
that  Christ’s  Blood  was  shed  for  thee, 
and  be  thankful.] 

After  the  Communion  the  Priest  at  once  con- 
sumes whatever  remains  of  the  Sacred  Body 
and  Blood , and  the  server  (or  at  High  Mass 
the  Sub-deacon)  pours  first  a little  wine  and 
then  wine  and  water  into  the  Chalice,  and  the 
Priest  takes  the  ablutions . 

Then  the  Priest  and  People  say  or  sing 

THE  PATER  NOSTER 

OUR  Father,  Who  art  in  heaven, 
Hallowed  be  Thy  Name.  Thy 
kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done  on 
earth,  As  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this 
day  our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us 
our  trespasses,  As  we  forgive  those  who 
trespass  against  us.  And  lead  us  not 
into  temptation ; But  deliver  us  from 
evil.  Amen. 

After  shall  be  said  as  follows . 

ALMIGHTY  and  everliving  God, 
A we  most  heartily  thank  Thee,  for 
that  Thou  dost  vouchsafe  to  feed  us 
who  have  duly  received  these  Holy 
Mysteries,  with  the  spiritual  food  of

In  Masses  for  the  Dead,  he  substitutes :

And  the  Blessing  is  omitted. 

Bowing  before  the  Altar , he  says : 

T ET  the  performance  of  my  bound- 
JL#;  en  duty  be  pleasing  to  Thee, 
O Holy  Trinity : and  grant  that  this 
Sacrifice,  which  I,  though  unworthy, 
have  offered  up  in  the  sight  of  Thy 
Majesty,  may  be  acceptable  unto 
Thee,  and  through  Thy  mercy  ob- 
tain Thy  gracious  favour  for  myself 
and  all  for  whom  I have  offered  it. 
Through  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 
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The  Priest  then  blesses  the  People . 

THE  PEACE  AND  BLESSING 

THE  Peace  of  God,  which  passeth 
all  understanding,  keep  your 
hearts  and  minds  in  the.  knowledge 
and  love  of  God,  and  of  His  Son  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord : And  the  Blessing  of 
God  Almighty,  the  Father,  the  Son, 
and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  amongst  you, 
and  remain  with  you  always.  Amen . 

At  the  recitation  of  the  Last  Gospel  the  People 
stand,  kneeling  with  the  Priest  at  the  words , 
* And  the  Word  was  made  flesh  and  dwelt 
among  us 

V.  The  Lord  be  with  you. 

R.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

^ The  beginning  of  the  Holy  Gospel 
according  to  S.  John. 

IN  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and 
the  Word  was  with  God,  and  the 
Word  was  God.  The  same  was  in  the 
beginning  with  God.  All  things  were 
made  by  Him ; and  without  Him  was 
not  any  thing  made  that  was  made.  In 
Him  was  life ; and  the  life  was  the 
light  of  men.  And  the  light  shineth  in 
darkness;  and  the  darkness  compre- 
hended it  not.  There  was  a man  sent 
from  God,  whose  name  was  John.  The 
same  came  for  a witness,  to  bear  wit- 
ness of  the  Light,  that  all  men  through 
him  might  believe.  He  was  not  that 
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Light,  but  was  sent  to  bear  witness  of 
that  Light.  That  was  the  true  Light, 
which  lighteth  every  man  that  cometh 
into  the  world.  He  was  in  the  world, 
and  the  world  was  made  by  Him,  and 
the  world  knew  Him  not.  He  came 
unto  His  own,  and  His  own  received 
Him  not.  But  as  many  as  received  Him, 
to  them  gave  He  power  to  become  the 
sons  of  God,  even  to  them  that  believe 
on  His  name : which  were  born,  not 
of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the  flesh, 
nor  of  the  will  of  man,  but  of  God. 
And  the  Word  was  made  flesh,  and 
dwelt  among  us,  (and  we  beheld  His 
glory,  the  glory  as  of  the  only  begotten 
of  the  Father,)  full  of  grace  and  truth. 

/?.  Thanks  be  to  God. 
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On  this  day  the  church  commemorates 
the  solemn  entry  of  our  Lord  into  the  city 
of  Jerusalem  five  days  before  His  cruci- 
fixion. Palms  are  solemnly  blessed  at  the 
Altar  before  the  chief  Mass  of  the  day,  and 
distributed  to  the  Faithful.  A Procession 
is  made  in  emulation  of  those  of  whom  we 
read  in  the  Gospel  as  going  out  to  meet 
Him  with  palms  and  H osannas,  and  in  repara- 
tion for  the  sins  of  those  who  deny  the 
deity  of  our  Lord.  When  the  Procession 
arrives  at  the  door  of  the  Church  the 
singers  divide  if  possible  into  two  groups — 
one  inside  the  Church,  the  other  outside 
with  the  clergy.  The  ancient  hymn  4 All 
glory,  laud  ana  honor,’  is  sung  antiphonally 
through  the  closed  door,  and  the  Cross- 
bearer then  demands  entrance.  When  the 
doors  have  been  opened  the  Benedictus  qui 
venit  is  sung  and  all  proceed  to  the  Altar  for 
the  Mass. 

Terce  being  said , and  after  Asperges  as  usual , 
the  Celebrant  with  the  Sacred  Ministers  (vested 
as  for  Mass,  except  that  the  Celebrant  will  wear 
a Cope , in  place  of  a Chasuble  and  Maniple) 
proceeds  to  bless  branches  of  palm  placed 
in  midst  before  the  Altar , or  at  the  Epistle 
corner . And  first  the  Choir  shall  sing  the 
Antiphon. 

St.  Matthew  21. 

HOSANNA  to  the  Son  of  David ; 

Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the 
Name  of  the  Lord.  O King  of  Israel. 
Hosanna  in  the  highest. 
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Then  the  priest , standing  at  the  Epistle  comer , 
without  turning  toward  the  people , sings : 

V . The  Lord  be  with  you. 

/?.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

Let  us  pray. 

The  Collect. 

OGOD,  whom  perfectly  to  love  is 
righteousness,  increase  and  multi- 
ply upon  us  the  gifts  of  thine  ineffable 
grace  ; and  as  by  the  death  of  thy  Son 
thou  hast  made  us  hope  for  those 
things  in  which  we  believe,  grant  that 
by  his  rising  to  life  again  we  may 
attain  unto  that  heavenly  country  to 
which  we  direct  our  way  ; through  the 
same  thy  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  who  ever 
liveth  and  reigneth  with  thee  in  the 
unity  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  one  God, 
world  without  end.  R.  Amen. 

Then  the  Sub-deacon  reads  the  lesson  in  the 
same  way  as  the  Epistle  at  Mass , and  at  the 
end  kisses  the  hand  of  the  Celebrant . 

The  portion  of  scripture  appointed 
for  the  lesson  is  written  in  the  fifteenth 
chapter  of  Exodus,  beginning  at  the 
twenty-seventh  verse. 

Exodus  15. 

IN  those  days  the  children  of  Israel 
came  to  Elim,  where  were  twelve 
wells  of  water,  and  threescore  and  ten 
palm  trees : and  they  encamped  there 
by  the  waters.  And  they  took  their 
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journey  from  Elim,  and  all  the  congre- 
gation of  the  children  of  Israel  came 
unto  the  wilderness  of  Sin,  which  is 
between  Elim  and  Sinai,  on  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  the  second  month  after 
their  departing  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 
And  the  whole  congregation  of  the 
children  of  Israel  murmured  against 
Moses  and  Aaron  in  the  wilderness: 
and  the  children  of  Israel  said  unto 
them,  Would  to  God  we  had  died  by 
the  hand  of  the  Lord  in  the  land  of 
Egypt,  when  we  sat  by  the  flesh  pots, 
and  when  we  did  eat  bread  to  the  full ; 
for  ye  have  brought  us  forth  into  this 
wilderness,  to  kill  this  whole  assembly 
with  hunger.  Then  said  the  Lord 
unto  Moses,  Behold  I will  rain  bread 
from  heaven  for  you  and  the  people 
shall  go  out  and  gather  a certain  rate 
every  day,  that  I may  prove  them, 
whether  they  will  walk  in  My  law  or 
no.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  on 
the.  sixth  day  they  shall  prepare  that 
which  they  bring  in  ; and  it  shall  .be 
twice  as  much  as  they  gather  daily. 
And  Moses  and  Aaron  said  unto  all  the 
children  of  Israel,  At  even,  then  ye 
shall  know  that  the  Lord  hath  brought 
you  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt : and  in 
the  morning,  then  ye  shall  see  the  glory 
of  the  Lord. 

Here  endeth  the  Lesson. 
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Then  is  sung  for  the  Gradual , R.  St.  John  11. 

THE  chief  priests#  and  the  Phari- 
sees gathered  a council,  and  said, 
What  do  we?  for  this  man  doeth 
many  miracles.  If  we  let  him  thus 
alone,  all  men  will  believe  on  him# 
And  the  Romans  shall  come  and  take 
away  both  our  place  and  nation.  V . 
And  one  of  them  named  Caiaphas,  being 
the  High  Priest  that  same  year,  pro- 
phesied saying:  It  is  expedient  for 
you,  that  one  man  should  die  for  the 
people,  and  that  the  whole  nation 
perish  not.  Then  from  that  day  forth 
they  took  counsel  together  for  to  put 
him  to  death,  saying : # And  the 
Romans  shall  come  and  take  away 
both  our  place  and  nation. 

Or  this , R.  St.  Matthew  26. 

UPON  the  Mount  of  Olives  He 
prayed  to  His  Father : Father,  if 
it  be  possible,  let  this  cup  pass  from 
Me.  # The  spirit  indeed  is  willing,  but 
the  flesh  is  weak  : Thy  will  be  done. 
V.  Watch  and  pray,  that  ye.  enter  not 
into  temptation.  The  spirit  indeed. 
During  the  singing  of  the  R.  the  Deacon  places 
the  book  of  Gospels  on  the  Altar;  and  the 
Celebrant  (the  Deacon  ministering  the  incense- 
boat)  places  incense  in  the  censer.  Then  the 
Deacon  says , Cleanse  my  heart,  takes  the 
book  from  the  Altar , and  asks  a blessing  from 
the  Celebrant.  Then , while  the  Sub-deacon 
holds  the  book , the  Deacon  stands  between 
two  Acolytes  holding  lighted  candles , signs 
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the  book , censes  it  and  sings  the  Gospel  in 
the  usual  way , as  below.  After  which  the 
Sub-deacon  carries  the  book  to  be  kissed 
by  the  Celebrant , who  is  censed  by  the  Deacon . 

V . The  Lord  be  with  you. 

R.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

The  Holy  Gospel  is  written  in  the 
twenty-sixth  chapter  of  St.  Matthew, 
beginning  at  the  first  verse. 

St.  Matthew  21. 

AT  that  time  ; when  they  drew  nigh 
unto  Jerusalem,  and  were  come 
to  Bethphage,  unto  the  Mount  of 
Olives,  then  sent  Jesus  two  disciples, 
saying  unto  them,  Go  into  the  village 
over  against  you,  and  straightway  ye 
shall  find  an  ass  tied,  and  a colt  with 
her : loose  them  and  bring  them  unto 
Me.  And  if  any  man  say  ought  unto 
you,  ye  shall  say,  The  Lord  hath  need 
of  them : and  straightway  he  will  send 
them.  All  this  was  done,  that  it  might 
be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  the 
prophet,  saying,  Tell  ye  the  daughter 
of  Sion,  Behold  thy  King  cometh  unto 
thee,  meek  and  sitting  upon  an  ass, 
and  a colt  the  foal  of  an  ass.  And  the 
disciples  went,  and  did  as  Jesus  com- 
manded them,  and  brought  the  ass, 
and  the  colt,  and  put  on  them  their 
clothes,  and  they  set  Him  thereon. 
And  a very  great  multitude  spread 
their  garments  in  the  way  : others  cut 
down  branches  from  the  trees,  and 
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strawed  them  in  the  way.  And  the 
multitude  that  went  before,  and  that 
followed,  cried,  saying  Hosanna  to  the 
Son  of  David:  Blessed  is  he  that 
cometh  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord. 

After  this  the  branches  are  blessed . The  Cele- 
brant standing  at  the  Epistle  comer , says 
in  the  ferial  tone  for  the  collect : 

V.  The  Lord  be  with  you. 

/?.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

The  Collect. 

INCREASE,  O God,  the  faith  of 
them  that  put  their  trust  in  thee, 
and  mercifully  hear  the  prayers  which 
we  thy  humble  servants  offer  unto 
thy  Divine  Majesty.  Let  there  come 
upon  us  the  multitude  of  thy  mer- 
cies, and  upon  these  palm  branches  send 
down  the  fulness  of  thy  bles^sing. 
And  as  thou  didst  multiply  upon 
Noah  the  blessings  of  increase  when 
he  went  forth  out  of  the  ark,  and 
also  didst  greatly  enrich  Moses  and  the 
children  of  Israel  at  their  departing 
out  of  Egypt,  figuring  thereby  the 
increase  and  conquests  of  thy  Church : 
grant  that  we  who  now  go  forth  bear- 
ing palms  and  branches  of  olive  may 
at  the  latter  day  go  forth  to  meet 
Christ,  bearing  with  us  the  fruit  of

R . It  is  meet  and  right  so  to  do. 

IT  is  very  meet,  right  and  our 
bounden  duty,  that  we  should  at 
all  times,  and  in  all  places,  give  thanks 
unto,  thee,  O Lord,  Holy  Father, 
Almighty,  Everlasting  God,  who  art 

florious  in  the  councils  of  thy  saints, 
•or  thy  creatures  serve  thee,  because 
they  acknowledge  thee  alone  as  their 
God  and  their  Creator  : all  thy  works 
praise  thee  together,  and  thy  saints 
also  bless  thee  : Because  with  willing 
voices  they  confess  before  the  Kings 
and  powers  of  this  world,  the  great 
Name  of  thine  only-begotten  Son  : 
Before  whom  stand  Angels  and  Arch- 
angels, Thrones  and  Dominations,  and 
with  all  the  heavenly  host,  sing,  the 
hymn  of  thy  glory,  evermore  praising 
thee,  and  saying :

The  Collect, 

W^E  beseech  thee,  O holy  Lord, 
almighty  Father,  everlasting  God, 
that  thou  wouldst  vouchsafe  to  bl^ess 
and  hairdo  w this  creature  of  olive 
which  thou  didst  command  to  put 
forth  from  the  substance  of  wood,  and 
which  was  borne  by  the  dove  when 
she  returned  to  the  ark  ;a  that  whoso- 
ever receiveth  it  may  gain  protection 
of  body  and  soul ; and  may  it  become 
to  us,  O Lord,  both  a saving  remedy 
and  a symbol  of  thy  grace,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  who  liveth 
and  reigneth  with  thee,  in  the  unity 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  one  God,  world 
without  end.

OGOD,  who  dost  gather  together

OGOD,  who  by  the  wonderful 
order  of  thy  Providence  wouldst 
even  by  insensible  things  shew  us  the 
manner  of  our  salvation,  grant,  we 
beseech  thee,  that  the  devout  hearts 
of  thy  faithful  people  may  understand 
to  the  health  of  their  souls  what  the 
mystery  signified,  when,  as  on  this 
day,  guided  by  heavenly  light,  the 
multitude  went  forth  to  meet  their 
Redeemer,  and  strawed  branches  of 
palms  and  olive  beneath  his  feet :

OGOD,  who  didst  command  the 
dove  to  proclaim  peace  to  the 
earth  by  means  of  an  olive  branch, 
grant,  we  beseech  thee,  that  these 
olive  branches  may  be  hallowed  by 
thy  heavenly  bles^sing,  that  they 
may  avail  for  the  salvation  of  all  thy 
people ; through  Christ  our  Lord.  R . 
Amen. 

Let  us  pray. 

BLE^SS,  O Lord,  these  branches, 
and  grant  that  what  thy  people 
this  day  perform  bodily  in  thme 
honour,  they  may  also  accomplish 
spiritually  with  constant  devotion,  by 
gaining  the  victory  over  their  enemy, 
and  by  mightily  loving,  works  of 
mercy,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
R . Amen. 
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Then  the  Celebrant , after  putting  incense  into 
the  Censer  thrice  sprinkles  the  boughs  with 
Holy  Water , saying  as  he  does  so,  the 
Antiphon,  Thou  shalt  purge,  without  the 
psalm,  and  then  censes  them.  Then  he  says : 

V.  The  Lord  be  with  you. 

R.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

Let  us  pray. 

The  Collect . 

OGOD,  who  for  our  salvation  didst 
send  thy  Son,  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  into  this  world,  that  by  hum- 
bling himself  unto  us,  he  might  bring 
us  back  to  thee;  before  whom  on 
his  way  to  Jerusalem,  to  fulfil  the 
scriptures,  the  multitude  of  them  that 
believed,  strawed  their  garments  and 
the  branches  of  palm  trees  in  confident 
devotion ; grant,  we  beseech  thee, 
that  we  may  prepare  before  him  the 
way  of  faith,  and  that  there,  every 
stone  of  stumbling  and  rock  of  offence 
being  put  far  away,  our  works  may 
offer  to  thee  living  branches  of  right- 
eousness ; and  that  we  may  be  counted 
worthy  to  follow  in  his  steps;  who 
ever  liveth  and  reigneth  with  thee, 
in  the  unity  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  one 
God  world  without  end.  R . Amen. 

The  blessing  being  completed,  the  cleric  of 
greater  dignity  goes  up  to  the  Altar  and  offers 
a blessed  branch  to  the  Celebrant,  who  does 
not  genuflect,  nor  kiss  the  hand  of  him  who 
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gives  it.  Then  the  Celebrant , standing  be- 
fore the  Altar , turns  to  the  people  and 
distributes  the  branches  first  to  the  senior 
priest  from  whom  he  has  received  his9  then  to 
the  Deacon  and  Sub-deacon,  and  to  the  other 
clergy  in  order , last  of  all  to  the  Laity ; all 
genuflecting  and  kissing  the  branch  and  the 
hand  of  the  Celebrant  (except  Prelates , if 
they  are  present).  And  when  he  begins  to 
distribute  the  branches  the  following  Antiphons 
are  sung  by  the  Choir  or  Cantor : 

THE  children  of  the  Hebrews# 
carrying  palms  and  olive  branches, 
went  forth  to  meet  the  Lord.  And  as 
they  went  they  cried  saying,  Hosanna 
in  the  highest. 

(Another  Antiphon.) 

THE  children  of  the  Hebrews# 
spread  their  garments  in  the  way, 
and  cried,  saying,  Hosanna  to  the  Son 
of  David ; Blessed  is  he  that  cometh 
in  the  Name  of  the  Lord. 

If  these  are  not  sufficient , they  are  repeated 
until  the  distribution  is  finished.  Then  the 
Celebrant  says  or  sings :

Then  the  Procession  is  formed . And  first 
the  Celebrant  puts  incense  into  the  censer; 
and  the  Deacon , turning  to  the  people , says  or 
sings :

R.  In  the  Name  of  Christ.  Amen. 

The  Thurifer  goes  first  with  the  smoking  censer ; 
then  the  Sub-deacon  vested , carrying  the  cross , 
betweentwo Acolytes  with  lighted  candles . The 
clergy  follow  in  order , and  last  of  all  the  Cele- 
brant with  the  Deacon  on  his  left , all  carrying 
palm  branches  ; and  the  following  Antiphons 
are  sung , either  all , or  as  many  as  the 
length  of  the  procession  require . 

This  or  some  other  hymn  is  sung  during  the 
procession :

While  the  Choir  is  singing  outside  the  church , 
the  Cantor  in  the  Choir , sings  the  following 
Antiphons :

AND  multitudes  to-day  hasten  forth 
with  branches  of  the  palm  trees# 
to  greet  the  Redeemer  of  the  world, 
And.  to  render  the  homage# due  to  so 
mighty  a victor. 

The  nations  of  the  earth  now  proclaim 
the  Son  of  God;#and'  throughout 
the#  heavens  their  voices  ring  in 
praise  of  Christ,  Hosanna.

AND  on  this  day  we  also  are 
r\  found  among  the  angels  and  the 
children;  # and  cry  unto  the  conqueror 
of  death,  Hosanna  in  the  highest.

THE  multitudes  # which  came  to- 
gether for  the  feast  day,  cried 
unto  the  Lord  : Blessed  is  he  that 
cometh  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord, 
Hosanna  in  the  highest. 

On  the  return  of  the  Procession , two  or  four 
Cantors  enter  the  Church , and  shutting  the 
door  turn  toward  the  Procession , and  sing 
the  first  stanza  of  the  f ollowing  hymn , Gloria 
Laus,  which  stanza  is  repeated  by  the  Priest 
and  Choir  outside  who  use  it  for  a refrain  after 
each  strophe  of  the  hymn. 

For  convenience  two  versions  of  the  hymn  are 
subjoined :

Save  me  from  the  lion’s 
mouth  : Thou  hast  heard  me  also  from 
among  the  horns  of  the  unicorns.  V.  O 
praise  the  Lord,  ye  that  fear  Him  : 
magnify  Him,  all  ye  of  the  seed  of 
Jacob.  V . They  shall  be  counted  unto 
the  Lord  for  a generation ; they  shall 
come,  and  the  heavens  shall  declare 
His  righteousness : unto  a people  that 
shall  be  born,  whom  the  Lord  hath 
made. 

The  Passion  begins  at  once . Cleanse  my  heart 
is  not  said , nor  is  a blessing  asked,  and  lights 
and  incense  are  not  used ; neither  is  The  Lord 
be  with  you  said , nor  the  response , Glory  be 
to  Thee,  O Lord,  and  in  announcing  the 
Passion  the  sign  of  the  cross  is  not  made . 
This  usage  maintains  throughout  Holy  Week. 

The  Passion  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  accordingto  St.  Matthew.  St 
Matthew  26  and  27. 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus 
l\  had  finished  all  these  sayings, 
He  said  unto  His  disciples,  ^ Ye  know 
that  after  two  days  is  the  feast  of  the 
passover,  and  the  Son  of  Man  is 
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betrayed  to  be  crucified.  # C.  Then 
assembled  together  the  chief  priests, 
and  the  scribes,  and  the  elders  of  the 
people,  unto  the  palace  of  the  high 
priest,  who  was  called  Caiaphas,  and 
consulted  that  they  might  take  Jesus 
by  subtilty,  and  kill  Him.  But  they 
said,  S.  Not  on  the  feast  day,  lest  there 
be  an  uproar  among  the  people.  C. 
Now  when  Jesus  was  in  Bethany,  in 
the  house  of  Simon  the  leper there 
came  unto  Him  a woman  having' an 
alabaster  box  of  very  precious  oint- 
ment, and  poured  it  on  His  head,  as 
He  sat  at  meat.  But  when  His  disciples 
saw  it,  they  had  indignation,  saying, 
S.  To  what  purpose  is  this  waste  ? 
For  this  ointment  might  have  been 
sold  for  much,  and  given  to  the  poor. 
C.  When  Jesus  understood  it,  He  said 
unto  them,  Why  trouble  ye  the 
woman  ? for  she  hath  wrought  a good 
work  upon  Me.  For  ye  have  the  poor 
always  with  you ; but  Me  ye  have  not 
always.  For  in  that  she  hath  poured 
this  ointment  on  My  body,  she  did  it 
for  My  burial.  Verily  I say  unto  you, 
Wheresoever  this  gospel  shall  be 
preached  in  # the  whole  world,  there 
shall  also  this,  that  this  woman  hath 
done,  be  told  for  a memorial  of  her. 
C.  Then  one  of  the  twelve,  called 
Judas  Iscariot,  went  unto  the  chief 
priests,  and  said  unto  them,  S.  What 
will  ye  give  me,  and  I will  deliver  Him 
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unto  you?  C.  And  they  covenanted 
with  him  for  thirty  pieces  of  silver. 
And  from  that  time  he  sought  opportu- 
nity to  betray  Him.  Now  the  first  day 
of  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread  the 
disciples  came  to  Jesus,  saying  unto 
Him,  S.  Where  wilt  Thou  that  we 
prepare  for  Thee  to  eat  the  passover  ? 
C.  And  He  said,  Go  into  the  city  to 
such  a man,  and  say  unto  him,  The 
Master  saith,  My  time  is  at  hand ; I 
will  keep  the  passover  at  thy  house 
with  My  disciples.  C.  And  the  disciples 
did  as  Jesus  had  appointed  them  ; and 
they  made  ready  the  passover.  Now 
when  the  even  was  come,  He  sat 
down  with  the  twelve.  And  as  they 
did  eat,  He  said,  Verily  I say  unto 
you,  that  one  of  you  shall  betray  Me. 
C.  And  they  were  exceeding  sorrowful, 
and  began  everyone  of  them  to  say 
unto  Him,  S.  Lord,  is  it  I?  C.  And  He 
answered  and  said,  He  that  dippeth 
his  hand  with  Me  in  the  dish,  the  same 
shall  betray  Me.  The  Son  of  Man 
goeth  as  it  is  written  of  Him  : but  woe 
unto  that  man  by.  whom  the  Son  of 
Man  is  betrayed  ! it  had  been  good  for 
that  man  if  he  had  not  been  born.  C. 
Then  Judas,  which  betrayed  Him, 
answered  and  said,  S.  Master,  is  it  I ? 
C.  He  said  unto  him,  Thou  hast  said. 
C.  And  as  they  were  eating,  Jesus  took 
bread,  and  blessed  it,  and  brake  it,  and 
gave  it  to  the  disciples,  and  said, 
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Take,  eat ; this  is  My  Body.  C.  And 
He  took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and 
gave  it  to  them,  saying,  4*  Drink  ye  all 
of  it ; for  this  is  My  Blood  of  the  new 
testament,  which  is  shed  for  many  for 
the  remission  of  sins.  But  I say  unto 
you,  I will  not  drink  henceforth  of  this 
fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that  day  when 
I drink  it  new  with  you  in  My  Father’s 
kingdom.  C.  And  when  they  had  sung 
an  hymn,  they  went  out  into  the  mount 
of  Olives.  Then  saith  Jesus  unto 
them,  ^ All  ye  shall  be  offended  be- 
cause of  Me  this  night : for  it  is  written, 
I will  smite  the  shepherd,  and  the 
sheep  of  the  flock  shall  be  scattered 
abroad.  But  after  I am  risen  again,  I 
will  go  before  you  into  Galilee.  C . 
Peter  answered  and  said  unto  Him,  S. 
Though  all  men  shall  be  offended  be- 
cause of  Thee,  yet  will  I never  be 
offended,  C.  Jesus  said  unto  him,  4* 
Verily  I say  unto  thee,  That  this  night, 
before  the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt  deny 
Me  thrice.  C.  Peter  said  unto  Him,  S. 
Though  I should  die  with  Thee,  yet 
will  I not  deny  Thee.  C.  Likewise 
also  said  all  the  disciples,  Then  cometh 
Jesus  with  them  unto  a place  called 
Gethsemane,  and  saith  unto  the  dis- 
ciples, Sit  ye  here,  while  I go  and 
pray  yonder.  C.  And  He  took  with 
Him  Peter  and  the  two  sons  of  Zebedee, 
and  began  to  be  sorrowful  and  very 
heavy.  Then  saith  He  unto  them,  4* 
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My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful,  even 
unto  death : tarry  ye  here,  and  watch 
with  Me.  C.  And  He  went  a little 
farther,  andfell  on  His  face,  and  prayed, 
saying,  OMy  Father,  if  it  be  possible, 
let  this  cup  pass  from  Me : nevertheless 
not  as  I will,  but  as  Thouwilt.  C.  And 
He  cometh  unto  the  disciples,  and 
findeth  them  asleep,  and  saith  unto 
Peter,  What,  could  ye  not  watch 
with  Me  one  hour  ? Watch  and  pray, 
that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation : the 
spirit  indeed  is  willing,  but  the  flesh  is 
weak.  C.  He  went  away  again  the 
second  time,  and  prayed,  saying,  >i«  O 
My  Father,  if  this  cup  may  not  pass 
away  from  Me,  except  I drink  it,  Thy 
will  be  done.  C.  And  He  came  and 
found  them  asleep  again : for  their 
eyes  were  heavy*  And  He  left  them, 
and  went  away  again,  and  prayed  the 
third  time,  saying  the  same  words. 
Then  cometh  He  to  His  disciples,  and 
saith  unto  them,  & Sleep  on  now,  and 
take  your  rest : behold,  the  hour  is  at 
hand,  and  the  Son  of  Man  is  betrayed 
into  the  hands  of  sinners.  Rise,  let  us 
be  going : behold,  he  is  at  hand  that 
doth  betray  Me.  C.  And  while  He 
yet  spake,  lo,  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve, 
came,  and  with  him  a great  multitude 
with  swords  and  staves,  from  the  chief 
priests  and  elders  of  the  people.  Now 
he  that  betrayed  Him  gave  them  a 
sign,  saying,  S.  Whomsoever  I shall 
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kiss,  that  same  is  He : hold  Him  fast. 
C.  And  forthwith  he  came  to  Jesus, 
and  said,  S.  Hail,  Master:  C.  and 
kissed  Him.  And  Jesus  said  unto 
him,  Friend,  wherefore  art  thou 
come?  C.  Then  came  they,  and  laid 
hands  on  Jesus,  and  took  Him.  And, 
behold,  one  of  them  which  were  with 
Jesus  stretched  out  his  hand,  and  drew 
his  sword,  and  struck  a servant,  of  the 
high  priest’s,  and  smote,  off  his  ear. 
Then  said  Jesus  unto  him,  ^ Put  up 
again  thy  sword  into  his  place : for  all 
they  that  take  the  sword  shall  perish 
with  the  sword.  Thinkest  thou  that  I 
cannot  now  pray  to  My  Father,  and 
He  shall  presently  give  Me  more  than 
twelve  legions  of  angels?  But  how 
then  shall  the  Scriptures  be  fulfilled, 
that  thus  it  must  be  ? C.  In  that  same 
hour  said  Jesus  to  the  multitudes,  ^ 
Are  ye  come  out  as  against  a thief  with 
swords  and  staves  for  to  take  Me.  C. 
But  all  this  was  done,  that  the  Scrip- 
tures of  the  prophets  might  be  fulfilled. 
Then  all  the  disciples  forsook  Him, 
and  fled.  And  they  that  had  laid  hold 
on  Jesus  led  Him  away  to  Caiaphas 
the  high  priest,  where  the  scribes  and 
the  elders  were  assembled.  But  Peter 
followed  Him  afar  off  unto  the  high 
priest’s  palace,  and  went  in,  and  sat 
with  the  servants,  to  see  the  end. 
Now  the  chief  priests,  and  elders,  and 
all  the  council  sought  false  witness

against  Jesus,  to  put  Him  to  death  ; but 
found  none:  yea,  though  many  false 
witnesses  came,  yet  found  they  none. 
At  the  last  came  two  false  witnesses, 
and  said,  S.  This  fellow  said,  I am  able 
to  destroy  the  temple  of  God,  and  to 
build  it  in  three  days.  C.  And  the 
high  priest  arose,  and  said  unto  Him, 
* S.  Answerest  Thou  nothing  ? what  is  it 
which  these  witness  against  Thee? 
C.  But  Jesus  held  His  peace.  And  the 
high  priest  answered  and  said  unto 
Hun,  S.  I adjure  Thee  by  the  living 
God,  that  Thou  tell  us  whether  Thou 
be  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God.  b C.  Jesus 
saith  unto  him,  Thou  hast  said:  never- 
theless I say  unto  you,  Hereafter  shall 
ye  see  the  Son  of  Man  sitting  on  the 
right  hand  of  power,  and  coming  in 
the  clouds  of  heaven.  C.  Then  the 
high  priest  rent  his  clothes,  saying, 
S.  He  hath  spoken  blasphemy ; what 
further  need  have  we  of  witnesses? 
behold,  now  ye  have  heard  His  blas- 
phemy. What  think  ye?  C.  They 
answered  and  said,  S.  He  is  guilty  of 
death.  C.  Then  did  they  spit  in  His 
face,  and  buffeted  Him ; and  others 
smote  Him  with  the  palms  of  their 
hands,  saying,  S . Prophesy  unto  us, 
thou  Christ,  Who  is  he  that  smote 
Thee?  C.  Now  Peter  sat  without  in 
the  palace:  and  a damsel  came  unto 
him,  saying,  S.  Thou  also  wast  with 
Jesus  of  Galilee.  C.  But  he  also 
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denied  before  them  all,  saying,  S.  I 
know  not  what  thou  sayest.  C.  And 
when  he  was  gone  out  into  the  porch, 
another  maid  saw  him,  and  said  unto 
them  that  were  there,  S.  This  fellow 
was  also  with  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  C. 
And  again  he  denied  with  an  oath,  S.  I 
do  not  know  the  man.  C.  And  after  a 
while  came  unto  him  they  that  stood 
by,  and  said  to  Peter,  S.  Surely  thou 
also  art  one  of  them ; for  thy  speech 
betrayeth  thee.  C.  Then  be£an  he  to 
curse  and  to  swear,  saying,  S . I know 
not  the  man.  C.  And  immediately  the 
cock  crew.  And  Peter  remembered 
the  word  of  Jesus,  which  said  unto 
him,  Before  the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt 
deny  Me  thrice.  And  he  went  out, 
and  wept  bitterly. 

The  Gospel.  St.  Matt.  27.  1. 

WHEN  the  morning  was  come,  all 
the  chief  priests  and  elders  of  the 
people  took  counsel  against  Jesus,  to  put 
Him  to  death.  And  when  they  had 
bound  Him,  they  led  Him  away,  and  de- 
livered Him  to  Pontius  Pilate  the  gov- 
ernor. Then  J udas  who  had  betrayed 
Him,  when  he  saw  that  he  was  condem- 
ned, repented  himself,  and  brought 
again  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver  to  the 
chief  priests  and  elders,  saying,  S . I have 
sinned,  in  that  I have  betrayed  the 
innocent  blood,  C.  And  they  said,  S. 
What  is  that  to  us?  see  thou  to 
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that,  C.  And  he  cast  down  the 
pieces  of  silver  in  the  temple,  and 
departed,  and  went  anda  hanged  him- 
self. And  the  chief  priests  took  the 
silver  pieces,  and  said,  S.  It  is  not 
lawful  for  toput  thein  into  the  treasury, 
because  it  is  the  price  of  blood.  C . 
And  they  took  counsel,  and  bought 
with  them  the  potter’s  field,  to  bury 
strangers  in.  Wherefore  that  field 
was  called,  The  field  of  blood,  unto  this 
day.  (Then  was  fulfilled  that  which 
was  spoken  by  Jeremy,  the  prophet, 
saying,  And  they  took  the  thirty 
pieces  of  silver,  the  price  of  Him  that 
was  valued,  whom  they  of  the  children 
of  Israel  did  value,  and  gave  them  for 
the  potter’s  field,  as  the  Lord  appointed 
me.)  And  Jesus  stood  before  the 

fovernor ; and  the  governor  asked 
lim,  saying,  S.  Art  Thou  the  King  of 
the  Jews?  C.  And  Jesus  said  unto 
him,  Thou  sayest,  C.  And  when  He 
was  accused  of  the  chief  priests  and 
elders,  He  answered  nothing.  Then 
saith  Pilate  unto  Him,  S.  Hearest 
Thou  not  how  many  things  they 
witness  against  Thee  ? C.  And  He  an- 
swered him  to  never  a word,  insomuch 
that  the  governor  marvelled  greatly. 
Now  at  that  feast  the  governor  was 
wont  to  release  unto  the  people  a 
prisoner,  whom  they  would.  a And 
they  had  then  a notable  prisoner, 
called  Barabbas.  Therefore  when 
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they  were  gathered  together,  Pilate 
said  unto  them,  S.  Whom  will  ye  that 
I release  unto  you?  Barabbas,  or 
Jesus  which  is  called  Christ?  C.  For 
he  knew  that  for  envy  they  had 
delivered  Him.  When  he  was  set 
down  on  the  judgment-seat,  his  wife 
sent  unto  him,  saying,  S.  Have  thou 
nothing  to  do  with  that  just  man : for 
I have  suffered  many  things  this  day 
in  a dream  because  of  Him.  C.  But 
the  chief  priests  and  elders  persuaded 
the  multitude  that  they  should  ask 
Barabbas,  and  destroy  Jesus.  The 
governor  answered  and  said  unto 
them,  S.  Whether  of  the  twain  will  ye 
that  I release  unto  you  ? C.  They  said  ,5. 
Barabbas.  C.  Pilate  saith  unto  them, 
S.  What  shall  I do  then  with  Jesus, 
which  is  called  Christ?  C.  They  all 
say  unto  him,  S.  Let  him  be  crucified. 
C.  When  Pilate  saw  that  he  could 
prevail  nothing,  but  that  rather  a 
tumult  was  made,  he  took  water,  and 
washed  his  hands  before  the  multitude, 
saying,  S.  I am  innocent  of  the  blood  of 
this  just  person  : see  ye  to  it.  C.  Then 
answered  all  the  people,  and  said,  S. 
His  blood  be  on  us,  and  on  our  children. 
C.  Then  released  he  Barabbas  unto 
them,  and  when  he  had  scourged 
Jesus  he  delivered  Him  to  be  crucified. 
Then  the  soldiers  of  the  governor  took 
Jesus  into  the  common  hall,  and 
gathered  unto  Him  the  whole  band  of

soldiers.  a And  they  stripped  Him,  and 
put  on  Him  a scarlet  robe.  And  when 
they  had  platted  a crown  of  thorns 
they  put  it  upon  His  head,  and  a reed 
in  His  right  hand:  and  they  bowed 
the  knee  before  Him,  and  mocked 
Him,  saying,  S . Hail,  King  of  the 
Jews*  C,  And  they  spit  upon  Him, 
and  took  the  reed,  and  smote  Him  on 
the  head.  And  after  that  they  had 
mocked  Him  they  took  the  robe  off 
from  Him,  and  put  His  own  raiment 
on  Him,  and  led  Him  away  to  crucify 
Him.  And  as  they  came  out  they 
found  a man  of  Cyrene,  Simon  by 
name  ; him  they  compelled  to  bear 
His  cross.  And  when  they  were  come 
unto  a place  called  Golgotha,  that  is  to 
say,  a place  of  a skull,  they  gave  Him 
vinegar  to  drink  mingled  with  gall : and 
when  He  had  tasted  thereof,  He  would 
not  drink.  And  they  crucified  Him,  and 
parted  His  garments,  casting  lots  : that 
it  might  be  fulfilled,  which  was  spoken 
by  the  prophet,  They  parted  My 
garments  among  them,  and  upon  My 
vesture  did  they  cast  lots.  And  sitting 
down  they  watched  Him  there ; and 
set  up  over  His  head  His  accusation 
written,  THIS  IS  THE  KING  OF 
THE  JEWS.  Then  were  there  two 
thieves  crucified  with  Him  ; one  on  the 
right  hand,  and  another  on  the  left.  And 
they  that  passed  by  reviled  Him, 
wagging  their  heads,  and  saying,  S.

PALM  SUNDAY 

Thou  that  destroyest  the  temple,  and 
buildest  it  in  three  days,  save  Thyself : 
if  Thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  come  down 
from  the  cross.  C.  Likewise  also  the 
chief  priests  mocking  Him,  with  the 
scribes  and  elders,  said,  S.  He  saved 
others,  Himself  He  cannot  save  : if  He 
be  King  of  Israel,  let  Him  now  come 
down  from  the  cross,  and  we  willbelieve 
Him.  He#  trusted  in  God ; let  Him 
deliver  Him  now,  if  He  will  have 
Him : for  He  said,  I am  the  Son  # of 
God.  C.  The  thieves  also,  which 
were  crucified  with  Him,  cast  the 
same  in  His  teeth.  Now  from  the 
sixth  hour  there  was  darkness  over  all 
the  land  unto  the  ninth  hour.  And 
about  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with 
a loud  voice,  saying,  Eli,  Eli,  lama 
sabachthani?  C.  That  is  to  say,^My 
God,  My  God,  why  hast  Thou  forsaken 
Me?  C.  Some  of  them  that  stood 
there,  when  they  heard  that,  said,  S. 
This  man  calleth  for  Elias.  C.  And 
straightway  one  of  them  ran,  and  took 
a spunge,  and  filled  it  with  vinegar,  and 
put  it  on  a reed,  and  gave  Him  to 
drink.  The  rest  said,  S.  Let  be,  let 
US' see  whether  Elias  will  come  to  save 
Him.  C.  Jesus,  when  He  had  cried 
again  with  a loud  voice,  yielded  up  the 
ghost.  ( Here  is  made  a genuflection  and 
a short  pause.)  And  behold,  the  vail 
of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain  from 
the  top  to  the  bottom,  and  the  earth 
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did  quake,  and  the  rocks  rent,  and  the 
graves  were  opened,  and  many  bodies 
of  saints  which  slept  arose,  and  came 
out  of  the  graves  after  His  resurrection, 
and  went  into  the  holy  city,  and  appear- 
ed unto  many.  Now  when  the  centu- 
rion, and  they  that  were  with  him, 
watching  Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake, 
and  those  things  that  were  done,  they 
feared  greatly,  saying,  S.  Truly  this 
was  the  Son  of  God. 

( Here  the  Prayer  Book  Gospel  ends.) 

C.  And  many  women  were  there 
beholding  afar  off,  which  followed 
Jesus  from  Galilee,  ministering  unto 
Him  : Among  which  was  Mary 

Magdalene,  and  Mary  the  mother  of 
James  and  Joses,  and  the  mother  of 
Zebedee’s  children.  When  the  even 
was  come,  there  came  a rich  man  of 
Arimathea,  named  Joseph,  who  also 
himself  was  Jesus’  disciple  : he  went 
to  Pilate,  and  begged  the  body  of 
Jesus.  Then  Pilate  commanded  the 
body  to  be  delivered.  And  when 
Joseph  had  taken  the  body,  he  wrapped 
it  in  a clean  linen  cloth,  and  laid  it  in 
his  own  new  tomb,  which  he  had 
hewn  out  in  the  rock  : and  he  rolled  a 
great  stone  to  the  door  of  the  sepul- 
chre, and  departed.  And  there  was 
Ma^  Magdalene,.  and  the  other  Mary, 
sitting  over  against  the  sepulchre. 
Now  the  next  day,  that  followed  the 
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day  of  the  preparation,  the  chief 
priests  and  Pharisees  came  together 
unto  Pilate,  saying,  S • Sir,  we  remem- 
ber that  that  deceiver  said,  while  He 
was  yet  alive.  After  three  days  I will 
rise  again.  Command  therefore  that 
the  sepulchre  be  made  sure  until  the 
third  day,  lest  His  disciples  come  by 
night,  and  steal  Him  away,  and  say 
unto  the  people,  He  is  risen  from  the 
dead : so  the  last  error  shall  be  worse 
than  the  first.  C.  Pilate  said  unto  them. 
S.  Ye  have  a watch : go  your  way, 
make  it  as  sure  as  ye  can.  C.  So  they 
went,  and  made  the  sepulchre  sure, 
sealing  the  stone,  and  setting  a watch.

WHO  is  this  that  cometh  from 
Edom,  with  dyed  garments  from 
Bozrah?  this  that  is  glorious  in  his 
apparel,  travelling  in  the  greatness  of 
his  strength  ? I that  speak  in  righteous- 
ness, mighty  to  save.  Wherefore  art 
thou  red  in  thine  apparel,  and  thy 
garments  like  him  that  treadeth  in  the 
winefat  ? I have  trodden  the  winepress 
alone;  and  of  the  people  there  was 
none  with  me : for  I will  tread  them 
in  mine  anger,  and.  trample  them  in 
my.  fury ; and  their  blood  shall  be 
sprinkled  upon  my  garments,  and  I 
will  stain  all  my  raiment.  For  the 
day  of  vengeance  is  in  mine  heart,  and 
the  year  of  my  redeemed  is  come. 
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And  I looked,  and  there  was  none  to 
help ; and  I wondered  that  there  was 
none  to  uphold  : therefore  mine  own 
arm  brought  salvation  unto  me ; and 
my  fury,  it  upheld  me.  And  I will 
tread  down  the  people  in  mine  anger, 
and  make  them  drunk  in  my  fury,  and 
I will  bring  down  their  strength  to  the 
earth.  I will  mention  the  loving-kind- 
nesses of  the  Lord,  and  the  praises  of 
the  Lord,  according  to  all  that  the  Lord 
hath  bestowed  on  us,  and  the  great 
goodness  toward  the  house  of  Israel, 
which  he  hath  bestowed  on  them 
according  to  his  mercies  and  according 
to  the  multitude  of  his  loving-kind- 
nesses. For  he  said,  Surely  they  are 
my  people,  children  that  will  not  lie : 
so  he  was  their  Saviour.  In  all  their 
affliction  he  was  afflicted,  and  the 
angel  of  his  presence  saved  them  : in 
his  love  and  in  his  pity  he  redeemed 
them  ; and  he  bare  them,  and  carried 
them  all  the  days  of  old.  But  they 
rebelled,  and  vexed  his  holy  Spirit; 
therefore  he  was  turned  to  be  their 
enemy,  and  he  fought  against  them. 
Then  he  remembered  the  days  of  old, 
Moses,  and  his  people,  saying,  Where 
is  he  that  brought  them  up  out  of  the 
sea  with  the  shepherd  of  his  flock  ? 
where  is  he  that  put  his  holy  Spirit 
within  him  ? that  led  them  by  the  right 
hand  of  Moses  with  his  glorious  arm, 
dividing  the  water  before  them,  to 
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make  himself  an  everlasting  name? 
that  led  them  through  the  deep,  as  an 
horse  in  the  wilderness,  that  they 
should  not  stumble  ? As  a beast  goeth 
down  into  the  valley,  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  caused  him  to  rest : so  didst  thou 
lead  thy  people,  to  make  thyself  a 
glorious  name.  Look  down  . from 
heaven,  and.  behold  from  the  habitation 
of  thy  holiness  and  of  thy  glory: 
where  is  thy  zeal  and  thy  strength, 
the  sounding  of  thy  bowels  and  of 
thy  mercies  toward  me?  are  they 
restrained?  Doubtless  thou  art  our 
father,  though  Abraham  be  ignorant  of 
us,  and  Israel  acknowledge  us  not: 
thou,  O Lord,  art  our  father,  our  re- 
deemer ; thy  name  is  from  everlasting. 
O Lord,  why  hast  thou  made  us  to  err 
from  thy  ways,  and  hardened  our  heart 
from  thy  fear?  Return  .for  thy  servants’ 
sake,  the  tribes  of  thine  inheritance. 
The  people  of  thy  holiness  have  pos- 
sessed it  but  a little  while  : our  adver- 
saries have  trodden,  down  thy  sanc- 
tuary. We  are  thine:  thou  never 
barest  rule  over  them ; they  were  not 
called  by  thy  name.  R.  Thanks  be  to 
God.

The  Gospel.  St.  Mark  14.  1. 

AFTER  two  days  was  the  feast  of 
l the  passover,  and  of  unleavened 
bread : and  the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes  sought  how  they  might  take 
him  by  craft,  and  put  him  to  death. 
But  they  said,  S.  Not  on  the  feast  day, 
lest  there  be  an  uproar  of  the  people. 
C.  And  being  in  Bethany  in  the  house 
of  Simon  the  leper,  as  he  sat  at  meat, 
there  came  a woman  having  an  ala- 
baster box  of  ointment  of  spikenard 
very  precious ; and  she  brake  the  box, 
and  poured  it  on  his  head.  And  there 
were  some  that  had  indignation  within 
themselves,  and  said,  S.  why  was  this 
waste  of  the  ointment  made?  for  it 
might  have  been  sold  for  more  than 
three  hundred  pence,  and  have  been 
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given  to  the  poor.  C.  And  they  mur- 
mured against  her.  And  Jesus  said, 
Let  her  alone ; why  trouble  ye  her? 
she  hath  wrought  a good  work  on  me. 
For  ye  have  the  poor  with  you  always, 
and  whensoever  ye  willyemay  dothem 
good  : but  me  ye  have  not  always. 
She  hath  done  what  she  could : she 
is  come  aforehand  to  anoint  my  body 
to  the  burying.  Verily  I say  unto  you, 
Wheresoever  this  gospel  shall  be 
preached  throughout  the  whole  world, 
this  also  that  she  hath  done  shall  be 
spoken  of  for  a memorial  of  her.  C. 
And  Judas  Iscariot,  one  of  the  twelve, 
went  unto  the  chief  priests,  to  betray 
him  unto  them.  And  when  they 
heard  it,  they  were  glad,  and  promised 
to  give  him  money.  And  he  sought 
how  he  might  conveniently  betray  him. 
And  the  first  day  of  unleavened  bread, 
when  they  killed  the  passover,  his 
disciples  said  unto  him.  S.  Where 
wilt  thou  that  we  go  and  prepare  that 
thou  mayest  eat  the  passover?  C. 
And  he  sendeth  forth  two  of  his 
disciples,  and  saith  unto  them,  Go 
ye  into  the  city,  and  there  shall  meet 
you  a man  bearing  a pitcher  of  water : 
follow  him.  And  wheresoever  he  shall 
go  in,  say  ye  to  the  goodman  of  the 
house,  The  Master  saith,  Where  is 
the  guestchamber,  where  I shall  eat  the 
passover  with  my  disciples  ? And  he 
will  shew  you  a large  upper  room 
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furnished  and  prepared : there  make 
ready  for  us.  C.  And  his  disciples 
went  forth,  and  came  into  the  city,  and 
found  as  he  had  said  unto  them  : and 
they  made  ready  the  passover.  And 
in  the  evening  he  cometh  with  the 
twelve.  And  as  they  sat  and  did  eat, 
Jesus  said,  *b  Verily  I say  unto  you, 
One  of  you  which  eateth  with  me  shall 
betray  me.  C.  And  they  began  to  be 
sorrowful, , and  to  say  unto  him  one  by 
one,  S.  Is  it  I ? and  another  said,  Is  it 
I ? C.  And  he  answered  and  said  unto 
them  It  is  one  of  the  twelve,  that 
dippeth  with  me  in  the  dish.  The. Son 
of  man  indeed  goeth,  as  it  is  written 
of  him  : but  woe  to  that  man  by  whom 
the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed ! good  were 
it  for  that  man  if  he  had  never  been 
born.  C.  And  as  they  did  eat,  Jesus 
took  bread,  and  blessed,  and  brake  it, 
and  gave  to  them,  and  said,  & Take, 
eat,  this  is  my  body.  C.  And  he  took 
the  cup,  and  when  he  had  given  thanks, 
he  gave  it  to  them  : and  they  all  drank 
of  it.  And  he  said  unto  them,  This 
is  my  blood  of  the  new  testament, 
which  is  shed  for  many.  Verily  I say 
unto  you,  I will  drink  no  more  of  the 
fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that  day  I drink 
it  new  in  the  kingdom  of  God.  C.  And 
when  they  had  sung  an  hymn,  they 
went  out  into  the  mount  of  Olives.  And 
Jesus  saith  unto  them,  All  ye  shall 
be  offended  because  of  me  this  night : 
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for  it  is  written,  I will  smite  the 
shepherd,  and  the  sheep  shall  be  scat- 
tered. But  after  that  I am  risen,  I will 
go  before  you  into  Galilee.  C.  But 
Peter  said  unto  him.  S.  Although  all 
shall  be  offended,  yet  will  not  I.  C. 
And  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  ^ Verily, 
I say  unto  thee,  that  this  day,  even  in 
this  night,  before  the  cock  crow  twice, 
thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice.  C.  But  he 
spake  the  more  vehemently,  S '.  If  I 
should  die  with  thee,  I will  not  deny 
thee  in  any  wise.  C . Likewise  also 
said  they  all.  And  they  came  to  a 
place  which  was  named  Gethsemane  : 
and  he  saith  to  his  disciples,  Sit 
ye  here,  while  I shall  pray.  C.  And 
he  taketh  with  him  Peter  and  James 
and  John,  and  began  to  be  sore  amazed, 
and  to  be  very  heavy ; and  saith  unto 
them,  My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrow- 
ful unto  death : tarry  ye  here,  and 
watch.  C.  And  he  went  forward  a 
little,  and  fell  on  the  ground,  and 
prayed  that,  if  it  were  possible,  the 
hour  might  pass  from  him.  And  he 
said,  Abba,  Father,  all  things  are 
possible  unto  thee:  take  away  this 
cup  from  me : nevertheless  not  what 
I will,  but  what  thou  wilt.  C.  And 
he  cometh,  and  findeth  them  sleeping, 
and  said  unto  Peter,  Simon,  sleepest 

thou?  couldest  not  thou  watch  one 
hour  ? Watch  ye  and  pray,  lest  ye 
enter  into  temptation.  The  spirit  truly 
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is  ready,  but  the  flesh  is  weak.  And 
again  he  went  away,  and  prayed,  and 
spake  the  same  words.  C.  And  when 
he  returned,  he  found  them  asleep 
again,  (for  their  eyes  were  heavy,) 
neither  wist  they  what  to  answer  him. 
And  he  cometh  the  third  time,  and 
saith  unto  them,  ^ Sleep  on  now,  and 
take  your  rest : it  is  enough,  the  hour 
is  come ; behold,  the  Son  of  man  is 
betrayed  into  the  hands  of  sinners. 
Rise  up,  let  us  go;  lo,  he  that  betrayeth 
me  ^s  at  hand.  C.  And  immediately, 
while  he  yet  spake,  cometh  Judas,  one 
of  the  twelve,  and  with  him  a great 
multitude  with  swords  and  staves,  from 
the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes  and 
the  elders.  And  he  that  betrayed  him 
had  given  them  a token,  saying,  S . 
Whomsoever  a I shall  kiss,  that  same 
is  he ; take  him,  and  lead  him  away 
safely.  C.  And  as  soon  as  he  was 
come,  he  goeth  straightway  to  him, 
and  saith,  S.  Master,  master:  C.  and 
kissed  him.  And  they  laid  their  hands 
on  him,  and  took  him.  And  one  of 
them  that  stood  by  drew#  a sword,  and 
smote  a servant  of  the  high  priest,  and 
cut  off  his  ear.  And  Jesus  answered 
and  said  unto  them,  Are  ye  come 
out,  as  against  a thief,  with  swords  and 
with  staves,  to  take  me  ? I was  daily 
with  you  in  the  temple  teaching,  and 
ye  took  me  not:  but  the  scriptures 
must  be  fulfilled.  C.  And  they  all  for- 
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sook  him,  and  fled.  And  there  followed 
him  a certain  young  man,  having  a 
linen  cloth  cast  about  his  naked  body ; 
and  the  young  men  laid  hold  on  him  : 
and  he  left  the  linen  cloth,  and  fled 
from  them  naked.  And  they  led  Jesus 
away  to  the  high  priest : and  with  him 
were  assembled  all  the  chief  priests 
and  the  elders  and  the  scribes.  And 
Peter  followed  him  afar  off,  even  into 
the  palace  of  the  high  priest : and  he 
sat  with  the  servants,  and  warmed 
himself  at  the  fire.  And  the  chief 
priests  and  all  the  council  sought  for 
witness  against  Jesus  to  put  him  to 
death;  and  found  none.  For  many 
bare  false  witness  against  him,  but 
their  witness  agreed  not  together.  And 
there  arose,  certain,  and  bare  false 
witness  against  him,  saying,  S.  We 
heard  him  say,  I will  destroy  this 
temple  that  is  made  with  hands,  and 
within  three  days  I will  build  another 
made  without  hands.  <7.  But  neither 
so  did  their  witness  agree  together. 
And  the  high  priest  stood  up.  in  the 
midst,  and  asked  Jesus,  saying,  S. 
Answerest  thou  nothing  ? what  is  it 
which  these  witness  against  thee  ? C. 
But  he  held  his  peace,  and  answered 
nothing.  Again  the  high  priest  asked 
him,  and  said  unto  him,  S.  Art  thou 
the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Blessed? 
C.  And  Jesus  said,  I am  : and  ye 
shall  see  the  Son  of  man  sitting  on  the 
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right  hand  of  power,  and  coming  in  the 
clouds  of  heaven.  C.  Then  the  high 
priest  rent  his  clothes,  and  saith,  S. 
What  need  we  any  further  witnesses  ? 
ye#  have  heard  the  blasphemy : what 
think  ye  ? C.  And  they  all  condemned 
him  to  be  guilty  of  death.  And  some 
began  to  spit  on  him,  and  cover  his 
face,  and  to  buffet  him,  and  to  say 
unto  him,  S.  Prophesy  C.  and  the 
servants  did  strike  him  with  the  palms 
of  their  hands.  And  as  Peter  was 
beneath  in  the  palace,  there  cometh 
one  of  the  maids  of  the  high  priest: 
and  when  she  saw  Peter  warming 
himself,  she  looked  upon  him,  and 
said,  S.  And  thou  also  wast  with  Jesus 
of  Nazareth.  C.  But  he  denied,  saying, 
S.  I know  not,  neither  understand  I 
what  thou  sayest.  C.  And  he  went 
out  into  the  porch  ; and  the  cock  crew. 
And  a maid  saw  him  again,  and  began 
to  say  to  them  that  stood  by,  S.  This  is 
one  of  them.  C.  And  he  denied  it 
again.  And  a little  after,  they  that 
stood  by  said  again  to  Peter,  S.  Surely 
thou  art  one  of  them : for  thou  art 
a Galilaean,  and  thy  speech  agreeth 
thereto.  C.  But  he  began  to  curse  and 
to  swear,  saying,  S.  I know  not  this 
man  of  whom  ye  speak.  C.  And  the 
second  time  the  cock  crew.  And 
Peter  called  to  mind  the  word  that 
Jesus  said  unto  him,  Before  the  cock 
crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 
And  when  he  thought  thereon, he  wept. 
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The  Offertory . Ps.  143.  9-10. 

DELIVER  me,  O Lord,  from  mine 
enemies  : for  I flee  unto  thee  to 
hide  me. 

Teach  me  to  dothe  thingthat  pleaseth 
thee ; for  thou  art  my  God : let  thy 
loving  Spirit  lead  me  forth  into  the  land 
of  righteousness.

there  was  one  named  Barabbas,  which 
lay  bound  with  them  that  had  made 
insurrection  with.  him,  who  had  com- 
mitted murder  in  the  insurrection. 
And  the  multitude  crying  aloud  began 
to  desire  him  to  do  as  he  had  ever 
done  unto  them.  But  Pilate  answered 
them,  saying,  S.  Will  ye  that  I release 
unto  you  the  King  of  the  Jews  ? C . 
For  he  knew  that  the  chief  priests  had 
delivered  him  for  envy.  But  the 
chief  priests  moved  the  people,  that 
he  should  rather  release  Barabbas  unto 
them.  And  Pilate  answered  and  said 
again  unto  them,  S.  What  will  ye  then 
that  I shall  do  unto  him  whom  ye 
call  the  King  of  the  Jews?  C.  And 
they  cried  out  again,  S . Crucify  him. 
C.  Then  Pilate  said  unto  them, S.  Why, 
what  evil  hath  he  done  ? C.  And  they 
cried  out  the  more  exceedingly,  5. 
Crucify  him,  <?.  And  so  Pilate,  willing 
to  content  the  people,  released  Barabbas 
unto  them,  and  delivered  Jesus,  when 
he  had  scourged  him,  to  be  crucified. 
And  the  soldiers  led  him  away  into 
the  hall,  called  Praetor ium  ; and  they 
call  together  the  whole  band.  And 
they  clothed  him  with  purple,  and 
platted  a crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it 
about  his  head,  and  began  to  salute 
him,  S.  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews!  C. 
And  they  smote  him  on  the  head 
with  a reed,  and  did  spit  upon  him, 
and  bowing  their  knees  worshipped 
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him.  And  when  they  had  mocked 
him,  they  took  off  the  purple  from 
him,  and  put  his  own  clothes  on  him, 
and  led  him  out  to  crucify  him.  And 
they  compel  one  Simon  a Cyrenian, 
who  passed  by,  coming  out  of  the 
country,  the  father  of  Alexander  and 
Rufus,  to  bear  his  cross.  And  they 
bring  him  unto  the  place  Golgotha, 
which  is,  being  interpreted,  The  place 
of  a skull.  And  they  gave  him  to 
drink  wine  mingled  with  myrrh  : but 
he  received  it  not.  And  when  they 
had  crucified  him,  they  parted  his 
garments,  casting  lots  upon  them, 
what  every  man  should  take.  And  it 
was  the  third  hour  ; and  they  crucified 
him.  And  the  superscription  of  his 
accusation  was  written  over,  THE 
KING  OF  THE  JEWS.  And  with 
him  they  crucify  two  thieves ; the  one 
on  his  right  hand,  and  the  other  on 
his  left.  And  the  scripture  was  ful- 
filled, which . saith,  And  he  was 
numbered  with  the  transgressors. 
And  they  that  passed  by  railed  on  him, 
wagging  their  heads,  and  saying,  S. 
Ah,  thou  that  a destroyest  the  temple, 
and  buildest  it  in  three  days,  save 
thyself,  and  come  down  from  the 
cross.  C.  Likewise  also  the  chief 
priests  mocking  said  among  themselves 
with  the  scribes.  S.  He  saved  others ; 
himself  he  cannot  save.  Let  Christ 
the  King  of  Israel  descend  now  from 
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the  cross,  that  we  may  see  and  believe. 
C . And  they  that  were  crucified  with 
him  reviled  him.  And  when  the  sixth 
hour  was  come,  there  was  darkness 
over  the  whole  land.  until  the  ninth 
hour.  And  at  the  ninth  hour  Jesus 
cried  with  a loud  voice,  saying,  4>Eloi, 
Eloi,  lama  sabachthani  ? C.  which  is, 
being  interpreted,  My  God,  my 
God,  why  hast  thou  forsaken  me  ? 
C.  And  some  of  them  that  stood  by, 
when  they  heard  it,  said,  S.  Behold, 
he  calleth  Elias.  C.  And  one  ran  and 
filled  a sponge  full  of  vinegar,  andput 
it  on  a reed,  and  gave  him  to  drink, 
saying,  S.  Let  alone;  let  us  see  whether 
Elias  will  come  to  take  him  down.  C. 
And  Jesus  cried  with  a loud  voice,  and 
gave  up  the  ghost.  (Here  a genu- 
flection is  made  and  a short  pause.)  And 
the  veil  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain 
from  the  top  to  the  bottom.  C.  And 
when  the  centurion,  which  stood  over 
against  him,  saw  that  he  so  cried  out, 
and  gave  up  the  ghost,  he  said,  S.  Truly 
this  man  was  the  Son  of  God:  ( Here 
the  Gospel  from  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  ends.)  C.  There  were  also 
women  looking  on  afar  off : among 
whom  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and 
Mary  the  mother  of  James  the  less 
and  of  Joses,  and  Salome,  (who  also, 
when  he  was  in  Galilee,  . followed 
him,  and  ministered  unto  him ;)  and 
many  other  women  which  came  up 
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with  him  unto  Jerusalem.  And  now 
when  the  even  was  come,  because  it 
was  the  day  before  the  Sabbath,  Joseph 
of  Arimathea,  an  honorable  counsel- 
lor, which  also  waited  for  the  kingdom 
of  God,  came,  and  went  in  boldly  unto 
Pilate,  and  craved  the  body  of  Jesus. 
And  Pilate  marvelled  # if  he  were 
already  dead : and  calling  unto  him 
the  centurion,  he  asked  him  whether 
he  had  been  any  while  dead..  And 
when  he  knew  it  of  the  centurion,  he 
gave  the  body  to  Joseph.  # And  he 
bought  fine  linen,  and  took  him  down, 
and  wrapped  him  in  the  linen,  and 
laid  him  in  a sepulchre  which  was 
hewn  out  of  a rock,  and  rolled  a stone 
unto  the  door  of  the  sepulchre.

W THERE  a testament  is,  there  must 
also  of  necessity  be  the  death  of 
the  testator.  For  a testament  is  of 
force  after  men  are  dead  : otherwise 
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it  is  of  no  strength  at  all  while  the 
testator  liveth.  Whereupon  neither 
the  first  testament  was  dedicated  with- 
out blood.  For  when  Moses  had  spoken 
every  precept  to  all  the  people  accord- 
ing to  the  law,  he  took  the  blood  of 
calves  and  of  goats,  with  water,  and 
scarlet  wool,  and  hyssop,  and  sprinkled 
both  the  book  and  all  the  people,  say- 
ing, This  is  the  blood  of  the  testament 
which  God  hath  enjoined  unto  you. 
Moreover,  he  sprinkled  with  blood 
both  thetabernacle,  and  all  the  vessels 
of  the  ministry.  And  almost  all  things 
are  by  the  law  purged  with  blood ; and 
without  shedding  of  blood  is  no  remis- 
sion. It  was  therefore  necessary  that 
the  patterns  of  things  in  the  heavens 
should  be  purified  with  these ; but  the 
heavenly  things  themselves  with  better 
sacrifices  than  these.  For  Christ  is  not 
entered  into  the  holy  places  made  with 
hands,  which  are  the  figures  of  the 
true;  but  into  heaven  itself,  now  to 
appear  in  the  presence  of  God  for  us : 
nor  yet  that  he  should  offer  himself 
often,  as  the  high  priest  entereth  into 
the  holy  place  every  year  with  blood 
of  others ; for  then  must  he  often  have 
suffered  since  the  foundation  of  the 
world : but  now  once  in  the  end  of  the 
world  hath  he  appeared  to  put  away 
sin  by  the  sacrifice  of  himself.  And 
as  it  is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  die, 
but  after  this  the  judgment : so  Christ 
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was  once  offered  to  bear  the  sins  of 
many ; and  unto  them  that  look  for 
him  shall  he  appear  the  second  time 
without  sin  unto  salvation.

And  ye 
shall  say  unto  the  goodman  of  the 
house,  The  Master  saith  unto  thee, 
Where  is  the  guest  chamber,  where  I 
shall  eat  the  passover  withmy  disciples? 
And  he  shall  shew  you  a large  upper 
room  furnished  : there  make  ready.  C. 
And  they  went,  and  found  as  he  had  said 
unto  them : and  they  made  ready  the 
passover.  And  when  the  hour  was 
come,  he  sat  down,  and  the  twelve 
apostles  with  him.  And  he  said  unto 
them,  4«With  desire  I have  desired  to 
eat  this  passover  with  you  before  I 
suffer:  for  I say  unto  you,  I will  not 
any  more  eat  thereof,  until  it  be  ful- 
filled in  the  kingdom  of  God.  C . And 
he  took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and 
said,  4«Take  this,  and  divide  it  among 
yourselves  : for  I say  unto  you,  I will 
not  drink  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine,  until 
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the  kingdom  of  God  shall  come.  C. 
And  he  took  bread,  and  gave  thanks, 
and  brake  it,  and  gave  unto  them, 
saying,  This  is  my  body  which  is 
given  for  you  : this  do  in  remembrance 
of  me.  C.  Likewise  also  the  cup  after 
supper,  saying,  This  cup  is  the  new 
testament  in  my  blood,  which  is  shed 
for  you.  But,  behold,  the  hand  of  him 
that  betrayeth  me  is  with  me  on  the 
table.  And  truly  the  Son  of  man  goeth, 
as  it  was  determined : . but  woe  unto 
that  man  by  whom  he  is  betrayed  f C. 
And  they  began  to  inquire  among 
themselves,  which  of  them  it  was 
that  should  do  this  thing.  And  there 
was  also  a strife  among  them,  which  of 
them  should  be  accounted  the  greatest. 
And  he  said  unto  them,  >b  The  kings 
of  the  Gentiles  exercise  lordship  over 
them ; and  they  that  exercise  authority 
upon  them  are  called  benefactors.  But 
ye  shall  not  be  so : but  he  that  is 
greatest  among  you,  let  him  be  as  the 
younger;  and  he  that  is  chief,  as  he 
that  doth  serve.

but  I am  among  you  as  he  that  serveth. 
Ye  are  they  which  have  continued  with 
me  in  my  temptations.  And  I appoint 
unto  you  a kingdom,  as  my  Father 
hath  appointed  unto  me ; that  ye  may 
eat  and  drink  at  my  table  in  my  king- 
dom, and  sit  on  thrones,  judging  the 
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twelve  tribes  of  Israel.  C.  And  the 
Lord  said,  Simon,  Simon,  behold, 
Satan  hath  desired  to  have  you,  that  he 
may  sift  you  as  wheat : but  I have  pray- 
ed for  thee,  that  thy  faith  fail  not ; and 
when  thou  art  converted,  strength- 
en thy  brethren.  C.  And  he  said 
unto  him,  S.  Lord,  I am  ready  to  go 
with  thee,  both  into  prison,  and  to 
death.  C.  And  he  said,  I tell  thee, 
Peter,  the  cock  shall  not  crow  this 
day,  before  that  thou  shalt  thrice  deny 
that  thou  knowest  me.  C.  And  he 
said  unto  them,  When  I sent  you 
without  purse,  and  scrip,  and  shoes, 
lacked  ye  any  thing?  C.  And  they 
said,  S.  Nothing.  C.  Then  said  he 
unto  them,  But  now,  he  that  hath  a 
purse,  let  him  take  it,  and  likewise  his 
scrip : and  he  that  hath  no  sword,  let 
him  sell  his  garment,  and  buy  one. 
For  I say  unto  you,  that  this  that  is 
written  must  yet  be  accomplished  in 
me.  And  he  was  reckoned  among 
the  transgressors  : for  the  things  con- 
cerning me  have  an  end.  C \ And  they 
said,  S.  Lord,  behold,  here  are  two 
swords.  C.  And  he  said  unto  them, 

It  is  enough.  C.  And  he  came  out, 
and  went,  as  he  was  wont,  to  the 
mount  of  Olives;  and  his  disciples 
also  followed  him.  And  when  he  was 
at  the  place,  he  said,  unto  them,*!' 
Pray  that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation. 
C.  And  he  was  withdrawn  from  them 
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about  a stone’s  cast,  and  kneeled  down, 
and  prayed,  saying,  Father,  if  thou 
be  willing,  remove  this  cup  from  me  :

C.  When  they 
which  were  about  him  saw  what 
would  follow,  they  said  unto  him,  S. 
Lord,  shall  we  smite  with  the  sword  ? 
C.  And  one  of  them  smote  the  servant 
of  the  high  priest,  and  cut  off  his  right 
ear.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said,»f< 
Suffer  ye  thus  far.  C.  And  he  touched 
his  ear,  and  healed  him.  Then  Jesus 
said  unto  the  chief  priests,  and  captains 
of  the  temple,  and  the  elders,  which 
were  come  to  him,  ^ Be  ye  come  out, 
as  against  a thief,  with  swords  and 
staves?  When  I was  daily  with  you 
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in  the  temple,  ye  stretched  forth  no 
hands  against  me:  but  this  is  your 
hour,  and  the  power  of  darkness.  C. 
Then  took  they  him,  and  led  him,  and 
brought  him  into  the  high  priest’s 
house.  And  Peter  followed  afar  off. 
And  when  they  had  kindled  a fire  in 
the  midst  of  the  hall,  and  were  set 
down  together,  Peter  sat  down  among 
them.  But  a certain  maid  beheld  him 
as  he  sat  by  the  fire,  and  earnestly 
looked  upon  him,  and  said,  S.  This  man 
was  also  with  him.  C.  And  he  denied 
him,  saying,  S.  Woman,  I know  him 
not.  C.  And  after  a little  while  another 
saw  him,  and  said,  S.  Thou  art  also  of 
them.

C.  And  about  the  space  of 
one  hour  after  another  confidently 
affirmed,  saying,  S.  Of  a truth  this 
fellow  also  was  with  him : for  he  is  a 
Galilaean.

C.  And 
immediately,  while  he  yet  spake,  the 
cock  crew.  And  the  Lord  turned, 
and  looked  upon  Peter.  And  Peter 
remembered  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
how  he  had  said  unto  him,  Before  the 
cock  crow,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 
And  Peter  went  out,  and  wept  bitterly. 
And  the  men  that  held  Jesus  mocked 
him,  and  smote  him.  And  when  they 
had  blindfolded  him,  they  struck  him 
on  the  face,  and  asked  him,  saying,  S.

TENEBRAE 

See  Matins  and  Lauds  for  Maundy 
Thursday. 
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On  the  last  three  days  of  Holy  Week  the 
ordinary  Offices  of  the  Church  are  ampli- 
fied and  used  in  their  ancient  integrity. 
The  Matins  of  the  following  day  is  sung 
by  anticipation  , and  with  peculiar  and 
solemn  ceremonies.  On  the  Epistle  side 
of  the  Altar  a large  triangular  candlestick 
or  * hearse’  is  erected,  containing  four- 
teen candles  similar  to  those  used  at 
funerals,  and  one  white  candle.  At  the 
end  of  each  Psalm  in  the  Office  one  of  the 
brown  candles  is  extinguished,  to  signify 
the  gradual  extinction  of  all  human  hopes. 
The  prophecies  of  the  coming  Passion  of 
our  Lora,  from  the  Book  of  Lamentations, 
are  sung  to  a most  ancient  and  beautiful 
melody,  each  section  beginning,  as  in  the 
original,  with  a letter  of  the  Hebrew 
alphabet.  When  the  Benedictus  is  sung, 
the  lights  on  the  altar  itself  are  ex- 
tinguished one  by  one,  and  at  thesametime 
all  the  lights  in  the  body  of  the  Church 
are  put  out,  in  commemoration  of  the 
darkness  which  overshadowed,  the  earth 
during  our  Lord’s  crucifixion.  The 
white  candle  at  the  top  of  the  hearse, 
which  typifies  our  Lord,  is  then  removed 
and  placed  under  the  altar,  to  signify  the 
death  of  our  Lord,  and  the  great,  peni- 
tential Psalm,  Miserere,  is  sung  in  the 
darkness.  After  that  a 4 slight  stir’  is 
made,  to  remind  us  of  the  earthquake  on 
Easter  morning,  and  the  white  candle  is 
replaced  in  the  hearse  in  honor  of  the 
Resurrection  of  our  Lord.  Scarcely  any 
office  of  the  Church  is  more  pregnant 
with  meaning,  or  more  edifying  to  such 
as  engage  in  it  with  reverence. 
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commonly  called 
MAUNDY  THURSDAY

[Said  as  part  of  Tenebrae  on 
Wednesday  evening]

Both  at  Matins  and  at  Lauds , one  of 
the  fifteen  candles  on  the  triangular  stand 
before  the  altar  is  to  be  put  out . 

The  zeal  of  thine  house  t 
hath  even  eaten  me,#  and  the  rebukes 
of  them  that  rebuked  thee  are  fallen 
upon  me. 

Psalm  69.  Salvum  me  fac. 

SAVE  me,  OGod  ;#  for  the  waters  are 
come  in  even  unto  my  soul. 

I stick  fast  in  the  deep  mire,  where 
no  ground  is ; # I am  come  into  deep 
waters,  so  that  the  floods  run  over  me. 
I am  weary  of  crying ; my  throat  is 
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dry:# my  sight  faileth  me  for  waiting 
so  long  upon  my  God. 

They  that  hate  me  without  a cause 
are  more  than  the  hairs  of  my  head  :# 
they  that  are  mine  enemies,  and  would 
destroy  me  guiltless  are  mighty.

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Hear  me,  O God,  in  the  multitude 
of  thy  mercy,  # even  in  the  truth  of 
thy  salvation. 

Take  me  out  of  the  mire,  that  I sink 
not  : * O let  me  be  delivered  from  them 
which  hate  me,  and  out  of  the  deep 
waters. 

Let  not  the  water-flood  drown  me, 
neither  let  the  deep  swallow  me  up : # 
and  let  not  the  pit  shut  her  mouth  upon 
me. 

Hear  me,  O Lord,  for  thy  loving- 
kindness is  comfortable  :#  turn  thee 
unto  me  according  to  the  multitude  of 
thy  mercies.

Psalm  74.  Ut  quid,  Deus  ? 

OGOD,  wherefore  art  thou  absent 
from  us  so  long?#  why  is  thy  wrath 
so  hot  against  the  sheep  of  thy  pasture  ? 

O think  upon  thy  congregation  # 
whom  thou  hast  purchased  and  re- 
deemed of  old. 

Think  upon  the  tribe  of  thine  inheri- 
tance : # and  mount  Sion,  wherein 
thou  hast  dwelt. 

Lift  up  thy  feet,  that  thou  mayest 
utterly  destroy  every  enemy  ;#  which 
hath  done  evil  in  thy  sanctuary. 
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Thine  adversaries  roar  in  the  midst 
of  thy  congregations ; #and  set  up  their 
banners  for  tokens.^ 

He  that  hewed  timber  afore  out  of 
the  thick  trees# was  known  to  bring 
it  to  an  excellent  work. 

But  now  they  break  down  all  the 
carved  work  thereof  with  axes  and 
hammers. 

They  have  set  fire  upon  thy  holy 
places,  #and  have  defiled  the  dwelling- 
place  of  thy  Name,  even  unto  the 
ground. 

Yea,  they  said  in  their  hearts,  Let 
us  make  havoc  of  them  altogether:# 
thus  have  they  burnt  up  all  the  houses 
of  God  in  the  land. 

We  see  not  our  tokens ; there  is  not 
one  prophet  more  # no,  not  one  is  there 
among  us,  that  understandeth  any 
more. 

O God,  how  long  shall  the  adversary 
do  this  dishonor  ? # how  long  shall  the 
enemy  blaspheme  thy  Name,  for 
ever? 

Why  withdrawest  thou  thy  hand?# 
why  pluckest  thou  not  thy  right  hand 
out  of  thy  bosom  to  consume  the 
enemy  ? 

For  God  is  my  King  of  old;# the 
help  that  is  done  upon  earth,  he  doeth 
it  himself. 

Thou  didst  divide  the  sea  through 
thy  power:# thou  brakest  the  heads 
of  the  dragons  in  the  waters. 
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Thou  smotest  the  heads  of  leviathan 
in  pieces,  #and  gavest  him  to  be  meat 
the  people  in  the  wilderness. 

Thou  broughtest  out  fountains  and 
waters  out  of  the  hard  rocks:# thou 
dnedst  up  mighty  waters. 

The  day  is  thine  and  the  night  is 
thine : # thou  hast  prepared  the  light 
and  the  sun. 

Thou  hast  set  all  the  borders  of  the 
earth : # thou  hast  made  summer  and 
winter. 

Remember  this,  O Lord,  how  the 
enemy  hath  rebuked,  # and  how  the 
foolish  people  hath  blasphemed  thy 
Name. 

O deliver  not  the  soul  of  thy  turtle- 
dove unto  the  multitude  of  the  en- 
emies :#  and  forget  not  the  congregation 
of  the  poor  for  ever. 

Look  upon  the  covenant : # for  all 
the  earth  is  full  of  darkness  and  cruel 
habitations. 

O let  not  the  simple  go  away  a- 
shamed : # but  let  the  poor  and  needy 
give  praise  unto  thy  Name. 

Arise,  O God,  maintain  thine  own 
cause : # remember  how  the  foolish 
man  blasphemeth  thee  daily. 

Forget  not  the  voice  of  thine  en- 
emies:# the  presumption  of  them  that 
hate  thee  increaseth  ever  more  and 
more. 

Antiphon . Arise,  O Lord,  # and 
maintain  my  cause. 
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V . Deliver  me,  O my  God,  out  of 
the  hand  of  the  ungodly. 

R.  Out  of  the  hand  of  the  unrighteous 
and  cruel  man. 

Our  Father  {secretly). 

From  the  Treatise  of  Saint  Augustine  the 
Bishop,  on  the  Psalms. 

Lesson  IV,  on  Ps . 55.  1. 

* T TEAR  my  prayer,  O God ; and 
li  hide  not  thyself  from  my  peti- 
tion. Take  heed  unto  me,  and  hear 
me.’  These  are  the  words  of  an  earn- 
est and  anxious  man,  beset  by  great 
trouble.  He  prayeth  as  one  suffering 
much,  and  longing  to  be  delivered  from 
evil.  It  remaineth  for  us  to  see  in 
what  evil  he  is : and  when  he  be- 
ginneth  to  tell  us,  to  acknowledge  that 
we  also  suffer  therefrom  : that  sharing 
his  trouble,  we  may  join  in  his  prayer. 
1 1 mourn/  saith  he,.  ‘ in  my  trial,  and 
am  vexed/  Wherein  mourneth  he? 
Wherein  is  he  vexed  ? He  saith,  ‘ In 
my  trial/  He  remem  bereth  the  wicked 
men  whom  he  suffereth,  and  that 
sufferance  of  evil  men  he  calleth  his 
trial.  Think  ye  not  that  the  wicked 
are  in  this  world  for  naught,  and  that 
God,  nowise  doeth  good  through  them. 
Every  wicked  man  either  liveth  that 
he  may  be  made  righteous;  or  else  he 
liveth,  that  the  righteous  may  be  tried 
by  him. 
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R.  Mine  own  familiar  friend  hath 
betrayed  me  with  the  sign  of  a kiss : 
Whomsoever  I shall  kiss,  that  same  is 
he  : hold  him  fast.  This  wicked  signal 
he  gave,  who  by  a kiss  accomplished 
murder.  # Accursed,  he  cast  down  the 
price  of  blood  in  the  temple,  and 
departed,  and  went  and  hanged  him- 
self. V.  It  had  been  good  for  that 
man  if  he  had  not  been  born.  Accursed. 

Lesson  V. 

O WOULD  to  God,  therefore,  that 
they  who  now  try  us  might  be 
converted,  and  tried  together  with  us ! 
Nevertheless,  as  long  as  they  continue 
to  try  us,  let  us  not  hate  them  : for  we 
know  not  whether  any  one  of  them 
will  endure  to  the  end  in  his  wicked- 
ness. And  for  the  most  part,  when 
thou  deemest  thyself  to  be  hating  thine 
enemy,  thou  hatest  thy  brother,  and 
knowest  it  not.  The  devil  and  his 
angels  are  pointed  out  to  us  in  the  holy 
Scriptures  as  doomed  unto  fire  ever- 
lasting. Of  their  amendment  alone 
need  we  despair,  against  whom  we 
wage  a hidden  strife ; to  which  strife 
the  Apostle  armeth  us,  saying,  ‘We 
wrestle  not  against  flesh  and  blood,’ 
(that  is,  not  against  men  whom  ye  may 
see),  ‘ but  against  principalities,  against 
powers,  against  the  rulers  of  the  dark- 
ness of  this  world.’  He  said  not,  ‘ the 
rulers  of  this  world,’  lest  perchance 
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thou  shouldest  deem  that  devils  are  the 
lords  of  heaven  and  earth : but  he 
said,  ‘the  rulers  of  the  darkness  of 
this  world;’  when  he  spake  of  the 
world,  he  meant  the  lovers  of  the 
world : ungodly  and  unrighteous  men, 
he  called  the  world ; of  that  world  he 
spake,  whereof  the  Gospel  saith,  ‘ and 
the  world  knew  him  not.’ 

R.  Judas,  vilest  of  traffickers,  sought 
to  betray  the  Lord  with  a kiss:  he, 
like  a lamb  without  guile  refused  not 
the  kiss  to  Judas:* For  thirty  pieces 
of  silver  he  betrayed  Christ  to  the 
Jews.  V.  Better  were  it  for  that  man 
if  he  had  not  been  born.  For  thirty. 

Lesson  VI. 

* XT' OR  I have  spied  unrighteousness 
X7  and  strife  in  the  city.’  . Give  heed 
unto  the  glory  of  the  Cross  itself.  Now 
upon  the  brow  of  kings  that  Cross 
firmly  resteth,  which  foes  did  once 
revile.  Effect  hath  proven  strength: 
it  hath  conquered  the  world  not  with 
the  sword,  but  with  wood.  The  wood 
of  the  Cross,  seemed  worthy  of  scorn 
to  the  enemies,  as  they  stood  before 
that  very  wood,  wagging  their  heads, 
and  saying,  ‘ If  he  be  the  Son  of  God, 
let  him  come  down  from  the  Cross ! ’ 
He  stretched  forth  his  hands  unto  a 
disobedient  and  gainsaying  people.  If 
he  is  just  which  liveth  by  faith,  he  that 
hath  not  faith  is  unrighteous.  What 
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then  he  calleth  unrighteousness,  know 
thou  to  be  unbelief.  Therefore  the  Lord 
‘ spied  unrighteousness  and  strife  in  the 
city,’  and  ‘ stretched forth  his  hands  unto 
a disobedient  and  gainsaying  people  : ’ 
and  yet,  looking  forth  upon  these  very 
same,  he  said,  ‘ Father,  forgive  them, 
for  they  know  not  what  they  do.’ 

R.  One  of  my  disciples  shall  this  day 
betray  me:  Woe  unto  that  man  by 
whom  I am  betrayed.  # Better  were  it 
for  that  man  if  he  had  not  been  born. 
V.  He  that  dippeth  his  hand  with  me 
in  the  dish,  the  same  shall  betray  me 
into  the  hands  of  sinners.  Better. 
One  of  my  disciples.

I said  to  the  wicked, t 
Deal  not  so  madly  : # speak  not  un- 
righteously against  the  Lord.

He  shall  refrain  the  spirit  of 
princes : # and  is  wonderful  among 
the  kings  of  the  earth.

Antiphon . In  the  timet  of  my  trou- 
bles#! sought  the  Lord. 
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Psalm  77.  Voce  mea  ad  Dominum • 

1WILL  cry  unto  God  with  my 
# voice,  # even  unto  God  will  I cry 
with  my  voice,  and  he  shall  hearken 
unto  me. 

In  the  time  of  my  trouble  I sought 
the  LrOrd:#  my  sore  ran,  and  ceased 
not  in  the  night  season;  my  soul  re- 
fused comfort. 

When  I am  in  heaviness  I will  think 
upon  God  : # when  my  heart  is  vexed 
I will  complain.

The  Collect  ended , some  noise  and  clatter  is 
made;  the  lighted  candle  is  at  once  brought 
forth  from  beneath  the  Altar;  and  all  rise  and 
depart  in  silence. 
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CEREMONIES 

In  ancient  times  three  Masses  were  said 
on  this  day : the  first  to  reconcile  Penitents, 
the  second  for  the  blessing  of  Holy  Oils,  the 
third  to  commemorate  the  institution  of 
the  Blessed  Eucharist.  Since  they  have 
been  reduced  to  one.  These  functions 
are  performed  at  different  times,  during  the 
same  Mass.  The  reconciliation  of  Penitents 
and  their  Absolution,  took  place  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Sacrifice,  according  to  the 
form  contained  in  the  Pontifical,  the  remem- 
brance of  which  may  serve  as  a stimulus 
to  piety  and  compunction,  as  well  as  for  a 
rule  of  life.1 

THE  MASS  OF  THE  LAST  SUPPER 

On  the  night,  during  which  men  plotted 
against  His  life,  and  one  of  His  Disciples 
treacherously  agreed  to  deliver  Him  into 
the  hands  of  His  enemies,  Jesus  Christ 
thought  of  giving  to  mankind  the  greatest 
proof  of  His  love,  leaving  them  a gift.  His 
own  Divine  Body.  This  is  the  subject  of 
the  one  Mass  which  is  said  on  this  day,  and 
which  is  devoted  to  the  commemoration  of 
that  Sacred  Supper  or  the  last  Passover 
which  He  ate  with  His  Disciples.  (It  must 
be  remembered  that  this  was  not  an  ordin- 
aiy  supper  or  meal,  but  the  God-instituted 
Rite  of  the  Passover). 

1 Preface  to  the  Office  for  Maundy  Thursday. 
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This  mystery  was  particularly  honored 
on  Maundy  Thursday,  and  there  is  no 
particular  mention  made  of  the  existence  of 
any  other  festival,  for  the  same  purpose, 
until  the  time  of  Urban  IV.,  wnen  the 
Church  seeing  that  a day  so  full  of  sorrow- 
ful remembrances  of  the  Passion  and  death 
of  Our  Lord  afforded  no  opportunity  for 
manifestations  of  joy,  thought  proper  to 
transfer  the  commemoration  of  this  mystery 
to  another  season. 

But  previous  to  the  institution  of  the 
Feast  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament,  called  Cor- 
pus Christi,  the  Mass  of  Maundy  Thursday 
was  most  solemn. 

On  this  day,  with  the  exception  of  the 
one  Celebrant,  all  the  priests  abstain  from 
saying  Mass— not  only  as  a manifestation 
of  sorrow  and  mourning,  for  which  they 
abstain  from  offering  the  Most  Holy  Sacri- 
fice on  the  following  Friday  and  Saturday ; 
but  to  imitate  in  some  manner  our  Lora’s 
Supper;  when  for  the  first  time  He  per- 
formed the  function  of  the  High  Priest. 
He  was  the  only  Celebrant.  The  Holy 
Apostles  received  Communion  at  His 
Hands. 

The  people  falsely  imagine  that  this 
ceremony  is  the  Paschal  Communion  of  the 
Clergy. 


THURSDAY  AT  PRIME 

The  Deus  in  adjutorium  is  not  said  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Offices  on  these  days ; but  after 
the  Pater,  Ave,  ( and  where  proper  the  Credo) 
have  been  said  in  silence9  the  Offices  begin 
straight  from  the  first  Antiphon . 
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The  Gloria  Patri  is  everywhere  omitted : e.  g. 
after  the  Psalms  and  in  the  Responsories. 

Psalm  54.  Deus9  in  Nomine. 

SAVE  me,  O God,  for  thy  Name’s 
sake,  # and  avenge  me  in  thy 
strength. 

Hear  my  prayer,  O God;  # and 
hearken  unto  the  words  of  my  mouth. 

For  strangers  are  risen  up  against 
me,  # and  tyrants,  which  have  not 
God  before  their  eyes,  seek  after  my 
soul. 

Behold,  God  is  my  helper : # the  Lord 
is  with  them  that  uphold  my  soul. 

He  shall  reward  evil  unto  mine 
enemies  :#  destroy  thou  them  in  thy 
truth. 

An  offering  of  a free  heart  will  I give 
thee,  and  praise  thy  Name,  O Lord  :# 
because  it  is  so  comfortable.  For  he 
hath  delivered  me  out  of  all  my 
trouble  : # and  mine  eye  hath  seen  his 
desire  upon  mine  enemies.

BLESSED  are  those  that  are  un- 
defiled in  the  way,  # and  walk  in 
the  law  of  the  Lord.

Make  me  to  understand  the  way  of 
thy  commandments : # and  so  shall  I 
talk  of  thy  wondrous  works.

Let  thine  hand  help  me  : for  I have 
chosen  thy  commandments.'

(On  Holy  Saturday , to  the  two  preceding  is 
added) 

Wherefore  also  God  hath  exalted 
Him,  and  hath  given  Him  a Name 
that  is  above  every  name. 

Our  Father  (secretly). 
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Psalm  51.  Miserere  mei9  Deiis . 

HAVE  mercy  upon  me,  O God, 
after  thy  great  goodness : # accord- 
ing to  the  multitude  of  thy  mercies  do 
away  mine  offences. 

Wash  me  throughly  from  my  wick- 
edness, # and  cleanse  me  from  my 
sin. 

For  I acknowledge  my  faults:# and 
my  sin  is  ever  before  me. 

Against  thee  only  have  I sinned,  and 
done  this  evil  in  thy  sight : # that  thou 
mightest  be  justified  in  thy  saying,  and 
clear  when  thou  art  judged. 

Behold,  I'  was  shapen  in  wicked- 
ness ; # and  in  sin  hath  my  mother  con- 
ceived me. 

But  lo,  thou  requirest  truth  in  the 
inward  parts:# and  shalt  make  me  to 
understand  wisdom  secretly. 

Thou  shalt  purge  me  with  hyssop 
and  I shall  be  clean : # thou  shalt  wash 
me  and  I shall  be  whiter  than  snow. 

Thou  shalt  make  me  hear  of  joy  and 
gladness ; # that  the  bones  which  thou 
hast  broken  may  rejoice. 

Turn  thy  face  from  my  sins,  # and 
put  out  all  my  misdeeds. 

Make  me  a clean  heart,  O God ; # 
and  renew  a right  spirit  within  me. 

Cast  me  not  away  from  thy  pre- 
sence ; # and  take  not  thy  holy  Spirit 
from  me. 

O give  me  the  comfort  of  thy  help 
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again  ; #and  stablish  me  with  thy  free 
Spirit. 

Then  shall  I teach  thy  ways  unto  the 
wicked ; # and  sinners  shall  be  con- 
verted unto  thee. 

Deliver  me  from  blood-guiltiness,  O 
God,  thou  that  art  the  God  of  my 
health : # and  my  tongue  shall  sing  of 
thy  righteousness. 

Thou  shalt  open  my  lips,  O Lord ; # 
and  my  mouth  shall  show  thy  praise. 

For  thou  desirest  no  sacrifice,  else 
would  I give  it  thee : # but  thou 
delightest  not  in  burnt  offerings. 

The  sacrifice  of  God  is  a troubled 
spirit : # a broken  and  contrite  heart, 
O God,  shalt  thou  not  despise. 

O be  favorable  and  gracious  unto 
Sion : # build  thou  the  walls  of  Jeru- 
salem. 

Then  shalt  thou  be  pleased  with  the 
sacrifice  of  righteousness,  with  the 
burnt  offerings  and  oblations : # then 
shall  they  offer  young  bullocks  upon 
thine  altar. 

Let  us  pray  is  not  said . 

The  Collect, 

ALMIGHTY  God,  we  beseech  thee 
jt\  graciously  to  behold  this  thy 
family,  for  which  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  was  contented  to  be  betrayed, 
and  given  up  into  the  hands  of  wicked

THE  RECONCILIATION  OF 
PENITENTS 

* Just  as  the  Penitents  on  Ash-Wednesday 
were  led  out  of  the  Church  by  the  Bishop 
and  the  doors  shut  against  them  while  they 
were  solemnly  admonished  to  do  penance, 
and  to  reflect  upon  the  exclusion  of  Adam 
and  Eve  from  the  garden  of  Paradise  in 
punishment  of  their  disobedience,  so  on 
Maundy  Thursday  this  ceremony  was 
reversed,  the  Penitents  being  led  back  into 
the  Church  and  Absolution  pronounced 
over  them,  with  consoling  allusions  to  the 
resurrection  from  the  dead  and  inexhaustible 
mercy  of  our  Divine  Lord. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  service,  the 
Penitents  barefoot,  unshaven,  unwashed 
and  clad  in  sack-cloth,  prostrated  them- 
selves outside  the  Church  door  or  in  the 
Porch  of  the  Church,  while  the  seven 
Penitential  Psalms  (6th,  32nd,  38th,  51st, 
102nd,  130th,  143rd,)  and  the  Litany  of  the 
Saints  were  recited  by  the  Clergy  within. 

Thrice  during  the  recitation  of  the  Litany 
the  Bishop  deputed  some  of  his  attendants 
to  encourage  the  supplicants  with  the  hope 
of  Pardon. 

The  first  time  two  Subdeacons  brought  to 
them  the  greeting. 

( Ezekiel  33.  2)  * As  I live,  saith  the  Lord 
God,  I have  no  pleasure  in  the  death  of  the 
wicked ; but  that  the  wicked  turn  from  bis 
way  and  live/ 
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The  second  time  two  other  Subdeacons 
were  sent  with  the  message. 

(St.  Matthew  3.  2)  ‘Repent  ye  for  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand.’ 

Finally  a Deacon  was  commissioned  to 
light  their  candles  and  to  tell  them.  (St.  Luke 
21.  28)  ‘ Lift  up  vour  heads ; for  your 
redemption  draweth  nigh.’ 

The  Bishop  then  seated  himself  in  the 
Nave  of  the  Church  facing  the  Penitents, 
while  the  Archdeacon,  in  a long  form  of 
address,  interceded  on  their  behalf.  Upon 
this  the  Bishop  advances  to  the  Church 
door  and  after  sundry  preliminaries  the 
Archdeacon  also  pleads  for  the  offenders, 
and  as  in  the  case  of  the  candidates  for 
Ordination,  he  makes  himself  responsible 
for  their  suitable  dispositions. 

The  Bishop  asks  him,  ‘ Knowest  thou  if 
they  be  worthy  of  reconciliation  ? and  the 
Archpriest  replies,  ‘ I know  and  bear  witness 
that  they  are  worthy.’ 

Thereupon  the  Bishop  takes  one  of  them 
by  the  hand,  this  man  leads  his  neighbor 
and  so,  forming  a chain  the  whole  band  of 
Penitents  is  conducted  by  the  Bishop  to  his 
faldstool  in  the  centre  of  the  Nave,  where  he 
chants  a solemn  preface,  grouping  together 
some  of  the  most  striking  examples  of  the 
Divine  clemency  in  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments. 

This  is  followed  by  a long  series  of 
prayers  and  eventually  by  Absolution, 
given  not  in  the  direct  but  in  the  precatory 
form,  i.  e.  ‘ May  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
who  vouchsafed  .to  take  away  the  sins  of 
the  world  by  delivering  Himself  up  for  us,’ 
and  Who  also  said  to  His  Disciples,  ‘ What- 
soever thou  shalt  bind  on  earth  shall  be 
bound  in  heaven:  and  whatsoever  thou 
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shalt  loose  on  earth  shall  be  loosed  in 
heaven ’ (St.  Matthew  16.  19),  deign  by  the 
intercession  of  Maiy,  Mother  of  God  to 
absolve  you  from  all  that  ye  have  neglect- 
fully done  in  thought,  word  or  action. 

The  Penitents  were  then  sprinkled^  with 
Holy  Water  censed,  and  in  some  Rituals 
touched  with  the  foot  of  the  Bishop’s  Crozier, 
while  the  ceremony  ended  with  the  Epis- 
copal blessing  in  its  most  elaborate  form 
ana  a concession  of  indulgence. 

The  antiquity  of  this  service  of  reconcil- 
iation is  unquestioned.  Several  prayers 
which  yet  stand  in  the  Pontifical  are  to  be 
found  in  the  Gelasian  Sacramentary  and 
probably  represent  a Ritual  older  than  the 
time  of  St.  Gregory  the  Great. 

There  is  a peculiarity  in  the  so  called 
Pontifical  of  Archbishop  Egbert  of  York 
(732-766).  This  is  worthy  of  note,  that  in 
a short  form  of  reconciliation  of  a Peni- 
tent on  Maundy  Thursday  the  Absolution 
is  the  direct  form,  and  curiously  enough 
a translation  of  it  in  Anglo-Saxon  has  been 
written  out  in  a hand  of  the  tenth  century 
and  inserted  opposite  the  Latin. 

The  use  of  this  form  in  so  early  a docu- 
ment shows  clearly  that  no  difficulty  was 
felt  'in  claiming  jurisdiction  to  pronounce 
forgiveness ; moreover  the  fact  that  of  the 
ceremonies  that  this  item  alone  is  selected 
for  translation  seems  to  indicate  a sense  of 
the  pre-eminent  importance  of  this  portion 
of  the  Ritual.’ 

The  Penitents,  barefoot , unshaven , unwashed  and 
clad  in  sack-cloth,  prostrate  themselves  out- 
side the  front  door  of  the  Church  while  the 
seven  Penitential  Psalms  are  being  said  with- 
in as  well  as  the  Litany  of  the  Saints  is 
recited . 
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Psalm  6.  Domine , ne  in  furore . 

OLORD,  rebuke  me  not  in  thine 
indignation  : neither  chasten  me  in 
thy  displeasure. 

Have  mercy  upon  me,  O Lord,  for  I 
am  weak  : O Lord,  heal  me,  for  my 
bones  are  vexed. 

My  soul  also  is  sore  troubled  : but, 
Lord,  how  long  wilt  thou  punish  me  ? 

Turn  thee,  O Lord,  and  deliver  my 
soul  : O save  me,  for  thy  mercy’s 
sake. 

For  in  death  no  man  remembereth 
thee  : and  who  will  give  thee  thanks 
in  the  pit  ? 

I am  weary  of  my  groaning,  every 
night  wash  I my  bed  : and  water  my 
couch  with  my  tears. 

My  beauty  is  gone  for  very  trouble : 
and  worn  away  because  of  all  mine 
enemies. 

. Away  from  me,  all  ye  that  work 
vanity : for  the  Lord  hath  heard  the 
voice  of  my  weeping. 

The  Lord  hath  heard  my  petition  : 
the  Lord  will  receive  my  prayer. 

All  mine  enemies  shall  be  con- 
founded, and  sore  vexed  : they  shall 
be  turned  back,  and  put  to  shame 
suddenly. 

Psalm  32.  Beati,  quorum . 

BLESSED  is  he  whose  unrighteous- 
ness is  forgiven  : and  whose  sin  is 
covered. 
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Blessed  is  the  man  unto  whom  the 
Lord  imputeth  no  sin  : and  in  whose 
spirit  there  is  no  guile. 

For  whilst  I held  my  tongue  : my 
bones  consumed  away  through  my 
daily  complaining. 

For  thy  hand  is  heavy  upon  me  day 
and  night  : and  my  moisture  is  like  the 
drought  in  summer. 

I will  acknowledge  my  sin  unto 
thee  : and  mine  unrighteousness  have  I 
not  hid. 

I said,  I will  confess  my  sins  unto 
the  Lord:  and  so  thou  forgavest  the 
wickedness  of  my  sin. 

For  this  shall  every  one  that  is  godly 
make  his  prayer  unto  thee,  in  a time 
when  thou  mayest  be  found  : but  in 
the  great  water-floods  they  shall  not 
come  nigh  him. 

Thou  art  a place  to  hide  me  in  ; thou 
shalt  preserve  me  from  trouble  : thou 
shalt  compass  me  about  with  songs  of 
deliverance. 

I will  inform  thee,  and  teach  thee  in 
the  way  wherein  thou  shalt  go  : and  I 
will  guide  thee  with  mine  eye. 

Be  ye  not  like  to  horse.  and  mule, 
which  have  no  understanding  : whose 
mouths  must  be  held  with  bit  and 
bridle,  lest  they  fall  upon  thee. 

Great  plagues  remain  for  the  un- 
godly : but  whoso  putteth  his  trust 
in  the  Lord,  mercy  embraceth  him  on 
every  side. 
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Be  glad,  O ye  righteous,  and  rejoice 
in  the  Lord  : and  be  joyful,  all  that  are 
true  of  heart. 

Psalm  38.  Domine,  ne  in  furore . 

PUT  me  not  to  rebuke,  O Lord,  in 
thine  anger  : neither  chasten  me  in 
thy  heavy  displeasure 
For  thine  arrows  stick  fast  in  me : 
and  thy  hand  presseth  me  sore. 

There  is  no  health  in  my  flesh,  be- 
cause of  thy  displeasure  : neither  is 
there  any  rest  in  my  bones,  by  reason 
of  my  sin. 

For  my  wickednesses  are  gone  over 
my  head  : and  are  like  a sore  burden, 
too  heavy  for  me  to  bear. 

My  wounds  stink,  and  are  corrupt : 
through  my  foolishness. 

I am  brought  into  so  great  trouble 
and  misery  : that  I go  mourning  all  the 
day  long. 

For  my  loins  are  filled  with  a sore 
disease  : and  there  is  no  whole  part  in 
my  body. 

I am  feeble  and  sore  smitten  : I have 
roared  for  the  very  disquietness  of  my 
heart. 

Lord,  thou  knowest  all  my  desire : 
and  my  groaning  is  not  hid  from 
thee. 

'My  heart  panteth,  my  strength  hath 
failed  me  : and  the  light  of  mine  eyes 
is  gone  from  me. 
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My  lovers  and  my  neighbors  did 
stand,  looking  upon  my  trouble  : and 
my  kinsmen  stood  afar  off. 

They  also  that  sought  after  my  life 
laid  snares  for  me  : and  they  that 
went  about  to  do  me  evil  talked  of 
wickedness,  and  imagined  deceit  all 
the  day  long. 

As  for  me,  I was  like  a deaf  man, 
and  heard  not  : and  as  one  that  is 
dumb,  who  doth  not  open  his  mouth. 

I became  even  as  a man  that  heareth 
not  : and  in  whose  mouth  are  no 
reproofs. 

For  in  thee,  O Lord,  have  I put  my 
trust  : thou  shalt  answer  for  me,  O 
Lord  my  God. 

I have  required  that  they,  even  mine 
enemies,  should  not  triumph  over  me  : 
for  when  my  foot  slipt,  they  rejoiced 
greatly  against  me.

I am  become  like  a pelican  in  the 
wilderness  : and  like  an  owl  that  is  in 
the  desert. 

I have  watched,  and  am  even  as  it 
were  a sparrow  : that  sitteth  alone 
upon  the  housetop. 

Mine  enemies  revile  me  all  the  day 
long  : and  they  that  are  mad  upon  me 
are  sworn  together  against  me. 

For  I have  eaten  ashes  as  it  were 
bread  : and  mingled  my  drink  with 
weeping : 

And  that,  because  of  thine  indigna- 
tion and  wrath  : for  thou  hast  taken 
me  up,  and  cast  me  down. 

My  days  are  gone  like  a shadow: 
and  I am  withered  like  grass. 

But  thou,  O Lord,  shalt  endure  for 
ever  : and  thy  remembrance  through- 
out all  generations. 

Thou  shalt  arise, , and  have  mercy 
upon  Sion  : for  it  is  time  that,  thou 
have  mercy  upon  her,  yea,  the  time  is 
come. 

And  why  ? thy  servants  think  upon 
her  stones  : and  it  pitieth  them  to  see 
her  in  the  dust.

This  shall  be  written  for  those  that 
come  after  : and  the.  people  which 
shall  be  born  shall  praise  the  Lord. 

For  he  hath  looked  down  from  his 
sanctuary  : out  of  the  heaven  did  the 
Lord  behold  the  earth  ; 

That  he  might  hear  the  mournings 
of  such  as  are  in  captivity : and  deliver 
the  children  appointed  unto  death  ; 

That  they  may  declare  the  Name  of 
the  Lord  in  Sion  : and  his  worship  at 
Jerusalem ; 

When  the  people  are  gathered  to- 
gether : and  the  kingdoms  also,  to  serve 
the  Lord.

ThriceduringtherecitationoftheLitanytheBishop 
deputes  some  of  his  attendants  to  encourage 
the  Penitents  with  a hope  of  Pardon. 

The  first  time  two  Subdeacons  shall  bring  to 
them  this  message : 

' As  I live  saith  the  Lord  God,  I have 
no  pleasure  in  the  death  of  the  wicked ; 
but  that  the  wicked  turn  from  his  way 
and  live.’ 

A second  time  two  Subdeacons  ( other  than  the 
first)  shall  be  sent  by  the  Bishop  to  the 
Penitents , with  this  message : 

‘Repent  ye  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven 
is  at  hand.’ 
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Finally  a Deacon  shall  be  commissioned  to  light 
their  candles  and  to  tell  them : 

4 Lift  up  your  heads ; for  your  re- 
demption draweth  nigh.’ 

The  Penitents  are  led  into  the  Nave  of  the  Church 
and  after  being  questioned  by  the  Bishop  and 
a long  Preface  having  been  chanted,  prayers  said 
and  Absolution  given,  they  are  sprinkled  with 
Holy  Water  and  censed . 

The  Bishop  then  gives  them  his  Episcopal 
Blessing  and  they  are  restored  to  the  Com- 
munion of  the  Faithful. 

THE  BLESSING  OF  THE  HOLY 
OILS 

The  Holy  Oils  used  by  the  Church  are  three  in 
kind:  namely,  the  Oil  of  the  sick;  the  Chrism, 
or  oil  used  after  Baptism,  in  Confirmation , 
and  in  the  consecration  of  Bishops,  Churches, 
Chalices,  &c.;  and  the  Oil  of  Catechumens, 
used  before  Baptism,  and  in  the  anointing  of 
Priests,  Sovereigns,  &c.  These  Oils  are  only 
blest  in  the  Mass  of  Maundy  Thursday,  by  a 
Bishop;  and  usually  in  the  Cathedral  Church 
of  the  Diocese. 

Before  Mass  a table  is  placed  in  the  Choir ; and 
in  front  of  it,  facing  the  Altar,  a faldstool 
for  the  Bishop,  and  benches  for  the  twelve 
Priests  to  be  referred  to  hereafter. 

In  the  sacristy,  three  vessels  (or  phials)  are 
filled  with  oil,  the  vessel  which  is  to  hold  the 
Chrism  being  larger  than  the  others.  A smaller 
vessel  holds  the  Balsam  or  Balm,  with  which 
the  Chrism  is  mixed.  The  Chrism  is  covered 
by  a veil  of  white  silk : the  other  oils  by  silk 
veils  of  a different  colour 

At  the  appointed  hour,  the  Bishop,  accompanied 
by  the  customary  clergy  and  attendants,  and 
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in  addition , by  twelve  Priests  ( who  are  to  act 
as  his  witnesses  and  co-operators  in  the 
Blessing) , seven  Deacons  and  seven  Sub- 
deacons, all  in  white  vestments,— goes  in 
procession  from  the  sacristy  to  the  High-altar : 
and  there  celebrates  Mass  in  the  usual 
manner,  until,  in  the  Canon,  he  comes  to  the 
words:  Through  whom,  O Lord,  where 
he  breaks  off,  and  leaving  the  Altar,  seats 
himself,  wearing  his  mitre,  at  the  table 
already  referred  to.  The  Archdeacon,  standing 
near  him,  says  aloud : Bring  the  oil  of  the 
Sick.  Thereupon  one  of  the  seven  Deacons 
goes  with  two  acolytes  to  the  sacristy,  and 
brings  thence  the  vessel  of  the  Oil  of  the  Sick. 
It  is  placed  on  the  table  before  the  Bishop, 
who,  wearing  his  mitre,  exorcises  the  oil: 
saying  in  a low  yet  audible  voice : 

1 EXORCISE  thee,  O most  unclean 
spirit,  as  also  every  onset  and  deceit 
of  Satan  : In  the  Name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
depart  from  this  oil,  that  it  may  become 
a spiritual  unction  for  the  strengthening 
of  the  temple  of  the  Living  God ; that 
the  Holy  Ghost  may  dwell  therein, 
through  the  Name  of  God  the  Father 
Almighty,  and  through  the  Name 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  His  well- 
beloved  Son,  Who  shall  come  to  judge 
the  quick  and  the  dead,  and  the  world 
by  fire.  R.  Amen. 

Then,  laying  aside  his  mitre , the  Bishop  blesses 
the  oil  itself,  saying : 

V . The  Lord  be  with  you. 

R.  And  with  thy  spirit. 
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Let  us  pray. 

SEND  forth,  we  beseech  thee,  O 
Lord,  thy  Holy  Paraclete  from 
heaven  into  this  oil  of  the  olive,  which 
thou  wast  pleased  to  bring  forth  from 
the  green  wood,  for  the  refreshment 
of  body  and  soul ; that,  being  blessed 
with  the  holy  unction  of  the  power 
of  heavenly  healing  it  may  become 
a safeguard  for  soul  and  body,  an 
efficacious  remedy  in  driving  out  all 
pains,  weaknesses  and  every  ill  of  mind 
and  body,  wherewith  thou  hast  anointed 
Priests,  Kings,  Prophets  and  Martyrs ; 
may  it  be  unto  us  thy  perfect  Chrism, 
blessed  by  thee,  to  abide  in  our  hearts. 
In  the  Name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

After  which  the  Oil  is  carried  to  the  sacristy  in 
the  order  in  which  it  was  brought ; and  the 
Bishop , returning  to  the  Altar , resumes  the 
celebration  of  Mass  at  the  words : By  whom, 
O Lord,  &c. 

After  his  own  and  the  general  Communion , the 
Bishop , again  leaving  the  Altar , seats  himself 
at  the  table,  the  clergy  and  attendants  standing 
around . Then  the  Archdeacon  says  aloud : 
Bring  the  Oil  for  the  Holy  Chrism ; and 
immediately  afterwards:  Bring  the  Oil  of 
the  Catechumens. 

Thereupon , the  twelve  Priests , the  seven  Deacons , 
and  seven  Subdeacons,  with  incense,  cross 
and  lights,  and  all  necessary  attendants , go 
to  the  sacristy,  and  bring  thence  in  solemn 
procession  the  vessels  containing  the  Oil  of 
the  Chrism,  the  Oil  of  Catechumens,  and  the 
Balm . The  latter  is  borne  by  a Subdeacon,

the  two  former  by  Deacons , and  the  vessels 
are  partly  covered  by  veils . Meanwhile  two 
of  the  Cantors  that  accompany  the  Procession , 
intone  the  following  Hymn , the  first  two  lines 
of  which  are  immediately  repeated  by  the 
Choir ; as  also  after  every  stanza : 

O Redemptor. 

DO  thou,  Redeemer,  deign  accept 
The  song  of  them  that  sing  thy 
praise, 

Choir . Do  thou,  &c. 

O thou  that  Judge  art  of  the  dead, 
And  only  hope  of  man  on  earth, 

Hear  thou  the  voice  of  them  that  bear 
This  gift  that  token  is  of  peace.

Having  arrived  in  the  Choir9  the  Procession 
gathers  round  the  Bishop , the  twelve  Priests 
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sitting  on  the  benches  prepared  for  them , six 
on  either  side  of  the  Bishop,  The  vessel  of 
the  Oil  of  the  Chrism  and  that  of  Balm  are 
then  placed  on  the  table  before  the  Bishop , 
who  standing  without  mitre f blesses  the  Balm  ; 
saying: 

V.  The  Lord  be  with  you. 

R.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

Let  us  pray. 

OGOD,  the  Ordainer  of  every 
heavenly  symbol  and  power,  we 
beseech  thee  hearken  to  our  prayers. 
Make  fit  for  thy  mysteries  this  sweet- 
smelling exudation  from  the  dry  bark 
which  causes  forth  to  flow  from  the 
favored  stem  that  by  which  we 
receive  the  unction  of  the  priestly 
estate ; bless  and  sanc4«  tify  it.  Through 
Our  Lord,  &c.  R.  Amen. 

Let  us  pray. 

OGOD,  the  one  and  only  Creator  of 
all  things  created,  who  didst  enjoin 
the  preparation  of  an  aromatic  mixture 
of  herbs  to  be  made  for  an  anointing  of 
sanctification  ; we  humbly  entreat  thy 
mercy  that  thou  wouldst  grant  the 
grace  of  thy  spirit  to  this  oil  which  the 
fruit-bearing  root  brought  forth,  and 
pour  upon  it  the  fulness  of  thy  bles>f 
sing.  To  us  may  it  be  seasoned  with 
the  joy  of  Faith.  May  it  be  the  lasting 
chrism  of  priestly  anointing ; may  it  be 
eminently  meet  to  imprint  the  heavenly 
sign  that  those  who  are  born  again  in

oil,  may  attain  to  the  fulness  of  blessing, 
both  of  soul  and  body,  and  wax  even 
richer  in  the  possession  of  the  gift  of 
Holy  Faith.  Through  Christ,  &c. 

Let  us  pray  the  Lord  our  God. 

ALMIGHTY  God,  who  has  insepar- 
J[\ably  united  by  a wondrous  disposi- 
tion the  limitless  Divinity  of  his  only 
begotten  and  co-eternal  Son,  to  the 
compass  of  human  nature,  and  by  the 
co-operation  of  the  Holy  Spirit  anointed 
him  with  the  oil  of  gladness  above  his 
fellows,  that  man,  ruined  by  the  deceit 
of  the  devil,  being  of  a double,  yet  a 
single  character,  might,  body  and  soul, 
be  restored  to  that  eternal  inheritance 
whence . he  had.  fallen  : ble^ss  and 
sane  tify  by  his  benediction  in  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  these 
creatures  of  oils  composed  of  two 
different  substances,  and  grant  that 
they  may  be  made  one  by  being  once 
mixed  together,  and  that  he  who  is 
externally  anointed  with  it  may  so 
perceive  its  effect  that  he  may  he  set 
free  from  all  the  vilenesses  of  the  flesh 
and  rejoice  in  being  made  a sharer  in 
the  heavenly  kingdom.  Through  Our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  &c.  R.  Amen. 

Thereupon  the  Bishop  seats  himself , and  wearing 
his  mitre , breathes  thrice  in  the  form  of  a 
cross  over  the  mouth  of  the  vessel  for  Chrism . 
Then  the  twelve  Priests  approach,  making  due 
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reverence  to  the  Blessed  Sacrament  and  to 
the  Bishop.  After  which  the  Bishop  rises , 
and  retaining  his  mitre , exorcises  the  Oil  of 
Chrism , as  follows : 

I EXORCISE  thee,  O creature  of  oil, 
by  God  the  Father  Almighty  who 
hath  made  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea, 
and  all  that  in  them  is,  that  every  power 
of  the  enemy,  every  array  of  the  devil, 
every  onset  and  deceit  of  Satan,  be 
driven  out  and  put  to  flight  from  thee : 
that  thou  mayest  be  to  all  who  may  be 
anointed  with  thee  for  their  adoption 
as  sons : In  the  Name  of  the  Father 
Almighty,  and  of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord : Who  with  him  liveth  and 
reigneth  God  in  the  unity  of  the  same 
Holy  Ghost : 

Here  the  Bishop  lays  aside  his  mitre , and  says 
the  Preface. 

World  without  end. 

R.  Amen. 

V.  The  Lord  be  with  you. 

R.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

V.  Lift  up  your  hearts. 

R.  We  lift  them  up  unto  the  Lord. 

V.  Let  us  give  thanks  unto  our  Lord 
God. 

R.  It  is  meet  and  right  so  to  do. 

IT  is  very  meet,  right,  and  our 
bounden  duty,  that  we  should  at  all 
times,  and  in  all  places,  give  thanks 
unto#  Thee,  O Lord,  Holy  Father, 
Almighty,  Everlasting  God,  who  in  the 
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beginning,  among  other  the  gifts  of  thy 
loving-kindness,' didst  bid  the  earth 
yield  fruit  treesyielding  fruit  and  among 
them  the  olive  tree  to  furnish  this  most 
rich  oil,  the  fruit  of  which  is  to  be  used 
for  Holy  Chrism.  Hence  it  was  that 
David,  in  spirit,  foreseeing  the  Sacra- 
ments of  thy  grace,  prophesied  in  song 
that  it  was  with  oil  that  our  counten- 
ances should  be  made  glad.  So,  too, 
of  old,  when  the  sins  of  the  world  were 
being  expiated  in  the  downpour  of  the 
Deluge,  did  a dove,  foreshadowing  the 
grace  to  come,  by  an  olive  branch 
proclaim  peace  to  the  earth.  And  this, 
by  manifest  signs,  is  clearly  shown  in 
these  later  ages,  when  after  the  blotting 
out  of  sin  in  the  waters  of  Baptism,  our 
countenances  are  made  glad  and  serene 
by  the  anointing  of  this  oil.  For  which 
reason  also  thou  didst  command  unto 
Moses  thy  servant,  first  with  water  to 
cleanse  his  brother  Aaron,  and  then  to 
ordain  him  Priest  by  anointing'  him 
with  oil.  And  to  this  a yet  higher 
honor  was  added  when  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  thy  Son  bade  John  bap- 
tize him  in  the  waters  of  Jordan ; 
for  then,  sending  forth  upon  him  the 
Holy  Ghost  in  the  likeness  of  a dove, 
thou  didst,  by  the  testimony  of  the 
voice  that  waslater  heard,  manifest  him 
as  thine  only-begotten  Son  in  whom 
thou  art  well  pleased  ; and  didst  at  the 
same  time  most  clearly  prove  that  this

it  was  which  was  signified  when  the 
Prophet  David  sang,  that  he  should  be 
anointed  with  the  Oil  of  Gladness  above 
his  fellows.  Therefore,  O Lord,  Holy 
Father,  Almighty,  Everlasting  God, 
do  we  beseech  thee  through  the  same 
Jesus  Christ  thy  Son,  our  Lord,  to  be 
pleased  by  thy  blessing  to  sanctify  this 
substance,  and  to  mingle  thereto  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  presence  of  thy  Son, 
the  Christ,  from  whose  Holy  Name  it 
taketh  its  name  of  Chrism — a Chrism 
wherewith  thou  hast  anointed  Priests, 
and  Kings,  Prophets  and  Martyrs; — 
that  thou  wouldst  assure  for  those  to 
be  regenerate  in  the  Baptism  of  a 
spiritual  cleansing,  this  Creature  of 
Chrism  as  a Sacrament  of  the  perfect 
way  of ' salvation  and  life : that  the 
sanctifying  power  of  this  unction  may 
be  poured  into  them  to  take  up  the  cor- 
ruption of  their  natural  state,  and  make 
to  be  diffused  through  the  temple  of 
their  souls  the  redolent  sweetness  of  an 
acceptable  innocency  of  supernatural 
life  : that  in  accordance  with  the 

ordinance  thou  hast  instituted  they  may 
be  imbued  with  the  dignity  of  King, 
Priest  and  Prophet,  and  clothed  with 
the  garment  of  unchangeable  value: 
that  it  may  be  to  those  who  are  born 
again  of  water  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
the  Chrism  of  Salvation,  and  may  avail 
to  make  them  partakers  of  eternal  life

and  sharers  in  heavenly  glory.  Through 
the  same,  &c.  R.  Amen. 

The  Bishop  then  places  the  mixed  oil  and  balm 
into  the  vessel  for  Chrism , saying , 

May  this  mixture  of  oils  be  unto  all 
who  shall  therewith  be  anointed  a 
means  of  propitiation,  and  a saving 
protection  for  evermore.  R.  Amen. 

Then  the  Chrismal  Phial  is  completely  unveiled 
by  the  Deacon ; and  the  Bishop , bowing  his 
head , salutes  the  Chrism,  saying.  Hail,  Holy 
Chrism;  doing  this  a second  and  a third 
time,  and  then  kissing  the  vessel;  after  which 
he  seats  himself  and  receives  his  mitre.  After 
him,  each  of  the  twelve  Priests , having  first 
duly  reverenced  the  Blessed  Sacrament  and 
the  Bishop , approaches,  genuflecting  thrice  be- 
fore the  Chrism  and  saying  as  he  does  so.  Hail, 
Holy  Chrism ; and  then  kisses  the  vessel . 
After  which  the  vessel  containing  the  Oil  qf 
Catechumens  is  placed  on  the  table , and  the 
Bishop  and  the  twelve  Priests  immediately 
breathe  upon  it,  as  they  did  upon  the  Chrism  ; 
and  the  Bishop,  having  on  his  mitre,  thereupon 
exorcises  the  Oil,  saying: 

1 EXORCISE  thee,  O creature  of 
Oils  in  the  Name  of  God  the 
Father  Almighty,  and  in  the  Name 
of  Jesus  4*  Christ  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost : that  by  the  invocation  of  the  un- 
divided Trinity  and  in  the  power  of  the 
one  Godhead,  every  detestable  power 
of  the  enemy,  every  weH-tried  expe- 
dient of  the  devil  in  his  hatred,  every 
violent  onset,  every  vague  and  intan- 
gible horror,  be  rooted  out,  and  put  to 
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flight,  and  take  its  departure  from  thee: 
that  thou  be  made  clean  for  the  Holy 
Sacraments  and  for  adoption  of  body 
and  soul  unto  those  who  are  thereby 
anointed  for  the  remission  of  all  their 
sins ; and  that  their  bodies  be  prepared 
as  a holy  dwelling-place  for  the  re- 
ceiving of  every  spiritual  grace. 
Through  the  same  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
who  shall  come  to  judge  the  quick  and 
the  dead,  and  the  world  by  fire. 
R.  Amen. 

Then  without  mitre,  he  blesses  the  Oil,  saying: 

V.  The  Lord  be  with  you. 

R.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

Let  us  pray. 

OGOD,  who  meetest  with  the 
blessing  of  increase  every  growth 
and  putting  forth  of  the  life  of  the  soul, 
and  who  strengthenest  by  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  the  first  steps  on 
awakening  of  conscious  life  of  the  child- 
mind,  we  beseech  thee,  O Lord,  that 
thou  be  pleased  to  send  forth  thy  bles*!* 
sing  upon  this  oil,  and  grant  that  they 
who  come  to  the  font  of  blessed  re- 
generation receive  cleansing  of  soul 
and  body  by  being  anointed  with 
this  thy  creature ; that  whatever  spot 
may  cleave  to  them  of  the  hostile 
contact  of  evil  spirits,  may  at  the 
touch  of  this  blest  oil  vanish  away ; 
let  there  not  be  a place  or  opportunity 
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of  .lodgement  for  forces  and  powers  of 
spiritual  evil,  nor  any  means  be  left  for 
diabolical  spirits  to  lie  in  wait  to  catch 
the  soul  unawares.  But  unto  thy 
servants  coming  to  Faith,  and  to  be 
cleansed  by  the  operation  of  thy  Holy 
Spirit,  may  this  unction  be  a provision 
for  that  eternal  salvation  which  even 
now  at  their  new  birth  into  the  heaven- 
ly sphere,  they  are  to  lay  hold  of  in  the 
Sacrament  of  Baptism.  Through  Jesus 
Christ  Thy  Son,  Our  Lord,  who  is  come 
to  judge  both  the  quick  and  the  dead, 
and  the  world  by  fire.  R.  Amen. 

Then  the  Bishop , and  the  twelve  Priests  suc- 
cessively, thrice  salute  the  Oil  of  Catechumens, 
as  in  the  case  of  the  Chrism , saying , Hail, 
Holy  Oil,  and  then  kiss  the  vessel . After 
which  the  two  vessels  are  carried  back  to  the 
sacristy  in  the  same  order  as  when  brought 
therefrom , the  Cantors  and  Choir  singing  th& 
remainder  of  the  Hymn  O Redemptor. 

IORD,  by  the  unction  of  this  Chrism 
^ May  all  thy  servants  be  renewed  : 
And  that  lost  dignity  of  man 
To  its  first  glory  be  restored. 

Choir.  Do  thou,  Redeemer,  deign 
accept 

The  song  of  them  that  sing  Thy  praise. 

The  soul  in  sacred  waters  washed 
From  every  stain  of  sin  is  freed ; 

And  brows  anointed  with  this  Oil 
The  Holy  Spirit’s  gifts  receive. 

Do  thou,  &c. 
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Thou  who,  the  Father’s  equal  Son, 
Was  born  for  us  a Virgin’s  child : 
From  thine  anointed  drive  back  death, 
And  give  them  everlasting  light. 

Do  thou,  &c. 

So  shall  this  day  to  us  become 
A day  of  never-ending  joy ; 

A sacred  day : well  worth  our  praise : 
A day  whose  brightness  ne’er  shall 
fade. 

Do  thou,  &c. 

The  Oil  remaining  over  in  the  phials  from  the 
previous  year  is  burnt  in  the  lamps  before 
the  Blessed  Sacrament ; whilst  the  oil  and  the 
wool  remaining  in  the  pyxes  are  cast  into 
the  fire , and  the  pyxes  refilled  with  the  new- 
ly blest  oil  and  fresh  wool . 

Meanwhile  the  Bishop  returns  to  the  Altar  and 
finishes  Mass;  after  which , seated  and  hav- 
ing on  his  mitre , he  bids  the  Priests  to  keep 
the  Holy  Oils  with  the  traditional  care  and 
fidelity .

The  IntroiU 

BUT  as  for  us,  it  behoveth  us  to  glory 
in  the  Cross  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ : in  whom  is  our  salvation,  our 
life,  and  resurrection ; by  whom  we 
were  saved,  and  obtained  our  freedom. 
Ps.  67.  God  be  merciful  unto  us,  and 
bless  us : and  show  us  the  light  of  his 
countenance  and  be  merciful  unto  us. 
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The  bells  are  rung  during  the  Gloria  in 
Excelsis  ( which  is  said  on  this  day),  and  then 
not  again  till  Holy  Saturday. 

The  Collect. 

OGOD,  from  whom  Judas  received 
the  punishment  of  his  crime  as 
well  as  the  thief,  the  reward  of  his 
confession  ; grant  to  us  the  fruit  of  thy 
propitiation  : that,  as  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord  in  His  Passion  accorded  to  each 
the  due  reward  of  his  deserts,  so  to  us 

Surged  of  the  error  of  our  former  life, 
e may  impart  the  grace  of  his  Resur- 
rection : who  liveth,  &c. 

The  Epistle . 1 Cor.  11. 17. 

IN  this  that  I declare  unto  you  I 
praise  you  not,  that  ye  come 
together  not  for  the  better,  but  for  the 
worse.  For  first  of  all,  when  ye  come 
together  in  the  church,  I hear  that 
there  be  divisions  among  you ; and  1 
partly  believe  it.  For  there  must  be 
also  heresies  among  you,  that  they 
which  are  approved  may  be  made 
manifest  among  you.  When  ye  come 
together  therefore  into  one  place,  this 
is  not  to  eat  the  Lord’s  supper.  For 
in  eating  every  one  taketh  before 
other  his  own  supper:  and  one  is 
hungry,  and  another  is  drunken. 
What  ? have  ye  not  houses  to  eat  and 
to  drink  in  ? or  despise  ye  the  church 
of  God,  and  shame  them  that  have 
not  ? What  shall  I say  to  you  ? shall 
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I praise  you  in  this  ? I praise  you  not. 
For  I have  received  of  the  Lord  that 
which  also  I delivered  unto  you,  that 
the  Lord  Jesus  the  same  night  in  which 
he  was  betrayed  took  bread : and  when 
he  had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and 
said,  Take,  eat : this  is  mjr  body, 
which  is  broken  for  you:  this  do  in 
remembrance  of  me.  After  the  same 
manner  also  he  took  the  cup,  when  he 
had  supped,  saying,  This  cup  is  the 
new  testament  in  my  blood : this  do 
ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remem- 
brance of  me.  For  as  often  as  ye 
eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye 
do  show  the  Lord’s  death  till  he  come. 
Wherefore  whosoever  shall  eat  this 
bread,  and  drink  this  cup  of  the 
Lord,  unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of  the 
body  and  blood  of  the  Lord.  But  let 
& man  examime  himself,  and  so  let  him 
eat  of  that  bread,  and  drink  of  that 
cup.  For  he  that  eateth  and  drinketh 
unworthily,  eateth  and  drinketh  dam- 
nation to  himself,  not  discerning  the 
Lord’s  body.  For  this  cause  many  are 
weak  and  sickly  among  you,  and  many 
sleep.  For  if  we  would  judge  our- 
selves, we  should  not  be  judged.  But 
when  we  are  judged,  we  are  chastened 
of  the  Lord,  that  we  should  not  be 
condemned  with  the  world.  Where- 
fore my  brethren,  when  ye  come 
together  to  eat,  tarry  one  for  another, 
and  if  any  man  hunger,  let  him  eat 
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at  home,  that  ye  come  not  together 
unto  condemnation.  And  the  rest 
will  I set  in  order  when  I come. 

The  Gradual. 

CHRIST  became  obedient  for  us 
unto  death,  even  the  death  of 
the  cross.  Wherefore  God  also  hath 
highly  exalted  him,  and  hath  given 
him  a name  which  is  above  every 
name. 


The  Gospel.  St.  Luke  23.  1. 

C.  The  whole  multitude  of  them 
arose,  and  led  him  unto  Pilate.  And 
they  began  to  accuse  him,  saying,  S. 
We  found  this  fellow  perverting  the 
nation,  and  forbidding  to  give  tribute 
to  Caesar,  saying  that  he  himself  is 
Christ  a King.  C.  And  Pilate  asked 
him,  saying,  S.  Art  thou  the  King  of 
the  Jews  ? C.  And  he  answered  him 
and  said,  >f«  Thou  sayest  it.  C.  Then 
said  Pilate  to  the  chief  priests  and  to 
the  people,  S.  I find  no  fault  in  this 
man.  C.  And  they  were  the  more 
fierce,  saying,  S.  He  stirreth  up  the 
people,  teaching  throughout  all  Jewry, 
beginning  from  Galilee  to  this  place. 
C.  When  Pilate  heard  of  Galilee,  he 
asked  whetherthe man  was  aGalilaean. 
And  as  soon  as  he  knew  that  he 
belonged  unto  Herod’s  jurisdiction,  he 
senthim  to  Herod,  who  himself  also  was 
at  Jerusalem  at  that  time.  And  when 
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Herod  saw  Jesus,  he  was  exceeding 
glad : for  he  was  desirous  to  see  him 
of  a long  season,  because  he  had  heard 
many  things  of  him ; and  he  hoped  to 
have  seen  some  miracle  done  by  him. 
Then  he  questioned  with  him  in  many 
words:  but  he  answered  him  nothing. 
And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  stood 
and  vehemently  accused  him.  And 
Herod  with  his  men  of  war  set  him  at 
nought,  and  mocked  him,  and  arrayed 
him  in  a gorgeous  robe,  and  sent  him 
again  to  Pilate.  And  the  same  day 
Pilate  and  Herod  were  made  friends 
together : for  before  they  were  at 
enmity  between  themselves.  And 
Pilate,  when  he  had  called  together 
the  chief  priests  and  the  rulers  and  the 
people,  said  unto  them,  S.  Ye  have 
brought  this  man  unto  me,  as  one  that 
perverteth  the  people : and,  behold,  I 
having  examined  him  before  you,  have 
found  no  fault  in  this  man  touching 
those  things  whereof  ye  accuse  him : 
no,  nor  yet  Herod  : for  I sent  you  to 
him ; and,  Lo,  nothing  worthy  of 
death  is  done  unto  him.  I will  there- 
fore chastise  him,  and  release  him.  C. 
(For  of  necessity  he  must  release  one 
unto  them  at  the  feast.)  And  they 
cried  out  all  at  once,  saying,  S.  Away 
with  this  man,  and  release  unto  us 
Barabbas  : C.  (who  for  a certain 
sedition  made  in  the  city,  and  for 
murder,  was  cast  into  prison.)  Pilate 
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therefore,,  willing  to  release  Jesus, 
spake  again  to  them.  But  they  cried, 
saying,  S.  Crucify  him,  crucify  him. 
C.  And  he  said  unto  them  the  third 
time,  S.  Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done  ? 
1 have  found  no  cause  of  death  in  him : 
I will  therefore  chastise  him,  and  let 
him  go.  C.  And  they  were  instant 
with  loud  voices,  requiring  that  he 
might  be  crucified.  And  the  voices  of 
them  and  of  the  chief  priests  prevailed. 
And  Pilate  gave  sentence  that  it  should 
be  as  they  required.  And  he  released 
unto  them  him  that  for  sedition  and 
murder  was  cast  into  prison,  whom 
they  had  desired;  but  he  delivered 
Jesus  to  their  will.  And  as  they  led 
him  away,  they  laid  hold  upon  one 
Simon,  a Cyrenian,  coming  out  of  the 
country,  and  on  him  they  laid  the 
cross,  that  he  might  bear  it  after 
Jesus.  And  there  followed  him  a great 
company  of  people,  and  of  women, 
which  also  bewailed  and  lamentedhim. 
But  Jesus  turning  unto  them  said,  >f« 
Daughters  of  Jerusalem,  weep  not  for 
me,  but  weep  for  yourselves,  and  for 
your  children.  For,  behold,  the  days 
are  coming,  in  the  which  they  shall  say, 
Blessed  are  the  barren,  and  the  wombs 
that  never  bare,  and  the  paps  which 
never  gave  suck.  Then  _ shall  they 
begin  to  say  to  the  mountains,  Fall  on 
us ; and  to  the  hills,  Cover  us.  For  if 
they  do  these  things  in  a green  tree, 
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what  shall  be  done  in  the  dry  ? C.  And 
there  were  also  two  other,  malefactors, 
led  with  him  to  be  put  to  death.  And 
when  they  came  to  the  place  which  is 
called  Calvary,  there  they  crucified 
him,  and  the  malefactors,  one  on  the 
right  hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left. 
Then  said  Jesus,  Father,  forgive 
them ; for  they  know  not  what  they 
do.  C.  And  they  parted  his  raiment, 
and  cast  lots.  And  the  people  stood 
beholding.  And  the  rulers  also  with 
them  derided  him,  saying,  S • He  saved 
others ; let  him  save  himself,  if  he  be 
Christ,  the  chosen  of  God.  C.  And 
the  soldiers  also  mocked  him,  coming 
to  him,  and  offering  him  vinegar,  and 
saying,  S.  If  thou  be  the  king  of  the 
Jews,  save  thyself.  C.  And  a super- 
scription also  was  written  over  him, 
in  letters  of  Greek,  and  Latin,  and 
Hebrew,  THIS  IS  THE  KING  OF 
THE  JEWS.  And  one  of  the  male- 
factors which  were  hanged  railed  on 
him,  saying,  S.  If  thou  be  Christ,  save 
thyself  and  us.  C . But  the  other 
answering  rebuked  him,  saying,  S. 
Dost  not  thou  fear  God,  seeing  thou 
art  in  the  same  condemnation?  And 
we  indeed  justly ; for  we  receive  the 
due  reward  of  our  deeds : but  this 
man  hath  done  nothing  amiss.  C. 
And  he  said  unto  Jesus,  S.  Lord, 
remember  me  when  thou  comest  into 
thy  kingdom.  C.  And  Jesus  said  unto 
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him,  >f«  Verily  I say  unto  thee,  To  day 
shalt  thou  be  with  me  in  paradise. 
C.  And  it  was  about  the  sixth  hour, 
and  there  was  a darkness  over  all 
the  earth  until  the  ninth  hour.  And 
the  sun  was  darkened,  and  the  veil  of 
the  temple  was  rent  in  the  midst.  And 
when  Jesus  had  cried  with  a loud 
voice,  he  said,  Father,  into  thy  hands 
I commend  my  spirit : C.  and  having 
said  thus,  he  gave  up  the  ghost.  ( Here 
a genuflection  is  made  and  a short  pause.) 
Now  when  the  centurion  saw  what 
was  done,  he  glorified  God,  saying, 
S.  Certainly  this  was  a righteous  man. 
C.  And  all  the  people  that  came  together 
to  that  sight,  beholding  the  things 
which  were  done,  smote  their  breasts, 
and  returned.  And  all  his  acquaint- 
ance, and  the  women  that  followed 
him  from  Galilee,  stood  afar  off, 
beholding  these  things.  ( Here  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer  Gospel  ends.)  C . 
And,  behold,  there  was  a man  named 
Joseph,  a counsellor  ; and  he  was  a 
good  man,  and  a just : (The  same  had 
not  consented  to  the  counsel  and  deed 
of  them) ; he  was  of  Arimathaea,  a 
city  of  the  Jews:  who  also  himself 
waited  for  the  kingdom  of  God.  This 
man  went  unto  Pilate,  and  begged  the 
body  of  Jesus.  And  he  took  it  down, 
and  wrapped  it  in  linen,  and  laid  it  in 
a sepulchre  that  was  hewn  in  stone, 
wherein  never  man  before  was  laid. 
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The  Offertory . Ps.  118. 

THE  right  hand  of  the  Lord  hath 
the  preeminence : the  right  hand 
of  the  Lord  bringeth  mighty  things  to 
pass.  1 shall  not  die,  but  live : and 
declare  the  works  of  the  Lord. 

The  Secret . 

WE  beseech  Thee,  O Lord,  Holy 
Father,  Almighty,  Everlasting 
God,  that  He  make  this  our  sacrifice 
accepted  of  Thee,  who  showed  His 
disciples  how  to  do  this  which  we  do, 
in  remembrance  of  Him,  Jesus  Christ 
Thy  Son  our  Lord,  who  liveth,  &c. 

Preface  of  the  Cross. 

IT  is  very  meet,  right,  and  our 
bounden  duty,  that  we  should  at 
all  times  and  in  all  places  give  thanks 
unto  thee,  O Lord,  Holy  Father, 
Almighty,  Everlasting  God.  Because 
thou  hast  established  the  salvation  of 
mankind  upon  the  wood  of  the  Cross ; 
that,  whence  death  arose,  thence  also 
life  might  rise  again  : and  that  he  who 
by  a tree  had  conquered,  by  this  Tree 
might  likewise  be  overcome ; through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Therefore 
with  Angels  and  Archangels,  &c. 

In  Cathedral  Churches , where  the  Blessing  of 
the  Oils  takes  place , the  Oil  of  the  Sick  is 
blessed  just  before  the  Our  Father,  and  the 
Chrism  and  the  Oil  of  Catechumens  after  the 
general  Communion. 
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The  Agnus  Dei  is  said,  but  the  Pax  is  not 
given . On  this  day  two  Hosts  are  consecrated , 
one  of  which  is  consumed  by  the  Celebrant, 
and  the  other  reserved  for  the  Mass  of  Good 
Friday  in  which  no  consecration  takes  place . 
The  reserved  Host  is  placed  in  a Chalice,  and 
after  Mass,  is  carried  processionally  to  the 
chapel,  or  other  place,  in  which  it  is  to  be  kept 
until  the  morrow . 

The  Communion.  St.  John  13. 

THE  Lord  Jesus,  after  he  had 
supped  with  His  disciples,  washed 
their  feet,  and  said  to  them,  Know  ye 
what  1,  your  Lord  and  Master,  have 
done  to  you?  I have  given  you  an 
example,  that  ye  should  do  as  I have 
done  to  you. 

The  Post-Communion. 

NOURISHED  and  refreshed  by 
this  life-giving  food,  we  beseech 
Thee,  O Lord  our.God,  that  what  we 
strive  after  in  this  the  time  of  our 
immortal  life,  we  may  attain  by  thy 
gift  of  life.  Through  Christ,  &c. 

The  Ite  Missa  est  is  said,  and  is  followed  by 
St.  John-s  Gospel. 

After  Mass,  the  Chalice  containing  the  reserved 
Host  is  carried  in  procession  to  the  place 
prepared  for  its  reception,  and  during  the 
Procession  the  following  Hymn  is  sung:

The 
Prelate  or  Superior,  in  alb,  and  purple  stole 
and  cope,  the  Deacon  and  Subdeacon  in  white 
vestments,  with  the  attendant  Clergy,  come 
to  the  appointed  place . The  Gospel  is  then 
sung  by  the  Deacon  with  the  usual  ceremonies .

MAUNDY  THURSDAY 

Father  had  given  all  things  into  his 
hands,  and  that  he  was  come  from 
God,  and  went  to  God ; # He  riseth 
from  supper,  and  laid  aside  his  gar- 
ments; and  took  a towel,  and  girded 
himself.  After  that  he  poureth  water 
into'  a bason,  and  began  to  wash  the 
disciples’  feet  and  to  wipe  them  with 
the  towel  wherewith  he  was  girded. 
Then  cometh  he  to  Simon  Peter  and 
Peter  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  dost  thou 
wash  my  feet?  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  him,  What  I do  thou  know- 
est  not  now ; but  thou  shalt  know 
hereafter.  Peter  saith  unto  him,  Thou 
shalt  never'  wash  my  feet.  Jesus 
answered  him,  If  I wash  thee  not, 
thou  hast  no  part  with  me.  Simon 
Peter  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  not  my 
feet  only,  but  also  my  hands  and  my 
head.  Jesus  saith  to  him,  He  that 
is  washed  needeth  not  save  to  wash 
his  feet,  but  is  clean  every  whit : and 
ye  are  clean,  but  not  all.'  For  he 
knew  who  should  betray  him ; there- 
fore said  he,  Ye  are  not#  all  clean. 
So  after  he  had  washed  their  feet,  and 
had  taken  his  garments,  and  was  set 
down  again,  he  said  unto  them,  Know 
ye  what  I have  done  to  you  ? Ye  call 
me  Master  and  Lord : and  ye  say  well ; 
for  so  I am.  If  I then,  your  Lord  and 
Master,  have  washed  your  feet;  ye 
also  ought  to  wash  one  another’s  feet. 
For  I have  given  you  an  example,

They  pierced  my  hands  and  my 
feet ; I may  tell  all  my  bones  : # they 
stand  staring  and  looking  upon  me. 

They  part  my  garments  among 
them,  # and  cast  lots  upon  my  ves- 
ture.

And  now  shall  he  lift  up  mine  head  * 
above  mine  enemies  round  about  me.

Lamed.  They  say  to  their  mothers. 
Where  is  corn  and  wine  ? when  they 
swooned  as  the  wounded  in  the  streets 
of  the  city,  when  their  soul  was  poured 
out  into  their  mother’s  bosom. 

Mem.  What  thing  shall  I take  to 
witness  for  thee  ? what  thing  shall 
I liken  to  thee,  O daughter  of  Jeru- 
salem? what  thing  shall  I equal  to  thee, 
that  I may  comfort  thee,  O virgin 
daughter  of  Sion  ? for  thy  breach  is 
great  like  the  sea  : who  can  heal 
thee?

Lord,  thou  knowest  all  my  desire,  # 
and  my  groaning  is  not  bid  from  thee. 

.My  heart  panteth,  my  strength  hath 
failed  me  : # and  the  light  of  mine  eyes 
is  gone  from  me. 
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My  lovers  and  my  neighbors  did 
stand' looking  upon  my  trouble;  # and 
my  kinsmen  stood  afar  off. 

They  also  that  sought  after  my  life 
laid  snares  for  me ; # and  they  that 
went  about  to  do  me  evil  talked  of 
wickedness,  and  imagined  deceit  all  the 
day  long. 

As  for  me,  I was  like  a deaf  man  and 
heard  not ; # and  as  one  that  is  dumb, 
who  doth  not  open  his  mouth. 

I became  even  as  a man  that  heareth 
not,  # and  in  whose  mouth  are  no 
reproofs. 

For  in  thee,  O Lord,  have  I put  my 
trust  : # thou  shalt  answer  for  me,  O

enemies,  should  not  triumph  over  me : # 
for  when  my  foot  slipt,  they  rejoiced 
greatly  against  me.

For  I will  confess  my  wickedness : # 
and  be  sorry  for  my  sin. 

But  mine  enemies  live  and  are 
mighty;  # and  they  that  hate  me 
wrongfully  are  many  in  number. 

They  also  that  reward  evil  for  good 
are  against  me  ; # because  I follow  the 
thing  that  good  is. 

Forsake  me  not,  O Lord  my  God  :# 
be  not  thou  far  from  me. 

Haste  thee  to  help  me,  # O Lord 
God  of  my  salvation. 
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Antiphon.  They  also  that  sought 
after  my  life  # laid  snares  for  me. 

Antiphon.  Let  them  be  ashamed  t 
and  confounded  together,  # that  seek 
after  my  soul  to  destroy  it. 

Psalm  40.  Expectans  expectavi. 

I WAITED  patiently  for  the  Lord  ; # 
and  he  inclined  unto  me  and  heard 
my  calling. 

He  brought  me  also  out  of  the 
horrible  pit,  out  of  the  mire  and  clay,  # 
and  set  my  feet  upon  the  rock,  and 
ordered  my  goings. 

And  he  hath  put  a new  song  in  my 
mouth,  # even  a thanksgiving  unto  our 
God.

Sacrifices  and  meat-offering  thou 
wouldest  not ; # but  mine  ears  hast 
thou  opened.  # 

Burnt-offerings  and  sacrifice  for  sin 
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hast  thou  not  required  : # Then  said 
I,  Lo,  I come. 

In  the  volume  of  the  book  it  is 
written  of  me,  that  I should  fulfil  thy 
willj  O my  God  : # I am  content  to 
do  it;  yea,  thy  law  is  within  my 
heart. 

I have  declared  thy  righteousness  in 
the  great  congregation  : #lo,  I will  not 
refrain  my  lips,  O Lord,  and  that  thou 
knowest. 

I have  not  hid  thy  righteousness 
within  my  heart ; # my  talk  hath  been 
of  thy  truth  and  of  thy  salvation. 

I have  not  kept  back  thy  loving 
mercy  and  truth  # from  the  great 
congregation. 

Withdraw  not  thou  thy  mercy  from 
me,  O Lord  : # let  thy  loving-kindness 
and  thy  truth  alway  preserve  me. 

For  innumerable  troubles  are  come 
about  me;  my  sins  have  taken  such 
hold  upon  me,  that  I am  not  able  to 
look  up;  # yea,  they  are  more  in 
number  than  the  hairs  of  my  head, 
and  my  heart  hath  failed  me. 

O Lord,  let  it  be  thy  pleasure  to 
deliver  me  : * make  haste,  O Lord,  to 
help  me. 

Let  them  be  ashamed  and  confounded 
together  that  seek  after  my  soul  to 
destroy  it ; # let  them  be  driven 
backward,  and  put  to  rebuke,  that  wish 
me  evil. 

Let  them  be  desolate  and  rewarded 
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with  shame  # that  say  unto  me,  Fie 
upon  thee ! fie  upon  thee ! 

Let  all  those  that  seek  thee  be  joyful 
and  glad  in  thee  : # and  let  such  as 
love  thy  salvation  say  alway,  The  Lord 
be  praised. 

As  for  me,  I am  poor  and  needy ; # 
but  the  Lord  careth  for  me. 

Thou  art  my  helper  and  redeemer ; # 
make  no  long  tarrying,  O my  God. 

Antiphon.  Let  them  be  ashamed 
and  confounded  together,  # that  seek 
after  my  soul  to  destroy  it. 

Antiphon.  Lo,  strangers  t are  risen 
up  against  me  # and  tyrants  seek  after 
piy  soul. 

Psalm  54.  Deus,  in  Nomine. 

SAVE  me,  O God,  for  thy  Name’s 
sake,  # and  avenge  me  in  thy 
strength.

From  the  Treatise  of  Saint  Augustine 
the  Bishop,  on  the  Psalms. 

Lesson  IV,  on  Ps.  64.  2. 

‘ T TIDE  me  from  the  gathering 

IT  together  of  the  froward,  and 
from  the  insurrection  of  wicked  doers.' 
Now  let  us  contemplate  our  Head  him- 
self. Many  martyrs  have  suffered 
like  things,  but  naught  shineth  out  in 
such  wise  as  the  Head  of  the  martyrs ; 
in  him  we  best  perceive  what  they 
endured.  He  was  hidden  from  the 
insurrection  of  the  froward : God 
protected  himself ; the  Very  Son,  with 
the  manhood  which  he  took  upon  him, 
protected  his  own  flesh.  For  he  is 
both  Son  of  man  and  Son  of  God : Son 
of  God,  being  in  the  form  of  God ; 
and  Son  of  man,  being  in  the  form  of 
a servant,  having  power  to  lay  down 
his  life,  and  to  take  it  again.  What 
could  his  enemies  do  against  him  ? 
They  killed  the  body,  the  soul  they 
killed  not.  Give  heed:  it  were  not 
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enough  for  the  Lord  to  encourage 
martyrs  by  his  word,  did  he  not 
strengthen  them  by  his  example.. 

jR.  Are  ye  come  out  as  against  a 
thief,  with  swords  and  staves  for  to 
take  me  ? # I sat  daily  with  you  teach- 
ing in  the  temple,  and  ye  laid  no  hold 
on  me : and  now,  behold,  ye  scourge 
me,  and  lead  me  away  to  be  crucified. 
V.  And  when  they  had  laid  their 
hands  on  Jesus,  and  taken  hold  upon 
him,  he  said  unto  them.  I sat  daily. 

Lesson  V . 

YE  know  what  was  ‘ the  gathering 
together  of  the  froward’  Jews, 
and  what  was  ‘ the  insurrection  of  the 
wicked  doers.’  What  was  their  wicked 
deed?  It  was  that  they  wished  to 
kill  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  ‘Many 
good  works/  saith  he,  ‘ have  I showed 
you ; for  which  of  them  do  you  wish 
to  kill  me  ? 9 He  bore  all  their  infirm- 
ities, he  healed  all  their  sick,  he 

E reached  unto  them  the  kingdom  of 
eaven  ; he  held  not  his  peace  at  their 
iniquities,  so  that  they  might  rather 
hate  the  same,  than  the  Physician  who 
made  them  whole.  Y et  being  unthank- 
ful for  all  these  his  remedies,  like  men 
frenzied  with  a great  fever,  they  raved 
against  the  Physician  who  had  come 
to  heal  them,  and  took  counsel  together 
to  destroy  him  ; as  though  they  would 
therein  prove  whether  he  were  very 
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man,  that  could  die ; or  somewhat  more 
than  man,  and  would  not  suffer  himself 
to  die.  We  perceive  the  saying  of 
these  men  in  the  Wisdom  of  Solomon  : 
* Let  us  condemn  him/  they  say,  * with 
a shameful  death.  Let  us  examine 
him : for  by  his  own  saying  he  shall 
be  respected..  If  he  be  truly  the  Son 
of  God,  let  him  deliver  him/ 

R.  There  was  darkness  over  all  the 
land  when  Jesus  was  crucified  by  the 
Jews  : and  about  the  ninth  hour,  Jesus 
cried  with  a loud  voice,  saying;  My 
God,  my  God,  why  hast  thou  forsaken 
me?#  And  he  bowed  his  head,  and 
gave  up  the  ghost.  V.  And  when 
Jesus  had  cried  with  a loud  voice,  he 
said ; Father,  into  thy  hands  I com- 
mend my  spirit.  And  he  bowed. 

Lesson  VI. 

**  | 'HEY  have  whet  their  tongue 
X like  a sword.’  Let  not  the  Jews 
say,  we  did  not  kill  Christ.  For  they 
delivered  him  up  to  Pilate  the  judge, 
to  the  end  that  they  themselves  should 
seem  guiltless  of  his  death.  Thus 
when  Pilate  had  said  unto  them,  4 Take 
ye  him,  and  crucify  him ; 9 they 
answered  him,  4 It  is  not  lawful  for  us 
to  put  any  man  to  death.’  They  desired 
to  cast  the  injustice  of  their  wicked 
deed  upon  a human  judge;  deceived 
they  anywise  God  the  Judge?  What 
Pilate  did  made  him  somewhat  a par- 
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taker  of  their  guilt : but  in  comparison 
with  them  he  was  much  more  innocent. 
For  he  did  what  he  could  to  deliver 
him  out  of  their  hands,  and  therefore 
ordered  him  to  be  scourged  and  brought 
before  them.  He  scourged  not  the 
Lord  in  persecution,  but  to  satisfy  their 
rage ; that,  when  they  saw  him  scourged, 
they  might  be  touched  with  compassion, 
and  cease  to  desire  his  death.  This  then 
he  did.  But  when  they  persisted,  ye 
know  how  he  washed  his  hands  and 
said  that  he  did  it  not  himself,  that  he 
was  innocent  of  his  death.  Neverthe- 
less he  did  do  it.  But  if  he  be  guilty 
that  did  it  against  his  will,  shall  they  be 
innocent  who  compelled  him  to  do  it  ? 
By  no  means.  He  gave  sentence  upon 
him,  and  delivered  him  to  be  crucified, 
and  thus  in  a manner  slew  him  : but  ye 
also,  O Jews,  have  killed  him.  How 
did  ye  kill  him  ? With  the  sword  of 
the  tongue:  for  ye  have  whet  your 
tongue.  And  when  smote  ye,  but  when 
ye  cried  out,  ‘Crucify  him,  crucify 
him?* 

R.  I have  given  the  dearly  beloved  of 
my  soul  into  the  hand  of  her  enemies, 
mine  heritage^  is  unto  me  as  a lion  in 
thea forest:  mine  adversary  crieth  out 
against  me,  saying;  Assemble  your- 
selves together  and  make  haste,  come 
to  devour  him:  they  have  made  my 
pleasant  portion  a desolate  wilderness, 
the  whole  land  mourneth  unto  me  : # 
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Because  there  was  none  found  that 
would  know  me,  or  do  me  any  good. 
V.  Merciless  men  rose  up  against  me, 
and  spared  not  my  soul.  Because.  I 
have  given. 

Noctum  III. 

Antiphon.  Defend  me,  O Lord,  t 
from  them  that  rise  up  against  me ; # 
for  lo,  they  lie  waiting  for  my  soul. 

Psalm  59.  Eripe  me  de  inimicis. 

DELIVER  me  from  mine  enemies, 
O God  : # defend  me  from  them 
that  rise  up  against  me. 

O deliver  me  from  the  wicked 
doers,  # and  save  me  from  the  blood- 
thirsty men. 

For  lo,  they  lie  waiting  for  my 
soul : # the  mighty  men  are  gathered 
against  me,  without  any  offence  or 
fault  of  me,  O Lord. 

They  run  and  prepare  themselves 
without  my  fault ; # arise  thou  there- 
fore to  help  me  and  behold. 

Stand  up,  O Lord  God  of  hosts,  thou 
God  of  Israel,  to  visit  all  the  hea- 
then : # and  be  not  merciful  unto  them 
that  offend  of  malicious  wickedness. 

They  go  to  and  fro  in  the  evening : # 
they  grin  like  a dog  and  run  about 
through  the  city. 

Behold,  they  speak  with  their  mouth, 
and  swords  are  in  their  lips  : # for  who 
doth  hear? 

But  thou,  O Lord,  shalt  have  them 
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in  derision ; # and  thou  shalt  laugh  all 
the  heathen  to  scorn. 

My  strength  will  I ascribe  unto 
thee  : # for  thou  art  the  God  of  my 
refuge. 

God  showeth  me  his  goodness  plen- 
teously  : # and  God  shall  let  me  see 
my  desire  upon  mine  enemies. 

Slay  them  not,  lest  my  people  forget 
it  : # but  scatter  them  abroad  among 
the  people  and  put  them  down,  O 
Lord  our  defence. 

For  the  sin  of  their  mouth  and  for 
the  words  of  their  lips,  they  shall  be 
taken  in  their  pride  : # and  why? 
their  preaching  is  of  cursing  and  lies. 

Consume  them  in  thy  wrath,  con- 
sume them  that  they  may  perish  : # 
and  know  that  it  is  God  that  ruleth 
in  Jacob,  and  unto  the  ends  of  the 
world. 

And  in  the  evening  they  will  re- 
turn ; * grin  like  a dog  and  will  go 
about  the  city. 

They  will  run  here  and  there  for 
meat,  # and  grudge  if  they  be  not 
satisfied. 

As  for  me,  I will  sing  of  thy  power, 
and  will  praise  thy  mercy  betimes  in 
the  morning  : # for  thou  hast  been 
my  defence  and  refuge  in  the  day  of 
my  trouble. 

Unto  thee,  O my  strength  will  I 
sing  : # for  thou,  O God,  art  my  refuge 
and  my  merciful  God. 
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Antiphon.  Defend  me,  O Lord, 
from  them  that  rise  up  against  me ; # 
for  lo,  they  lie  waiting  for  my  soul. 

Antiphon.  _ Thou  hast  put  away  t 
mine  acquaintance  far  from  me ; # I 
am  so  fast  in  prison  that  I cannot  get 
forth. 

Psalm  88.  Domine,  Deus. 

O LORD  God  of  my  salvation,  I 
have  cried  day  and  night  before 
thee  : # O let  my  prayer  enter  into  thy 
presence,  incline  thine  ear  unto  my 
calling ; 

For  my  soul  is  full  of  trouble  : # 
and  my  life  draweth  nigh  unto  hell. 

I am  counted  as  one  of  them  that 
go  down  into  the  pit  : * and  I have 
been  even  as  a man  that  hath  no 
strength.

I am  so  fast  in  prison,  # that  I can- 
not get  forth. 
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My  sight  faileth  for  very  trouble  : # 
Lord,  I have  called  daily  upon  thee,  I 
have  stretched  forth  my  hands  unto 
thee.

For 
the  word  of  God  is  quick,  and  power- 
ful, and  sharper  than  any  two-edged 
sword,  piercing  even  to.  the  dividing 
asunder  of  soul  and  spirit,  and  of  the 
joints  and  marrow,  and  is  a discerner 
of  the  thoughts  and  intents  of  the  heart.

So  also  Christ 
glorified  not  himself  to  be  made  an 
high  priest ; but  he  that  said  unto  him, 
Thou  art  my  Son,  to-day  have  l be- 
gotten thee.  As  he  saithalso  in  an- 
other place,  Thou  art  a priest  for  ever 
after  the  order  of  Melchisedec.  Who 
in  the  days  of  his  flesh,  when  he  had 
offered  up  prayerc  and  supplications 
with  strong  crying  and  tears  unto  him 
that  was  able  to  save  him  from  death, 
and  was  heard  in  that  he  feared; 
though  he  were  a Son,  yet  learned 
he  obedience  by  the  things  which  he 
suffered ; and  being  made  perfect,  he 
became  the  author  of  eternal  salvation 
unto  all  them  that  obey  him ; called  of 
God  an  high  priest  after  the  order  of 
Melchisedec.

Then  shalt  thou  be  pleased  with  the 
sacrifice  of  righteousness,  with  the 
burnt-offerings  and  oblations  : # then 
shall  they  oner  young  bullocks  upon 
thine  altar.

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Antiphon.  My  spirit  t is  vexed  within 
me,  # and  my  heart  within  me  is 
desolate.

GOOD  FRIDAY 
Morning  Office 

The  Church  commemorates  every  day 
the  bloody  sacrifice  of  Jesus  Christ  on  the 
cross  by  a true  and  real  unbloody  Sacrifice, 
in  which  she  offers  to  God  the  same  Body 
and  Blood  that  were  given  for  the  sins  of 
the  world.  But  on  Good  Friday  she  offers 
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no  sacrifice,  nor  is  there  any  consecration 
of  the  Holy  Eucharist ; the  Priest  receiving 
the  sacred  Host  which  he  had  consecrated 
the  day  before.  So  that,  in  the  office  which 
is  performed,  instead  of  the  Mass,  she  con- 
tents herself  with  a bare  representation  of 
the  Passion,  and  makes  it  her  chief  business 
to  expose  to  the  faithful  Jesus  Christ  cruci- 
fied for  them.  For  this  end  she  reads  such 
Lessons  and  Tracts  as  contain  predictions 
of  his  coming  for  their  redemption,  and 
types  of  his  immolation  on  the  cross,  and 
then  she  reads  the  history  of  the  Passion, 
as  related  by  St.  John,  to  show  how  the 
Law  and  the  prophets  were  fulfilled  by  the 
Gospel. 

The  faithful  by  these  Lessons  are  in- 
structed in  the  mystery  of  this  day,  and 
therefore  beg  with  the  Priest  the  fruit  and 
application  of  this  passion,  by  praying  for 
all  sorts  of  persons,  even  Schismatics,  He- 
retics, Jews,  and  Pagans.  None  areexcluded 
from  the  suffrages  of  the  Church  on  a day 
when  Jesus  Christ  prayed  for  his  perse- 
cutors, and  offered  his  Blood  to  his  Father 
for  the  salvation  of  those  who  shed  it. 

Next,  both  Priest  and  people  adore  Jesus 
Christ  crucified,  expressing  their  adoration 
by  kneeling  thrice  before  they  kiss  the 
cross.  # The  veneration  of  the  cross  is 
as  ancient  as  Christianity  itself.  If  at  the 
bare  name  of  Jesus  every  knee  should  bend, 
what  feelings  should  arise  in  a Christian 
breast  at  the  sight  of  the  sacred  sign  of 
redemption  ? It  is  not  to  the  frail  materials 
of  the  cross  that  we  pay  our  adoration,  but 
to  him  who  on  h offered  for  our  sins  the 
sacrifice  of  propitiation. 

After  the  ceremony,  the  Priest  brings 
back  to  the  altar  the  Body  of  our  Lord 
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with  the  same  solemnity  as  it  was  carried 
from  thence  on  Thursday,  and  finishes  the 
office  by  receiving  the  sacred  Victim  that 
was  slam  this  day  for  the  redemption  of 
mankind. 


THE  MASS  OF  THE  PRE- 
SANCTIFIED 

When  None  is  over  the  Priest  and  his 
assistants , in  black  vestments , go  to  the  Altar 
without  lights  and  incense , and  prostrate 
themselves  before  it,  while  the  Acolytes  cover 
it  with  a single  linen  cloth.  Then  the  Priest, 
with  his  assistants,  goes  up  to  the  Altar  and 
kisses  it  in  the  midst , and  the  Reader,  going 
to  the  place  where  the  Epistle  is  read,  begins 
to  read  the  Lesson  without  title;  during  which 
the  Priest  reads  it  silently  at  the  Altar  at  the 
Epistle  side. 

Hosea  5. 15—6.  6. 

THUS  saith  the  Lord:  In  their 
affliction  they  will  seek  me  early. 
Come,  and  let  us  return  unto  the  Lord : 
for  he  hath  torn,  and  he  will  heal  us ; 
he  hath  smitten,  and  he  will  bind  us 
up.  After  two  days  will  he  revive  us : 
in  the  third  day  he  will  raise  us  up,  and 
we  shall  live  in  his  sight.  Then  shall 
we  know,  if  we  follow  on  to  know  the 
Lord  : his  going  forth  is  prepared  as  the 
morning?'  and  he  shall  come  unto  us 
as  the  rain,  as  the  latter  and  former 
rain  unto  the  earth.  O Ephraim, 
what  shall  I do  unto  thee?  O Judah, 
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what  shall  I do  unto  thee?  for  your 
goodness  is  as  a morning  cloud,  and  as 
the  early  dew  it  goeth  away.  There- 
fore have  I hewed  them  by  the  pro- 
phets : I have  slain  them  by  the  words 
of  my  mouth  : and  thy  judgments  are 
as  the  light  that  goeth  forth.  For  I 
desired  mercy,  and  not  sacrifice ; and 
the  knowledge  of  God  more  than 
burnt  offerings. 

The  following  Tract  is  sung  by  the  Choir f the 

Priest  meanwhile  reading  it : 

The  Tract.  Habakkuk  3.  2-3. 

O Lord,  I have  heard  thy  speech 
and  was  afraid : I considered  thy  works 
and  trembled. 

V.  Thou  wilt  appear  between  two 
animals;  in  the  midst  of  the  years 
make  known:  when  the  time  shall 
come,  thou  wilt  be  manifested.

side  says :

Deacon.  Let  us  bend  the  knee  {and 
genuflects). 

Subdeacon.  Arise  {rising  from  his 
knees).

OGOD,  from  whom  Judas  received 
the  punishment  of  his  crime,  as 
well  as  the  thief  the  reward  of  his  con*

AND  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses 
I\  and  Aaron  in  the  land  of  Egypt, 
saying,  This  month  shall  be  unto  you 
he  beginning  of  months:  it  shall  be 
the  first  month  of  the  year  to  you. 
Speak  ye  unto  all  the  congregation  of 
Israel,  saying,  In  the  tenth  day  of  this 
month  they  shall  take  to  them  every 
man  a lamb,  according  to  the  house  of 
their  fathers,  a lamb  for  an  house : and 
if  the  household  be  too  little  for  the 
lamb,  let  him  and  his  neighbour  next 
unto  his  house  take  it  according  to  the 
number  of  the  souls:  every  man  ac- 
cording to  his  eating  shall  make  your 
count  for  the  lamb.  Your  lamb  shall 
be  without  blemish,  amale  of  the  first 
year:  ye  shall  take  it  out  from  the 
sheep,  or  from  the  goats : and  ye  shall 
keep  it  up  until  the  fourteenth  day 
of  the  same  month;  and  the  whole 
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assembly  of  the  congregation  of  Israel 
shall  kill  it  in  the  evening.  And  they 
shall  take  of  the  blood,  and  strike  it  on 
the  two  side  posts  and  on  the  upper 
door  post  of  the  houses  wherein  they 
shall  eat  it.  And  they  shall  eat  the 
flesh  in  that  night,  roast  with  fire,  and 
unleavened  bread ; and  with  bitter 
herbs  they  shall  eat  it.  Eat  not  of  it 
raw,  nor  sodden  at  all  with  water,  but 
roast  with  fire ; his  head  with  his  legs, 
and  with  the  purtenance  thereof.  And 
ye  shall  let  nothing  of  it  remain  until 
the  morning  ; and  that  which  re* 
maineth  of  it  until  the  morning  ye 
shall  burn  with  fire.  And.  thus  shall 
ye  eat  it ; with  your  loins  girded,  your 
shoes  on  your  feet,  and  your  staff  in 
your  hand : and  ye  shall  eat  it  in  haste : 
it  is  the  Lord’s  passover.

When  the  Passion  is  sung,  the  singing  is  gener- 
ally divided  in  the  following  manner:  the 
narrative  portion,  here  marked  C (narrator),  is 
sung  by  one  of  the  Deacons  ; the  words  uttered 
by  Our  Lord,  marked  ^ , are  sung  by  another  ; 
those  spoken  by  any  other  person  speaking  alone, 
marked  S (synagoga),  by  a third  Deacon . 

The  Tract  ended,  the  reading  of  the  Passion 
begins . 
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The  Passion  of  Our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  according  to  St  John. 

St.  John  18.  1. 

WHEN  Jesus  had  spoken  these 
words,  he  went  forth  with  his 
disciples  over  the  _ brook  Cedron, 
where  was  a garden,  into  the  which  he 
entered,  and  his  disciples.  And  Judas 
also,  which  betrayed  him,  knew  the 
place:  for  Jesus  ofttimes  resorted 
thither  with  his  disciples.  Judas  then, 
having  received  a band  of  men  and 
officers  from  the  chief  priests  and 
Pharisees,  cometh  thither  with  lanterns 
and  torches  and  weapons.  Jesus  there- 
fore, knowing  all  things  that  should 
come  upon  him,  went  forth,  and  said 
unto  them Whom  seek  ye?  C.  They 
answered  hjm,  S.  Jesus  of  Nazareth. 
C.  Jesus  saith  unto  them,4<I  am  he. 
C.  And  Judas  also,  which  betrayed 
him,  stood  with  them.  As  soon  then 
as  he  had  said  unto  them,  I am  he, 
they  went  backward,  and  fell  to  the 
ground.  Then  asked  he  them  again,  4< 
Whom  seek  ye?  C.  And  they  said, 
S.  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  C.  Jesus  an- 
swered, 4<I  have  told  you  that  I am 
he ; if  .therefore  ye  seek  me,  let  these 
go  their  way : C.  that  the  saying  might 
be  fulfilled,  which  he  spake,  Of  them 
which  thou  gayest  me  have  I lost 
none.  Then  Simon  Peter  having  a 
sword  drew  it,  and  smote  the  nigh 
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priest’s  servant,  and  cut  off  his  right 
ear.  The  servant’s  name  was  Malchus. 
Then  said  Jesus  unto  Peter,  Put  up 
thy  sword  into  the  sheath : the  cup 
which  my  father  hath  given  me,  shall 
I not  drink  it  ? C.  Then  the  band  and 
the  captain  and  Officers  of  the  Jews 
took  Jesus,  and  bound  him,  and  led 
him  away  to  Annas  first ; for  lie  was 
father  in  law  to  Caiaphas,  which  was 
the  high  priest  that  same  year.  Now 
Caiaphas  was  he,  which  gave  counsel 
to  the  Jews,  that  it  was  expedient  that 
one  man  should  die  for  the  people. 
And  Simon  Peter  followed  Jesus,  and 
so  did  another  disciple : that  disciple 
was  known  unto  the  high  priest,  and 
went  in  wjth  Jesus  into  the  palace  of 
the  high  priest.  But  Peter  stood  at  the 
door  without.  Then  went  out  that 
other  disciple,  which  was  known  unto 
the  high  priest,  and  spake  unto  her 
that  kept  the  door,  and  brought  in 
Peter.  Then  saith  the  damsel  that 
kept  the  door  unto  Peter,  S.  Art  not 
thou  also  one  of  this  man’s  disciples? 
C.  He  saith,  S.  I am  not.  C.  And  the 
servants  and  officers  stood  there,  who 
had  made  a fire  of  coals ; for  it  was 
cold : and  they  warmed  themselves : 
and  Peter  stood  with  them,  and  warmed 
himself.  The  high  priest  then  asked 
Jesus  of  his  disciples,  and  of  his  doc* 
trine.  C.  Jesus  answered  him,*i<I 
spake  openly  to  the  world ; I ever 
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taught  in  the  synagogue,  and  in  the 
temple,  whither  the  Jews  always  re- 
sort ; and  in  secret  have  I said  nothing. 
Why  askest  thou  me  ? ask  them  which 
heard  me,  what  I have  said  unto 
them : behold,  they  know  what  I said. 
C.  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  one 
.of  the  officers  which  stood  by  struck 
Jesus  with  the  palm  of  his  hand,  saying, 
S.  Answerest  thou  the  high  priest  so  ? 
C.  Jesus  answered  him,  If  I have 
spoken  evil,  bear  witness  of  the  evil : 
but  if  well,  why  smitest  thou  me  P C. 
Now  Annas  had  sent  him  bound  unto 
Caiaphas  the  high  priest.  And  Simon 
Peter  stood  and  warmed  himself. 
They  said  therefore  unto  him,  S.  Art 
not  thou  also  one  of  his  disciples  ? 
C.  He  denied  it,  and  said,  S.  I am  not. 
C.  One  of  the  servants  of  the  high 

Jriest,  being  his  kinsman  whose  ear 
'eter  cut  off,  saith,  S.  Did  not  I see 
thee  in  the  garden  with  him  ? C.  Peter 
then  denied  again : and  immediately 
the  cock  crew.  Then  led  they  Jesus 
from  Caiaphas  unto  the  hall  of  judg- 
ment: and  it  was  early;  and  they 
themselves  went  not  into  the  judgment 
hall,  lest  they  should  be  denied;  but 
that  they  might  eat  the  passover. 
Pilate  then  went  out  unto  them  and 
said,  S.  What  accusation  bring  ye 
against  this  man  P C.  They  answered 
and  said  unto  him,  S.  If  he  were  not 
a malefactor,  we  would  not  have  de- 
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livered  him  up  to  thee.  C.  Then  said 
Pilate  unto  them,  S.  Take  ye  him  and 
judge  him,  according  to  your  law.  C. 
The  Jews  therefore  said  unto  him,  S. 
It  is  not  lawful  for  us  to  put  any  man 
to  death : C.  That  the  saying  of  Jesus 
might  be  fulfilled,  which  he  spake, 
signifying  what  death  he  should  die. 
Then  Pilate  entered  into  the  judgment 
hall  again,  and  called  Jesus,  and  said 
unto  him.  5.  Art  thou  the  King  of  the 
Jews?  C.  Jesus  answered  him,*Say- 
est  thou  this  thing  of  thyself,  or  did 
others  tell  it  thee  of  me  ? Cf  Pilate 
answered,  S.  Am  I a Jew?  Thine  own 
nation  and  the  chief  priests  have  de- 
livered thee  unto  me : what  hast  thou 
done?  C.  Jesus  answered, My  king- 
dom is  not  of  this  world  : if  my  king- 
dom were  of  this  world : then  would 
my  servants  fight,  that  I should  not  be 
delivered  to  the  Jews  : but  now  is  my 
kingdom  not  from  hence.  C,  Pilate 
therefore  said  unto  him,  S.  Art  thou 
a king  then?  C.  Jesus  answered,* 
Thou  sayest  that  I am  a king.  . To  this 
end  was  I born,  and  for  this  cause 
came  I into  the  world,  that  I should 
bear  witness  unto  the  truth.  Every 
one  that  is  of  the  truth  heareth  my 
voice.  C.  Pilate  saith  unto  him,  5. 
What  is  truth  ? C.  And  when  he  had 
said  this,  he  went  out  again  unto  the 
Jews,  and  saith  unto  them,  S.  I find 
in  him  no  fault  at  all.  But  ye  have  a 
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custom,  that  I should  release  unto  you 
one  at  the  passover : will  ye  therefore 
that  I release  unto  you  the  King  of  the 
Jews  ? C.  Then  cried  they  all  again, 
saying,  S.  Not  this  man  but  Barabbas. 
C.  Now  Barabbas  was  a robber. 

Pilate  therefore  took  Jesus,  and 
scourged  him.  And  the  soldiersplatted 
a crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it  on  his 
head,  and  they  put  on  him  a purple 
robe,  and  said,  S.  Hail,  King  of  the 
Jews ! C.  and  they  smote  him  with  their 
hands.  Pilate  therefore  went  forth 
again,  and  saith  unto  them,  S.  Behold 
I bring  him  forth  to  you,  that  ye  may 
know  that  I find  no  fault  in  him.  C. 
Then  Jesus  came  forth,  wearing  the 
crown  of  thorns,  and  the  purple  robe. 
And  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  S.  Behold 
the  man  I C.  When  the  chief  priests 
therefore  and  officers  saw  him,  they 
cried  out,  saying,  S.  Crucify  him, 
crucify  him.  C.  Pilate  saith  unto  them, 
S.  Take  ye  him,  and  crucify  him:  for 
I find  no  fault  in  him.  C.  The  Jews 
answered  him,  S.  We  have  a law,  and 
by  our  law  he  ought  to  die,  because  he 
made  himself  the  Son  of  God.  C. 
When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that 
saying,  he  was  the  more  afraid ; and 
went  again  into  the  judgment  hall,  and 
saith  unto  Jesus,  S.  Whence  art  thou? 
C.  But  Jesus  gave  him  no  answer. 
Then  saith  Pilate  unto  him,  S.  Speak- 
est  thou  not  unto  me?  knowest  thou 
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not  that  I have  power  to  crucify  thee, 
and  have  power  to  release  thee?  C. 
Jesus  answered,  »{<  Thou  couldest  have 
no  power  at  all  against  me,  except  it 
were  given  thee  from  above : there- 
fore he  that  delivered  me  unto  thee 
hath  the  greater  sin.  € . And  from 
thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to  release 
him : but  the  Jews  cried  out,  saying, 
S.  If  thou  let  this  man  go,  thou  art  not 
Caesar’s  friend:  whosoever  maketh 
himself  a king,  speaketh  against  Caesar. 
C.  When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that 
saying,  he  brought  Jesus  forth,  and  sat 
down  in  the  judgment  seat  in  a place 
that  is  called  the  Pavement,  but  in  the 
Hebrew,  Gabbatha.  And  it  was  the 
preparation  of  the  passover,  and  about 
the  sixth  hour : and  he  sajth  unto  the 
Jews,  S.  Behold  your  King!  C.  But 
they  cried  out,  S.  Away  with  hint, 
away  with  him,  crucify  him.  C.  Pilate 
saith  unto  them,  S.  Shall  I crucify 
your  King?  C.  The  chief  priests 
answered,  S.  We  have  no  king  but 
Caesar.  C.  Then  delivered  he  him 
therefore  unto  them  to  be  crucified. 
And  they  took  Jesus,  and  led  him 
away. 

And  he  bearing  his  cross  went  forth 
into  a place  called  the  place  of  a skull, 
which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew  Gol- 
gotha : where  they  crucified  him,  and 
two  other  with  him,  on  either  side  one, 
and  Jesus  in  the  midst.  And  Pilate

GOOD  FRIDAY 

wrote  a title,  and  put  it  on  the  cross. 
And  the  writing  was,  JESUS  OF 
NAZARETH  THE  KING  OF  THE 
JEWS.  This  title  then  read  many  of 
the  Jews : for  the  place  where  Jesus 
was  crucified  was  nigh  to  the  city ; and 
it  was  written  in  Hebrew,  and  Greek, 
and  Latin  . Then  said  the  chief  priests 
of  the  Jews  to  Pilate,  S . Write  not, 
The  King  of  the  Jews : but  that  he 
said,  I am  the  King  of  the  Jews.  C. 
Pilate  answered,  # S.  What  I have 
written  I have  written.  C.  Then  the 
soldiers,  when  they  had  crucified  Jesus 
took  his  garments,  and  made  four 
parts,  to  every  soldier  a part ; and  also 
his  coat : now  the  coat  was  without 
seam,  woven  from  the  top  throughout. 
They  said  therefore  among  them- 
selves, S . Let  us  not  rend  it,  but  cast 
lots  for  it,  whose  it  shall  be : C.  that 
the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  which 
saith,  They  parted  my  raiment  among 
them,  and  for  my  vesture  they  did 
cast  lots.  These  things  therefore  the 
soldiers  did.  Now  there  stood  by  the 
cross  of  Jesus  his  mother,  and  his 
mother’s  sister,  Mary  the  wife  of 
Cleophas,  and  Mary  Magdalene. 
When  Jesus  therefore  saw  his  mother, 
and  the  disciple  standing  by,  whom  he 
loved,  he  saith  unto  his  mother,* 
Woman,  behold  thy  son!  C.  Then 
saith  he  to  the  disciple,* Behold  thy 
mother ! C.  And  from  that  hour  that 
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disciple  took  her  unto  his  own  home. 
After  this,  Jesus  knowing  that  all 
things  were  accomplished,  that  the 
scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  saith,  I 
thirst.  C.  Now  there  was  set  a vessel 
full  of  vinegar : and  they  filled  a 
spunge  with  vinegar,  and  put  it  upon 
hyssop,  and  put  it  to  his  mouth. 
When  Jesus  therefore  had  received  the 
vinegar,  he  said,  It  is  finished:  C. 
and  he  bowed  his  head,  and  gave  up  the 
ghost.  (Here  a genuflection  is  made  and 
a short  Pause.)  The  Jews  therefore, 
because,  it  was  the  preparation,  that 
the  bodies  should  not  remain  upon  the 
cross  on  the  sabbath  day  (for  that 
sabbath  day  was  an  high  day,)  be- 
sought Pilate  that  their  legs  might  be 
broken,  and  that  they  might  .be  taken 
away.  Then  came  the  soldiers,  and 
brake  the  legs  of  the  first,  and  of  the 
other  which  was  crucified  with  him. 
But  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  and  saw 
that  he  was  dead  already,  they  brake 
not  his  legs : but  one  of  the  soldiers  with 
a spear  pierced  his  side,  and  forthwith 
came  there  out  blood  and  water.  And 
he  that  saw  it  bare  record,  and  his 
record  is  true : and  he  knoweth  that 
he  saith  true,  that  ye  might  believe. 
For  these  things  were  done,  that  the 
scripture  should  be  fulfilled,  A bone 
of  him  shall  not  be  broken.  And  again 
another  scripture  saith,  They  shall 
look  on  him  whom  they  pierced. 
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Here  the  Munda  Cor  is  said. 


CLEANSE,  O Lord,  my  heart  and 
my  lips,  thou  who  didst  cleanse 
the  lips  of  the  Prophet  Isaiah  with  a 
coal  of  fire ; and  do  thou  vouchsafe  so 
to  purify  me  that  I may  worthily  pro- 
claim thy  holy  gospel.  Through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 


What  follows  is  read  in  the  Gospel  tone , but 
without  the  usual  accompanying  ceremonies : 
the  blessing , the  bringing  of  light , incense , 
and  the  kissing  of  the  book  at  the  end. 


AND  after  this  Joseph  of  Arimathea, 
il  being  a disciple  of  Jesus,  but 


secretly  for  fear  of  the  Jews,  besought 
Pilate  that  he  might  take  away  the 
Body  of  Jesus,  and  Pilate  gave  him 
leave.  He  came  therefore,  and  took  the 
Body  of  Jesus.  And  there  came  also 


Nicodemus,  which  at  the  first  came  to 
Jesus  by  night,  and  brought  a mixture 
of  myrrh  and  aloes,  about  an  hundred 


Kund  weight, 
dy  of  Jesus, 


Then  took  they  the 
and  wound  it  in  linen 


clothes  with  the  spices,  as  the  manner 
of  the  Jews  is  to  bury.  Now  in  the 
place  where  he  was  crucified  there 


was  a garden ; and  in  the  garden  a new 
sepulchre,  wherein  was  never  man 


yet  laid.  There  laid  they  Jesus  there- 
fore because  of  the  Jews’  preparation 
day;  for  the  sepulchre  was  nigh  at 
hand. 
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Then  the  priest  standing  at  the  Epistle  side 
begins  immediately , holding  his  hands  joined : 

1ET  us  pray,  dearly  beloved,  for  the 
j Holy  Church  of  God ; that  our 
Lord  God  would  vouchsafe  to  guard, 
unite,  and  preserve  it  in  peace  through- 
out the  whole  world,  subduing  unto  it 
all  powers  and  principalities ; and  that 
he  would  grant  us  both  quiet  and 
peaceable  lives,  and  grace  to  glorify 
God  the  Father  Almighty. 

Let  us  pray. 

Deacon . Let  us  bend  the  knee. 
Subdeacon.  Arise. 

The  Collect  is  sung  in  the  ferial  tone , the  hands 
extended.  This  usage  maintains  in  what 
follows . 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God, 
l who  hast  manifested  thy  glory  to 
all  nations  in  Christ ; keep,  we  beseech 
thee,  that  which  thine  own  mercy  hath 
wrought ; that  thy  Church,  spread 
abroad  throughout  all  the  world,  may 
persevere  with  steadfast  faith  in  the 
confession  of  thy  Name.

After  the  Prayers , the  Priest  puts  off  his  vest- 
ment, and  taking  from  the  altar  the  cross 
covered  with  a veil9  he  goes  to  the  Epistle 
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comer , where  he  uncovers  the  top  of  it,  and 
shows  it  to  the  people  singing  the  Antiphon  : 

Behold  the  wood  of  the  cross. 

Then  the  Deacons  and  Subdeacons  join  with  him 
in  singing  the  rest : 

Whereon  hung  the  Saviour  of  the 
world. 

O come  ye,  let  us  worship. 

From  thence  the  Priest  proceeds  to  the  right  side 
of  the  altar,  where  he  uncovers  the  right  arm 
of  the  cross,  singing  a second  time , Behold 
the  wood,  as  before . Lastly , he  goes  to  the 
middle  of  the  altar,  and  uncovers  the  whole 
cross,  singing  a third  time.  Behold  the  wood, 
as  before . After  which  he  carries  it  to  a 
place  prepared  before  the  altar,  where  he 
adores,  first  himself,  and  then  the  clergy  and 
laity,  all  kneeling  thrice  on  both  knees  and 
kissing  the  feet  of  the  crucifix . What  follows 
may  be  sung  wholly  or  in  part. 

During  the  adoration , two  chanters  in  the  middle 
of  the  choir  sing  the  following  verse :

(To  be  sung  all  kneeling). 

OMY  people,  what  have  I done 
unto  thee?  or  wherein  have  I 
wearied  thee?  Testify  against  me. 
Because  I brought  thee  forth  from  the 
land  of  Egypt,  thou  preparedst  a cross 
for  thy  Saviour. 

R.  Holy  God,  Holy  and  Mighty, 
Holy  and  Immort&l,  have  mercy  upon 
us. 

V.  Because  I led  thee  through  the 
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wilderness  forty  years,  and  fed  thee 
with  manna,  and  brought  thee  into  a 
land  exceeding  good,  thou  preparedst 
a cross  for  thy  Saviour.

V.  What  more  could  I have  done 
unto  thee  that  I have  not  done?  I 
indeed  did  plant  thee,  O my  vineyard, 
with  exceeding  fair  fruit,  and  thou 
art  become  very  bitter  unto  me:  for 
vinegar  mingled  with  gall  thou  gavest 
me  to  quench  my  thirst;  and  with  a 
lance  hast  thou  pierced  the  side  of  thy 
Saviour.

V.  I scourged  Egypt  with  his  first- 
born for  thy  sake:  and  thou  didst 
deliver  me  to  be  scourged. 

R.  O my  people,  what  have  I done 
unto  thee  ? or  wherein  have  I wearied 
thee  ? Testify  against  me. 

V.  I brought  thee  out  of  Egypt, 
drowning  Pharaoh  in  the  Red  Sea: 
and  thou  didst  deliver  me  to  the  Chief 
Priests.

V.  I opened  the  sea  before  thee: 
and  thou  openedst  my  side  with  a 
spear. 

R.  O my  people. 

V.  I went  before  thee  in  a cloudy 
pillar : and  thou  leddest  me  before  the 
judgment  seat  of  Pilate.

V.  I rained  manna  upon  thee  in  the 
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wilderness : and  thou  didst  fall  on  me 
with  swords  and  staves. 

R.  O my  people. 

V.  I gave  thee  to  drink  from  the 
Rock  of  the  water  of  salvation : and 
thou  gavest  me  galland  vinegar  todrink.

V.  I smote  the  kings  of  the  Canaan- 
ites  for  thy  sake : and  thou  didst  smite 
my  head  with  a reed.

Sweetest  wood,  and  sweetest  iron ! 
Sweetest  weight  is  hung  on  thee. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  adoration  of  the  Holy 
Cross , candles  are  lighted  upon  the  Altar;  and 
the  Deacon,  receiving  the  Burse  with  the 
Corporal,  spreads  the  Corporal  in  the  usual 
way,  and  puts  a Puriflcator  by  it,  and  when 
the  adoration  is  over,  reverently  receives  the 
Cross  and  carries  it  back  to  the  Altar.  Then 
a procession  is  formed  to  the  place  where,  on 
the  previous  day,  the  Blessed  Sacrament  had 
been  laid.  The  Subdeacon  goes  first  with  the 
Cross  between  two  acolytes  bearing  candle- 
sticks with  lighted  candies  and  then  the  clergy 
in  order,  last  of  all  the  priest  with  the 
ministers.  When  they  artive  at  the  Altar  of 
Repose  other  torches  are  lighted  which  are  not 
to  be  extinguished  until  after  the  consumption 
of  the  Sacred  Host.  The  Priest  genuflects 
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before  the  Blessed  Sacrament , and  prays 
awhile;  the  Deacon  meanwhile  opens  the 
Tabernacle . Then  the  Priest  rises , and  with - 
out  blessing  the  incense  he  puts  it  in  two 
Thuribles,  the  Deacon  presenting  the  Boat . 
He  then  genuflects  and  censes  the  Blessed 
Sacrament . The  Deacon  takes  the  Chalice 
with  the  Host  in  it  from  the  Tabernacle  and 
gives  it  into  the  hands  of  the  Priest,  covering 
it  with  the  ends  of  the  Humeral  Veil  which 
is  around  his  shoulders.  The  procession  is 
formed  in  the  original  order,  a Baldachino  or 
Canopy  being  carried  over  the  Blessed  Sacra- 
ment, while  two  acolytes  with  Thuribles  con- 
tinually cense  the  Blessed  Sacrament.  ( They 
walk  backwards  censing  the  Sacred  Host  in 
order  not  to  turn  their  backs  to  Our  Divine 
Lord.) 

Meanwhile  is  sung  the  hymn:  The  Royal 
Banners  forward  go. 

Hymn.  Vexilla  Regis. 

THE  royal  banners  forward  go ; 
The  Cross  shines  forth  in  mystic 
glow ; # 

Where  he  in  flesh,  our  flesh  who  made, 
Our  sentence  bore,  our  ransom  paid. 

Where  deep  for  us  the  spear  was  dyed, 
Life’s  torrent  rushing  from  his  side, 

To  wash  us  in  that  precious  flood, 
Where  mingled  water  flowed,  and 
blood. 

Fulfilled  is  all  that  David  told 
In  true  prophetic  song  of  old  ; 

Amidst  the  nations  God,  saith  he, 
Hath  reigned  and  triumphed  from  the 
tree. 
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O tree  of  beauty,  tree  of  light ! 

O tree  with  royal  purple  dight ! 

Elect  on  whose  triumphal  breast 

Those  holy  limbs  should  find  their 
rest 

On  whose  dear  arms,  so  widely  flung. 

The  weight  of  this  world’s  ransom 
hung, 

The  price  of  human  kind  to  pay, 

And  spoil  the  spoiler  of  his  prey. 

O Cross,  our  one  reliance,  hail ! 

This  holy  Passion-tide,  avail . 

To  give  fresh  merit  to  the  saint, 

And  pardon  to  the  penitent. 

When  the  Priest  arrives  at  the  High  Altar , he 
places  the  Chalice  upon  it , genuflects , and 
again  censes  it.  Then  he  ascends  to  the 
Altar,  takes  the  Sacred  Host  out  of  the  Chalice 
and  places  it  upon  the  Paten  which  the  Deacon 
holds;  and  receiving  the  Paten  from  the 
hand  of  the  Deacon,  he  places  the  Sacred  Host 
upon  the  Corporal,  saying  nothing.  If  he 
touch  the  Blessed  Sacrament  he  washes  his 
hands  in  a vessel  prepared  for  that  use. 
Meanwhile  the  Deacon  puts  wine  in  the  Chalice 
and  the  Subdeacon  water,  which  the  Priest 
does  not  bless,  nor  does  he  say  the  usual 
prayer.  He  receives  the  Chalice  from  the 
Deacon , and  places  it  upon  the  Altar,  saying 
nothing.  Then  the  Deacon  covers  it  with  the 
Pall.  He  then  puts  incense  in  the  Thurible 
without  blessing  it  and  censes  the  oblations 
and  the  Altar  in  the  accustomed  manner , 
genuflecting  before  and  after , and  whenever 
he  crosses  before  the  Blessed  Sacrament . 
When  the  Deacon  censes  the  oblations,  he  says : 
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1ET  this  incense,  which  thou  hast 
^ blessed,  ascend  to  thee,  O Lord  ; 
and  let  thy  mercy  descend  to  us. 

When  he  censes  the  Altar  he  says : 

IETmy  prayer  be  set  forth  in  thy 
sight  as  the  incense : and  let  the 
lifting  up  of  my  hands  be  an  evening 
sacrifice.  Set  a watch,  O Lord,  before 
my  mouth  : and  keep  the  door  of  my 
lips.  O let  not  mine  heart  be  inclined 
to  any  evil  thing. 

And  he  turns  to  the  people  at  the  Gospel  comer, 
saying  as  usual : 

BRETHREN  pray  that  this  my 
sacrifice  and  yours,  may  be  accept- 
able to  God  the  Father  Almighty. 

Then  he  returns  the  same  way , not  completing 
the  circle,  and  sings  the  following  with  the 
proper  musical  setting: 

Let  us  pray. 

INSTRUCTED  by  saving  precepts, 
and  taught  by  divine  example  we 
are  bold  to  say: 

OUR  Father,  who  art  in  heaven, 
Hallowed  be  thy  Name.  Thy 
kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done 
on  earth,  As  it  is  in  heaven.  Give 
us  this  day  our  daily  bread.  And 
forgive  us  our  trespasses,  As  we  for- 
give those  who  trespass  against  us. 
And  lead  us  not  into  temptation. 

R.  But  deliver  us  from  evil. 

The  Priest  says  silently.  Amen,  and  in  the 
same  voice  in  which  he  said  Our  Father,  and 
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without  Let  us  pray,  he  says  in  the  tone  of 
the  Ferial  Collect  of  the  Mass : 

DELIVER  us,  O Lord,  we  beseech 
thee,  from  all  evils,  past,  present, 
and  to  come ; and  at  the  intercession 
of  the  blessed  and  glorious  Mary, 
ever  Virgin,  Mother  of  God,  with  that 
of  thy  blessed  Apostles,  Peter  and 
Paul,  and  Andrew,  and  of  all  saints, 
graciously  grant  peace  in  our  time ; 
(He  does  not  sign  himself  with  the  Paten 
as  usual)  that  by  the  help  of  thy  mercy 
we  may  ever  be  set  free  from  sin  and 
safe  from  all  disquietude ; through  the 
same  Jesus  Christ  thy  Son  our  Lord, 
who  liyeth  and  reigneth  with  thee,  in 
the  unity  of  the  Holy  Ghost  ever,  one 
God,  world  without  end.  R.  Amen. 
Then  the  Priest  making  a reverence  down  to  the 
ground , places  the  Paten  beneath  the  Sacred 
Host , which  he  takes  in  his  right  hand  and  ele- 
vates so  that  it  can  be  seen  by  the  people ; and 
immediately  he  breaks  it  into  three  parts  over 
the  Chalice  in  the  usual  way . The  last  of 
which  three  he  puts  into  the  Chalice,  saying 
nothing.  The  Peace  of  the  Lord  is  not  said , 
nor  O Lamb  of  God,  nor  is  the  kiss  of  peace 
given.  Then,  omitting  the  first  two  prayers, 
he  says  only  the  following : 

IET  not  the  partaking  of  thy  Body, 
O Lord  Jesu  Christ,  which  I, 
though  unworthy,  presume  to  receive, 
turn  to  my  judgment  and  condemna- 
tion ; but  of  thy  goodness  let  it  be 
profitable  unto  me  for  the  receiving  of 
protection  and  healing,  both  of  body 
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and  soul ; who  livest  and  reignest  with 
God  the  Father  in  unity  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  one  God,  world  without  end. 
Amen. 

Then  he  genuflects  and  receives  the  Paten  with 
the  Body  of  Christ;  and  with  the  utmost 
humility  and  reverence  he  says : 

I WILL  receive  the  Bread  of  Hea- 
ven, and  call  upon  the  Name  of  the 
Lord. 

He  strikes  his  breast  thrice  saying: 

IORD,  I am  not  worthy  that  thou 
^shouldest  come  under  my  roof; 
but  speak  the  word  only,  and  my  soul 
shall  be  healed. 

Then  he  signs  himself  with  the  Sacred  Host , 
saying: 

THE  Body  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
preserve  my  soul  unto  everlasting 
life.  Amen. 

And  he  reverently  consumes  the  Precious  Body . 
Then,  omitting  everything  that  is  wont  to  be 
said  before  the  consumption  of  the  Precious 
Blood , he  at  once  reverently  consumes  the ' 
particle  of  the  Host  with  the  wine  from  the 
Chalice.  And  having  washed  his  fingers  as 
usual  and  taken  the  Ablutions , he  says , bowing 
in  the  midst  of  the  Altar , with  joined  hands : 

GRANT,  O Lord,  that  what  we 
have  taken  with  our  lips  we  may 
receive  with  a pure  heart;  and  that 
from  a temporal  gift  it  may  become  to 
us  an  everlasting  remedy. 

May  thy  Body  is  not  said,  nor  a Postcom- 
munion, nor  Let  this  my  bounden  duty. 
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nor  is  a blessing  given;  but  having  made 
a reverence  to  the  Altar  the  Priest  retires  with 
the  Ministers . 

Vespers  is  said  without  any  inflection , after  which 
the  Altar  is  stripped. 


GOOD  FRIDAY  AT  VESPERS 

On  this  and  the  following  day , after  the  Our 
Father  and  Hail  Mary  have  been  said 
silently , Vespers  begins  immediately  with  the 
first  Antiphon , said  without  inflection . 

Antiphon.  I will  receive  the  cup  of 
salvation : and  call  upon  the  name  of 
the  Lord. 

Psalm  116.  10.  Credidi , propter  quod  locutus 
sum. 

1 BELIEVED,  and  therefore  will 
I speak ; but  I was  sore  troubled  : # 
I said  in  my  haste,  All  men  are  liars. 

What  reward  shall  I give  unto  the 
Lord  # for  all  the  benefits  that  he 
hath  done  unto  me  ? 

I will  receive  the  cup  of  salvation,# 
and  call  upon  the  Name  of  the  Lord. 

I will  pay  my  vows  now  in  the 
presence  of  all  his  people.  # Right 
dear  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord  is  the 
death  of  his  saints. 

Behold,  O Lord,  how  that  I am  thy 
servant ; # I am  thy  servant  and  the 
son  of  thine  handmaid;  thou  hast 
broken  my  bonds  in  sunder. 

I will  offer  to  thee  the  sacrifice  of

I labor  for  peace ; but  when  I 
speak  unto  them  thereof : they  make 
them  ready  to  battle.

ALMIGHTY  God,  we  beseech  thee 
l\  graciously  to  behold  this  thy 
family,  for  which  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  was  contented  to  be  betrayed, 
and  given  up  into  the  hands  of  wicked 
men,  and  to  suffer  death  upon  the 
cross ; but  then  shall  be  said  in  silence : 
Who  now  liveth  and  reigneth  with 
thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost  ever,  one 
God,  world  without  end.  Amen. 

Vespers  is  said  immediately  after  the  Blessed 
Sacrament  has  been  solemnly  escorted  to  the 
Altar  of  Repose,  after  which  follows  the 
stripping  of  the  Altars.  The  High  Altar  is 
first  denuded  of  hangings  and  ornaments, 
and  then  the  side  Altars,  during  which  the 
following  Psalm  is  said  with  this 
Antiphon.  They  part  my  garments 
among  them  : and  cast  lots  upon  my 
vesture. 

Psalm  22.  Deus,  Deus  metis. 

MY  God,  my  God,  look  upon  me ; 

why  hast  thou  forsaken  me  ? # 
and  art  so  far  from  my  health,  and 
from  the  words  of  my  complaint?

AT  COMPLINE 

Compline  begins  straightway  from  the  Con- 
fiteor,  Miseratur,  and  Indulgentiam,  after 
which  are  said  the  Psalms  without  an  Anti- 
phon. 

The  Officiant  shall  make  Confession : 

I CONFESS  to  God  Almighty,  to 
blessed  Mary  ever  Virgin,  to  blessed 
Michael  the  Archangel,  to  blessed 
John  the  Baptist,  to  the  holy  Apostles 
Peter  and  Paul,  to  all  the  Saints,  and 
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to  youf  brethren  (or  Sisters):  that  I 
have  sinned  exceedingly  in  thought, 
word,  and  deed,  by  my  fault,  by  my 
own  fault,  by  my  own  most  grievous 
fault.  Wherefore  I beg  blessed  Mary 
ever- Virgin,  blessed  Michael  the  Arch- 
angel, blessed  John  the  Baptist,  the 
holy  Apostles  Peter  and  Paul,  all  the 
Saints,  and  you,  brethren  (or  Sisters), 
to  pray  for  me  to  the  Lord  our  God. 

The  Choir  shall  answer : 

GOD  Almighty  have  mercy  upon 
thee,  forgive  thee  thy  sins,  and 
bring  thee  to  everlasting  life.  R.  Amen. 

Then  the  Choir  shall  repeat  the  Confession  : and 
where  is  said , to  you,  Brethren,  (or  Sisters,) 
and  you.

TENEBRAE 

See  Matins  and  Lauds  for  The  Holy 
Sabbath. 
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The  Tenebrae  or  Matins,  with  the  other 
Canonical  hours  for  this  day,  are  consecrated 
to  the  memory  of  our  Lord  in  his  sepulchre  ; 
at  Mass  he  is  represented  to  the  faithful  as 
coming  out  of  the  grave,  and  triumphing 
over  aeath  by  his  resurrection.  The  word 
Night, used  in  the  Benediction  of  the  Paschal- 
Candle,  in  the  Collect  of  the  Mass,  in  the 
Preface  and  Communicantes,  shows  that 
the  Office  and  Mass  should  be  said  the 
following  night,  as  used  to  be  the  custom, 
to  honor  the  time  of  our  Saviour’s  resur- 
rection, which  happened  during  this  night. 
So  also  the  whole  service  is  the  climax  in 
the  sequence  of  the  Tenebrae  offices,  as  is 
seen  in  what  follows. 

The  Altars,  deprived  of  their  ornaments 
on  Maundy-Thursday,  are  again  clothed 
with  them,  and  a new  Fire  is  blest,  to  illu- 
minate them.  The  Office  begins  with  lighting 
a triple  candle,  which,  is  emblematic  of  the 
Light  of  Christ,  and.  signifies  that  the  faith 
of  the  blessed  Trinity  proceeds  from  the 
light  communicated  to  us  by  Christ  risen 
from  the  dead.  The  Paschal-Candle,  blest 
in  the  next  place  by  the  Deacon,  is  a figure 
of  the  Body  of  Jesus  Christ,  and,  not  being 
lighted  at  first,  represents  him  dead;  and 
the  five  blessed  Grains  of  Incense  fixed  in 
it  denote  the  aromatic  spices  that  embalmed 
him  in  the  sepulchre.  The  lighting  of  the 
Paschal-Candle  is  a representation  of  his 
rising  again  to  a new  life ; and  the  lighting 
of  the  lamps,  and  other  candles  afterwards, 
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teaches  the  faithful  that  the  resurrection 
of  the  Head  will  be  followed  by  that  of  the 
members. 

After  this  ceremony,  the  Church  disposes 
the  Catechumens  for  a worthy  receiving  of 
baptism ; for  which  purpose  she  reads 
twelve  Lessons  out  of  the  Old  Testament 
called  Prophecies,  and  after  each  says  a 
solemn  Prayer;  by  both  of  which  she 
not  only  instructs  them  in  the  effects  and 
fruit  of  that  sacrament,  but  begs  for  them, 
of  Almighty  God,  all  the  advantages  of  it. 
The  Church  could  not  have  appointed  a 
more  suitable  time  for  the  solemn  adminis- 
tration of  our  Lord’s  resurrection.  As  He 
was  laid  in  the  sepulchre  truly  dead,  and 
came  out  again  truly  alive,  so  the  sinner  is 
buried  in  the  baptismal  water  as  in  a 
mystical  grave,  and  is  taken  out  again 
animated  with  a new  life  of  grace.  For  we 
are  buried  with  him  by  baptism  unto  death: 
that  like  as  Christ  was  raised  up  from  the 
dead  by  the  glory  of  the  Father,  even  so 
we  also  should  walk  in  newness  of  life 
(Rom.  6.  4.). 

Before  the  administration  of  the  sacrament 
the  Baptismal  Font  is  blest  with  ceremonies 
that  are  full  of  mysteries.  1.  The  Priest 
divides  the  water  in  the  form  of  a cross,  to 
teach  us  that  it  confers  grace  and  sanctity 
by  the  merits  of  Christ  crucified.  2.  He 
touches  the  water  with  his  hand,  praying 
that  it  may  be  free  from  all  impressions  of 
evil  spirits.  3.  He  signs  it  thrice  with  the 
sign  of  the  cross,  to  bless  it  in  the  name  of 
the  Holy  Trinity.  4.  He  separates  it  with 
his  hand,  and  casts  out  some  of  it  towards 
the  four  parts  of  the  world,  to  instruct  us 
that  the  grace  of  Baptism,  like  the  rivers  of 
paradise,  flows  all  over  the  earth.  5.  He 
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breathes  thrice  upon  it  in  the  form  of  a 
cross,  desiring  God  to  bless  it  with  the 
infusion  of  his  holy  Spirit,  that  it  may  per- 
ceive the  virtue  of  sanctifying  the  soul. 
6.  He  plunges  the  Paschal-Candle  thrice 
into  it  praying  that  the  Holy  Ghost  may 
descend  upon  it,  as  he  did  at  the  baptism 
of  Christ  in  the  waters  of  Jordan.  7.  He 
mixes  holy  Oil  and  Chrism  with  it,  to  signify 
that  baptism  consecrates  us  to  God,  ana 
gives  spiritual  strength,  to  wrestle  with  and 
overcome  all  the  enemies  of  our  soul. 

After  the  benediction  of  the  font,  the 
sacrament  of  baptism  is  solemnly  admin- 
istered to  such  as  are  prepared  for  it ; and 
then  the  Litany  and  Mass  are  sung  to 
obtain  of  God  that  the  new  baptized  .may 
persevere  in  the  grace  they  have  received. 
Incense  is  used  at. the  Gospel,  to  represent 
the  perfumes  carried  by  the  women  to  our 
Saviour’s  monument;  but  no  lights  are 
carried,  as  at  other  times,  because  they  and 
the  Apostles  did  not  yet  believe  in  his 
resurrection  \ for  which  reason  the  Creed 
is  also  not  said.  The  Offertory,  the  kiss  of 
peace,  and  the  Antiphon,  called  the  Com- 
munion, are  omitted,  because  the  faithful 
did  not  receive  the  blessed  Eucharist  at 
this  Mass,  but  waited  till  Easter-day.

Lesson  IV.  Ps.  64.  6,  7. 

( Accedet  homo  ad  cor  altum : et  exaltabitur 
eus.) 

4 MAN  come  to  a deep  mind  : 

a ▼ A and  God  shall  be  exalted/  They 
said,  4 No  man  shall  see  us.  The  dili- 
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gent  searchers  out  of  evil  counsels 
have  failed.’  A Man  came  to  these 
very  counsels,  and  suffered  himself  to 
be  laid  hold  upon,  as  Man.  For  he 
could  not  have  been  held  had  he  not 
been  Man : neither  could  he  have  been 
seen,  had  he  not  been  Man  ; nor  been 
scourged,  had  he  not  been  Man ; nor 
been  crucified,  nor  died,  had  he  not 
been  Man.  As  Man  therefore,  he 
came  to  all  these  sufferings,  which 
would  have  availed  naught  against  him, 
had  he  not  been  Man.  But  had  he 
not  been  Man,  man  could  nowise  have 
been  redeemed.  He  came,  as  Man, 
4 to  a deep  mind,’  that  is,  to  a secret 
mind;  showing  the  Manhood  to  the 
eyes  of  men,  and  keeping  the  Godhead 
hidden  within : concealing  the  form 
of  God,  wherein  he  is  equal  to  the 
Father,  and  presenting  the  form  of  a 
servant,  wherein  he  is  inferior  to  the 
Father. 

/?.  Our  Shepherd,  hath  withdrawn 
himself,  the  Fountain  of  living  water 
at  whose  departure  the  sun  was 
darkened : # For  he  also  is  led  captive, 
who  had  taken  captive  our  first  parent : 
to-day  hath  our  Saviour  broken  the 
gates  of  death,  and  burst  the  bars 
thereof  asunder.  V.  He  hath  de- 
stroyed the  bonds  of  hell,  and  hath 
overthrown  him  that  had  the  power  of 
death.  For  he  also. 
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Lesson  V. 

HOW  far  did  they  carry  those  dili- 
gent searchings,  wherein  they 
failed  so  much,  that  even  after  the 
Lord  was  dead  and  buried,  they  set 
a watch  over  the  sepulchre  ? For  they 
said  to  Pilate,  * That  deceiver 9 (by  the 
which  name  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
was  called,  to  the  comfort  of  his  ser- 
vants when  they  are  called  deceivers), 
‘that  deceiver/  say  they  to  Pilate, 
‘said,  while  he  was  yet  alive,  After 
three  days  I will  rise  again.  Command 
therefore  that  the  sepulchre  be  made 
sure  until  the  third  day,  lest  his 
disciples  come  by  night,  and  steal  him 
away,  and  say  unto  the  people,  He  is 
risen  from  the  dead  : so  the  last  error 
shall  be  worse  than  the  first.  Pilate 
said  unto  them,  Ye  have  a watch:  go 
your  way,  make  it  as  sure  as  ye  can. 
So  they  went,  and  made  the  sepulchre 
sure,  sealing  the  stone,  and  setting  a 
watch/ 

R.  Is  it  nothing  to  you,  all  ye  that 
pass  by?  behold,  and  see,  # If  there 
be  any  sorrow  like  unto  my  sorrow. 
V . Behold,  and  consider  my  reproach, 
O all  ye  people.  If  there  be. 

Lesson  VI . 

THEY  set  a watch  of  soldiers  over 
the  sepulchre.  The  earth  shook  : 
the  Lord  rose  again.  Such  wonders 
were  wrought  about  the  sepulchre 
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that  the  very  soldiers  who  kept  watch 
might  be  witnesses  thereto,  would 
they  declare  the  truth.  But  the  same 
covetousness  that  led  captive  a disciple 
and  fellow  of  Christ  enslaved  also  the 
guard  set  to  watch  his  tomb.  'We 
will  give  you  money,’  said  the  chief 
priests,  ‘ and  say  ye,  that  his  disciples 
came  and  stole  him  away  while  ye 
slept.’  Verily  ‘the  diligent  searchers 
out  have  failed.’  What  is  this  thou 
sayest,  O sterile  cunning?  Dost  thou 
so  far  forsake  the  light  of  prudence 
and  justice,  and  plunge  thyself  so  deep 
in  guile,  as  to  speak  thus : ' Say  ye  that 
his  disciples  came  and  stole  him  away 
while  ye  slept?’  Thou  callest  upon 
sleeping  witnesses:  surely  thou  hast 
fallen  asleep  thyself,  seeing  thou  hast 
' failed  in  searching  out  ’ so  notable  a 
matter. 

R.  Behold  how  the  righteous  perish- 
eth,  and  no  man  layeth  it  to  heart : and 
godly  men  are  taken  away,  and  no  man 
considereth:  the  righteous  is  taken 
away  from  that  which  is  evil,  # And 
he  shall  enter  into  peace.  V.  As  a 
sheep  before  her  shearers  is  dumb,  so 
he  opened  not  his  mouth:  he  was 
taken  from  prison  and  from  judgment.

gether on  every  side.

Lesson  VII.  Chapter  9.  11. 

CHRIST  being  come  an  high  priest 
of  good  things  to  come,  by  a greater 
and  more  perfect  tabernacle,  not  made 
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with  hands,  that  is  to  say,  not  of  this 
building ; neither  by  the  blood  of  goats 
and  calves,  but  by  his  own  blood  he 
entered  in  once  into  the  holy  place, 
having  obtained  eternal  redemption 
for  us.  For  if  the  blood  of  bulls  and 
of  goats,  and  the  ashes  of  an  heifer 
sprinkling  the  unclean,  sanctifieth  to  the 
purifying  of  the  flesh  : how  much  more 
shall  the  blood  of  Christ,  who  through 
the  eternal  spirit  offered  himself  with- 
out spot  to  God,  purge  your  conscience 
from  dead  works  to  serve  the  living 
God? 

R.  The  kings  of  the  earth  stood  up, 
and  the  rulers  were  gathered  together,  # 
Against  the  Lord,  and  against  his 
Christ.  V.  Why  do  the  heathen  so 
furiously  rage  together,  and  why  do 
the  people  imagine  a vain  thing  ? 
Against. 

Lesson  VIII. 

AND  for  this  cause  he  is  the  mediator 
1 V of  the  new  testament,  that  by 
means  of  death,  for  the  redemption  of 
the  transgressions  that  were  under  the 
first  testament,  they  which  are  called 
might  receive  the  promise  of  eternal 
inheritance.  For  where  a testament 
is,  there  must  also  of  necessity  be  the 
death  of  the  testator.

Lesson  IX. 

FOR  when  Moses  had  spoken  every 
precept  to  all  the  people  according 
to  the  law,  he  took  the  blood  of  calves 
and  of  goats,  with  water,  and  scarlet 
wool,  and  hyssop,  and  sprinkled  both 
the  book,  and  all  the  people,  saying, 
This  is  the  blood  of  the  testament 
which  God  hath  enjoined  unto  you. 
Moreover  he  sprinkled  with  blood 
both  the  tabernacle,  and  all  the  vessels 
of  the  ministry.  And  almost  all  things 
are  by  the  law  purged  with  blood ; and 
without  shedding  of  blood  is  no  re- 
mission. 

R.  When  Jesus  was  buried,  the 
sepulchre  was  sealed:  and  rolling  a 
great  stone  unto  the  door  of  the  sepul- 
chre, # They  set  a band  of  soldiers  to 
keep  watch  over  him.  V.  The  chief 
priests  and  Pharisees  came  together 
unto  Pilate,  and  besought  of  him  a 
watch.  They  set.  When  Jesus.

[Said  as  part  of  Tenebrae  on  Good 
Friday  evening .] 

Antiphon.  O death,  i I will  be  thy 
plagues ; # O grave,  I will  be  thy  de- 
struction.

HAVE  mercy  upon  me,  O God, 
after  thy  great  goodness  : # ac- 
cording to  the  multitude  of  thy  mer- 
cies do  away  mine  offences.

Then  shalt  thou  be  pleased  with  the 
sacrifice  of  righteousness,  with  the 
burnt-offerings  and  oblations  : # then 
shall  they  offer  young  bullocks  upon 
thine  altar. 

Antiphon . O death,  I will  be  thy 
plagues ; # O grave,  I will  be  thy  de- 
struction. 

Antiphon . They  shall  mourn  for 
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him,+  as  one  mourneth  for  his  only 
son  : # because  the  innocent  Lord  is 
slain. 

Psalm  92.  Bonum  est  confiteri. 

IT  is  a good  thing  to  give  thanks 
unto  the  Lord,  * and  to  sing  praises 
unto  thy  Name,  0 Most  Highest ; 

To  tell  of  thy  loving-kindness  early 
in  the  morning,  # and  of  thy  truth  in 
the  night  season ; 

Upon  an  instrument  of  ten  strings, 
and  upon  the  lute ; # upon  a loud 
instrument,  and  upon  the  harp. 

For  thou,  Lord,  hast  made  me  glad 
through  thy  works.  : # and  I will 
rejoice  in  giving  praise  for  the  opera- 
tions of  thy  hands.

But  God  shall  suddenly  shoot  at  them 
with  a swift  arrow  ; # that  they  shall  be 
wounded. 

Yea,  their  own  tongues  shall  make 
them  fall : # insomuch  that  whoso  seeth 
them  shall  laugh  them  to  scorn. 

And  all  men  that  see  it  shall  say. 
This  hath  God  done;  #for  they  shall 
perceive  that  it  is  his  work. 

The  righteous  shall  rejoice  in  the 
Lord,  and  put  his  trust  in  him ; #and 
all  they  that  are  true  of  heart  shall  be 
glad. 

Antiphon . O all  ye  people,  hearken 
unto  me ; # behold  and  see  my  sor- 
row. 

Antiphon.  From  the  gates  of  the 
grave,  t # O Lord,  deliver  my  soul. 


Canticle . Isaiah  38.  10-20. 

I SAID  in  the  cutting  off  of  my  days,  + 
I shall  go  to  thegates  of  the  grave  : # 
I am  deprived  of  the  residue  of  my 
years. 
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I said,  I shall  not  see  the  Lord,  + 
even  the  Lord,  in  the  land  of  the 
living  : # I shall  behold  man  no  more 
with  the  inhabitants  of  the  world. 

Mine  age  is  departed,  # and  is  re- 
moved from  me  as  a shepherd’s  tent : 

Ihavecut  off  like  a weaver  my  life:  >f< 
he  will  cut  me  off  with  pining  sick- 
ness : # from  day  even  to  night  wilt 
thou  make  an  end  of  me. 

I reckoned  till  morning,  that,  as 
a lion,  so  will  he  break  all  my  bones  :# 
from  day  even  to  night  wilt  thou  make 
an  end  of  me. 

Like  a crane  or  a swallow,  so  did 
I chatter  : # I did  mourn  as  a dove. 

Mine  eyes  fail  with  looking  up- 
ward : # O Lord,  I am  oppressed ; 
undertake  for  me.  What  shall  I 
say? 

He  hath  both  spoken  unto  me,  and 
himself  hath  done  it  : # I shall  go 
softly  all  my  years  in  the  bitterness  of 
my  soul. 

O Lord,  by  these  things  men  live,t 
and  in  all  these  things  is  the  life  of  my 
spirit  : #so  wilt  thou  recover  me,  and 
make  me  to  live. 

Behold,  for  peace  I had  great  bitter- 
ness : # but  thou  hast  in  love  to  my 
soul  delivered  it  from  the  pit  of  corrup- 
tion : for  thou  hast  cast  all  my  sins 
behind  thy  back. 

For  the  grave  cannot  praise  thee,  + 
death  cannot  celebrate  thee  : # they 
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that  go  down  into  the  pit  cannot  hope 
for  thy  truth. 

The  living,  the  living,  he  shall  praise 
thee,  as  I do  this  day  : # the  father  to 
the  children  shall  make  known  thy 
truth. 

The  Lord  was  ready  to  save  me  : # 
therefore  we  will  sing  my  songs  to  the 
stringed  instruments  all  the  days  of  our 
life  in  the  house  of  the  Lord. 

Antiphon.  From  the  gates  of  the 
grave,#  O Lord,  deliver  my  soul. 

Antiphon.  Is  it  nothing  to  you,  + all 
ye  that  pass  by?  # behold,  and  see  if 
there  be  any  sorrow  like  unto  my 
sorrow.

O PRAISE  God  in  his  holiness  :# 
praise  him  in  the  firmament  of  his 
power. 

Praise  him  in  his  noble  acts  : # praise 
him  according  to  hisexcellent  greatness. 

Praise  him  in  the  sound  of  the  trum- 
pet :#  praise  him  upon  the  lute  and  harp. 

Praise  him  in  the  cymbals  and 
dances  : # praise  him  upon  the  strings 
and  pipe. 

Praise  him  upon  the  well-tuned 
cymbals  : # praise  him  upon  the  loud 
cymbals. 

Let  everything  that  hath  breath# 
praise  the  Lord. 

Antiphon.  Is  it  nothing  to  you,  all  ye 
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that  pass  by?  # behold,  and  see  if 
there  be  any  sorrow  like -unto  my 
sorrow. 

V.  My  flesh  shall  rest  in  hope. 

R . Neither  shalt  thou  suffer  thy  Holy

Antiphon  upon  Benedictus.  The 
women  also,  t sitting  over  against  the 
sepulchre,  # made  lamentation,  weep* 
ing  for  the  Lord. 

All  the  candles  upon  the  triangular  stand  having 
now  been  put  out , except  the  one  placed  at  the 
top9  the  six  candles  placed  from  the  beginning 
upon  the  Altar  shall  also  be  extinguished  one 
by  one  during  the  singing  of  the  Canticle 
Benedictus;  so  that  at  the  last  verse , the 
last  candle  shall  be  put  out.  The  lamps  and 
other  lights  throughout  the  church  shall  like- 
wise be  extinguished.

O be  favorable  and  gracious  unto 
Sion  : # build  thou  the  walls  of 
Jerusalem. 

Then  shalt  thou  be  pleased  with  the 
sacrifice  of  righteousness,  with  the 
burnt-offerings  and  oblations  : # then 
shall  they  offer  young  bullocks  upon 
thine  altar. 
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The  Psalm  being  ended , there  shall  be  said , 
without  Let  us  pray,  in  a like  voice :

ALMIGHTY  God,  we  beseech  thee 
jTV  graciously  to  behold  this  thy 
family,  for  which  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
was  contented  to  be  betrayed,  and  given 
up  into  the  hands  of  wicked  men,  and 
to  suffer  death  upon  the  cross;  {but 
then  shall  be  said  in  silence ),  Who  now 
liveth  and  reigneth  with  thee  and  the 
Holy  Ghost  ever,  one  God,  world 
without  end.  Amen. 

The  Collect  ended , some  noise  and  clatter  is 
made;  the  lighted  candle  is  at  once  brought 
forth  from  beneath  the  Altar;  and  all  rise  and 
depart  in  silence .

The  Deus  in  adjutorium  is  not  said  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Offices  on  these  days;  but 
after  the  Pater,  Ave,  {and  where  proper  the 
Credo)  have  been  said  in  silence , the  Offices 
begin  straight  from  the  first  Antiphon. 

The  Gloria  Patri  is  everywhere  omitted : e.  g. 
after  the  Psalms  and  in  the  Responsories .

SAVE  me,  O God,  for  thy  Name’s 
sake,  # and  avenge  me  in  thy 
strength.

Consider,  O Lord,  how  I love  thy 
commandments  : O quicken  me  ac- 
cording to  thy  loving-kindness. 

Thy  word  is  true  from  everlasting : 
all  the  judgments  of  thy  righteousness 
endure  for  evermore. 

Psalm  119,  xi.  Principes  persecuti  sunt . 

PRINCES  have  persecuted  me 
without  a cause  : but  my  heart 
standeth  in  awe  of  thy  word. 

I am  as  glad  of  thy  word  : as  one  that 
findeth  great  spoils. 

As  for  lies,  I hate  and  abhor  them  : 
but  thy  law  do  I love. 

Seven  times  a day  do  I praise  thee : 
because  of  thy  righteous  judgments.

O be  favorable  and  gracious  unto

Then  shalt  thou  be  pleased  with  the 
sacrifice  of  righteousness,  with  the 
burnt-offerings  and  oblations  : # then 
shall  they  offer  young  bullocks  upon 
thine  altar.

ALMIGHTY  God,  we  beseech  thee

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THE  BLESSING  OF  THE  NEW 
FIRE 

At  a convenient  hour  the  Altars  are  dressed ; 
but  the  candles  are  not  lighted  till  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Mass . Then , without  the  church, 
fire  is  struck  from  a flint,  and  coals  are  lighted 
with  it ; after  None  the  Priest,  vested  in  amice, 
alb,  girdle , stole,  and  violet  cope  (attended  by 
the  Ministers  with  the  cross,  holy-water,  and 
incense,  before  the  church  gate , if  it  can  be 
conveniently  done,  otherwise  in  the  very  en- 
trance of  the  church),  blesses  the  new  fire, 
saying: 

V . The  Lord  be  with  you. 

R.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

Let  us  pray. 

OGOD,  who  by  thy  Son,  the 
corner-stone,  hast  bestowed  on 
the  faithful  the  fire  of  thy  brightness ; 
sanc^htify  this  new  fire  struck  from  a 
flint  for  our  use ; and  grant  that  during 
this  Paschal  solemnity  we  may  be  so 
inflamed  with  heavenly  desires,  that 
with  pure  minds  we  may  come  to  the 
solemnity  of  eternal  splendor ; through 
the  same  Christ  our  Lord.  R . Amen. 

Let  us  pray. 

OLORD  God,  Almighty  Father, 
never-failing  Light ! who  art  the 
author  of  all  light;  bless  this  light, 
which  is  blessed  and  sanctified  by  thee,

who  hast  enlightened  the  whole  world : 
that  we  may  be  enlightened  by  that 
light,  and  inflamed  with  the  fire  of  thy 
brightness ; and,  as  thou  didst  give  light 
to  Moses,  when  he  went  out  of  Egypt, 
so  illuminate  our  hearts  and  senses,  that 
we  may  obtain  light  and  life  everlast- 
ing ; through  Christ  our  Lord.  R.  Amen. 

Let  us  pray. 

ASSIST  us  mercifully,  we  beseech 
jt\  thee,  Holy  Lord,  Almighty 
Father,  Everlasting  God,  as  we  bless 
this  fire  in  thy  name,  and  in  that  of  thy 
only  Son,  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  and 
God,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost ; give  us 
help  against  the  fiery  darts  of  the 
enemy,  and  illuminate  us  with  thy 
heavenly  grace : who  livest  and 

reignest  with  the  same  only  Son  and 
Holy  Ghost,  one  God  forever  and 
ever.  R.  Amen. 

Then  he  blesses  the  five  grains  of  incense  that 
are  to  be  fixed  in  the  Paschal-Candle,  saying 
the  following  prayer : 

POUR  forth,  we  beseech  thee, 
Almighty  God,  a great  abun- 
dance of  thy  bles^sing  on  this  incense, 
and  kindle,  O invisible  regenerator! 
the  brightness  of  this  night;  that  not 
only  the  sacrifice,  which  is  ottered  this 
night  may  shine  by  the  secret  mixture 
of  thy  light ; but  also,  that  into  what- 
ever place  aught  hallowed  in  the 
performance  of  this  rite  may  be  borne, 
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there  the  effectual  power  of  thy  mighty 
presence  may  avail  for  the  bringing  to 
naught  of  every  artifice  of  the  devil  in 
his  guile.  Through  Christ  our  Lord. 
R.  Amen. 

While  he  blesses  the  grains  of  incense,  an  Acolyte 
puts  some  of  the  blest  fire  into  the  censer , and 
the  Priest , after  the  Prayer 9 puts  incense  into 
it,  blessing  it  as  usual,  saying : 

MAY  thou  be  blessed  by  him,  in 
whose  honor  thou  shalt  be  burnt. 
Amen. 

Then  he  sprinkles  the  grains  of  incense  and  the 
fire  thrice  with  holy-water , saying: 

THOU  shalt  purge  me,  O Lord, 
with  hyssop,  and  I shall  be  clean  ; 
thou  shalt  wash  me,  and  I shall  be  made 
whiter  than  snow. 

After  which  he  censes  them  thrice . Then  the 
Deacon,  vested  in  a white  Dalmatic,  takes 
the  rod  with  the  three  candles  fixed  on  the 
top . The  Thurifer  goes  first  with  an  acolyte 
carrying  in  a vessel  the  five  grains  of  incense; 
the  Subdeacon  with  the  cross  follows,  and  the 
clergy  in  order ; then  the  Deacon  with  the 
three  candles,  and  last  of  all,  the  priest . 
When  the  Deacon  is  come  into  the  church , he 
lowers  the  triple  candlestick , and  an  acolyte, 
who  carries  a candle  from  the  new  fire,  lights 
one  of  the  three  candles  on  the  top  of  the  rod; 
and  the  Deacon,  holding  up  the  rod,  kneels, 
as  do  all  the  rest  except  the  Subdeacon,  and 
sings  aloud : 

The  light  of  Christ  shineth. 

R.  Thanks  be  to  God. 
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And  proceeding  to  the  middle  of  the  church,  the 
second  candle  is  lighted , a second  time  a gen- 
uflection is  made  and  the  Deacon  intones 
again 9 but  in  a higher  tone , the  words : 

Behold  the  light  of  Christ. 

R.  Thanks  be  to  God. 

Then 9 passing  on  to  the  Altar , the  third  candle 
is  lighted  and  similarly  greeted  with  similar 
ceremonial , the  salutation  being  sung  in  a still 
higher  tone;  and  the  Deacon  having  given 
the  triple  candlestick  to  an  acolyte  receives 
the  book , and  with  it  goes  to  the  Priest  and 
asks  his  blessing  as  at  the  Gospel  at  Mass : 

Pray,  Father,  bless  me. 

Then  the  Priest  says : 

THE  Lord  be  in  thy  heart  and  on 
thy  lips  : that  thou  mayest  rightly 
and  worthily  proclaim  his  paschal 
praise : In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

R.  Amen. 

After  this9  the  Deacon  goes  to  the  desk  on  the 
Gospel  side,  where  he  censes  the  book  and, 
all  standing  as  at  the  Gospel , he  blesses  the 
Paschal-Candle , saying: 

NOW  let  the  Angelic  host  of  heaven 
be  joyful ; let  the  divine  Mysteries 
be  celebrated  with  exultation ; and  for 
the  victory  of  so  great  a King,  let  them 
sound  the  trumpet  of  salvation.  Let 
earth  itself  rejoice,  enlightened  with 
such  glorious  radiance;  and  shining 
with  the  splendor  of  the  King  eternal, 
let  the  whole  world  perceive  that 
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darkness,  gloom,  and  sorrow  have  been 
driven  hence.  Let,  also,  our  Mother, 
the  Church,  exult,  adorned  with  the 
glory  of  so  great  a light:  and  let  this 
holy  house  resound  again  with  the 
mighty  voices  of  the  people.  Where- 
fore, I pray  you,  dearly  beloved 
brethren,  ye  that  stand  by  within  the 
wondrous  brightness  of  this  holy  light, 
to  join  with  me  in  calling  upon  the 
mercy  of  Almighty  God : that  he,  who, 
not  for  my  deservings,  hath  been 
pleased  to  gather  me  into  the  number 
of  his  Levites,  would  pour  forth  upon 
me  the  light  of  his  Holy  Spirit;  and  so 
fit  me  to  express  the  worthy  signification 
of  this  waxen  taper.  Through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  his  Son : who  with 
him  and  the  Holy  Ghost  liveth  and 
reigneth  one  God  for  ever  and  ever. 

R.  Amen. 

V.  The  Lord  be  with  you. 

R.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

V.  Lift  up  your  hearts. 

R.  We  lift  them  up  unto  the  Lord. 

F.  Let  us  give  thanks  unto  our  Lord 
God. 

R.  It  is  meet  and  right  so  to  do. 

IT  is  very  meet,  right,  and  our 
bounden  duty,  that  with  the  whole 
affection  of  heart  and  mind,  and  with 
the  service  of  the  voice,  we  should  laud 
the  invisible  God  Almighty,  the  Father, 
and  his  only-begotten  Son,  Jesus  Christ 
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our  Lord ; who  for  us  paid  the  debt  of 
Adam  to  the  Everlasting  Father,  and 
blotted  out  the  hand-writing  of  the 
olden  trespass  with  his  precious  Blood. 
For  this  is  the  feast  of  the  Passover, 
whereon  he,  the  true  Lamb  is  slain, 
and  by  his  Blood  are  all  our  door-posts 
hallowed.  For  this  is  the  night  where- 
on at  first  thou  madest  our  fathers,  the 
children  of  Israel,  when  led  forth  out 
of  Egypt,  to  pass  over  the  Red  Sea 
dryshod.  This,  therefore,  is  the  night 
which  dispelled  the  darkness  of  sin  by 
the  fiery  pillar.  This  is  the  night  which 
at  this  present  time,  restoreth  grace 
and  knitteth  together  in  holiness  those 
who  believe  in  Christ,  and  who  are 
gathered  together  apart  from  the  lusts 
of  this  world  and  from  the  black  dark- 
ness of  sin.  This  is  the  night  whereon, 
when  he  had  broken  the  bonds  of  death, 
Christ  came  up  a Conqueror  from  the 
lower  parts.  For  naught  indeed  would 
it  have  profited  us  to  have  been  born, 
unless  we  had  been  redeemed.  # O 
wondrous  condescension  of  thy  loving- 
kindness towards  us ! O tenderness  of 
love  without  all  price,  that  to  redeem 
the  bondman  thou  didst  deliver  up  thy 
Son ! O surely  needs  must  have  been 
that  sin  of  Adam  which  the  death  of 
Christ  blotted  out ! O happy  failing,  to 
remedy  which  there  was  granted  so 
good  and  so  mighty  a Redeemer ! O 
verily  blissful  night,  which  alone  was 
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counted  worthy  to  know  the  time  and 
the  hour  at  which  Christ  arose  from 
the  lower  parts.  For  this  is  the  night 
concerning  which  it  is  written : And 
the  night  shall  be  clear  as  the  day ; and, 
The  night  is  turned  to  day  in  my  joy 
and  gladness.  Therefore  the  sacred- 
ness of  this  night  putteth  sins  to  flight, 
washeth  away  guilt,  and  giveth  back 
innocence  to  the  fallen  and  joy  to  the 
sorrowful . It  putteth  enmities  to  flight, 
restoreth  peace,  and  boweth  down 
dominions. 

Here  the  Deacon  fixes  the  five  grains  of  incense 

in  the  candle , in  the  form  of  a cross. 

Therefore  in  thanksgiving  for  this 
night  do  thou  receive,  O Holy  Father, 
this  evening  oblation  of  incense,  which 
by  the  hands  of  her  Ministers  the  Holy 
Church  maketh  unto  thee  in  the 
offering  of  this  waxen  candle.  We 
know  full  well  the  signification  of  this 
pillar  which,  in  honor  of  thee  our 
God,  the  sparkling  fire  now  kindleth. 

Here  the  Deacon  lights  the  candle  with  one  of  the 

three  candles  on  the  rod . 

Although  it  in  turn  kindle  many 
lights,  yet  it  knoweth  no  less  by  the 
communication  of  its  light,  for  it  is  fed 
by  the  melting  wax,  which  was 
provided  by  the  mother-bee  for  the 
making  of  this  most  precious  light. 

Here  the  lamps  are  lighted. 
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O BLISSFUL  night,  which  spoiled 
the  Egyptians,  and  enriched  the 
Hebrews!  Night  wherein  things  of 
heaven  are  joined  to  those  of  earth. 
And  now  we  pray  thee,  O Lord,  that 
our  faith,  of  which  this  waxen  candle 
consecrated  in  honor  of  thy  Name 
is  a figure,  may  never  fail  to  put  far 
from  us  the  darkness  of  the  night 
of  this  world.  Let  it  find  acceptance 
before  thee  as  a sweet-smelling  savor, 
and  be  mingled  with  the  burning 
lights  on  high.  Let  the  Bright  and 
Morning  Star  find  it  burning  when  he 
appeareth.  That  Morning  Star,  I say, 
which  shall  never  know  his  going 
down ; even  he,  who  coming  back 
again  from  the  lower  parts,  hath  shed 
abroad  his  calm  light  in  all  mankind. 
We  therefore  beseech  thee,  O Lord, 
that  it  may  please  thee  to  preserve  us 
thy  servants,  all  the  Clergy,  and  thy 
faithful  people,  together  with  a our 
Bishop  N.  that  we,  being  guided, 
governed,  and  preserved  under  thy 
continual  protection,  may  have  peace- 
ful times  in  these  our  Paschal  joys; 
through  the  same  Jesus  Christ,  thy 
Son  our  Lord,  who  liveth  and  reigneth 
with  thee,  in  the  unity  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  one  God,  world  without  end. 
R.  Amen. 
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The  Deacon , thereupon , changes  his  white  vest - 
ments  and  puts  on  those  of  violet9  and  joins 
the  Celebrant  at  the  Altar;  who,  laying  aside 
his  cope , puts  on  a violet  chasuble . Then  the 
Prophecies  are  read  aloud  (but  without  titles) 
by  Lectors  in  the  Choir:  the  Celebrant  reading 
them  in  a low  voice  at  the  Epistle  comer  of 
the  Altar . 

Meanwhile  Priests  catechize  any  Catechumens 
about  to  be  baptized,  and  prepare  them  for 
Baptism . 


THE  FIRST  PROPHECY 
Genesis  1 and  2. 

IN  the  beginning  God  created  the 
heaven  and  the  earth.  And  the 
earth  was  without  form,  and  void ; 
and  darkness  was  upon  the  face  of  the 
deep.  And  the  Spirit  of  God  moved 
upon  the  face  of  the  waters.  And 
God  said,  Let  there  be  light:  and  there 
was  light.  And  God  saw  the  light, 
that  it  was  good  : and  God  divided  the 
light  from  the  darkness.  And  God 
called  the  light  Day,  and  the  darkness 
he  called  Night.  And  the  evening  and 
the  morning  were  the  first  day.  And 
God  said,  Let  there  be  a firmament 
in  the  midst  of  the  waters,  and  let 
it  divide  the  waters  from  the  waters. 
And  God  made  the  firmament,  and 
divided  the  waters  which  were  under 
the  firmament  from  the  waters  which 
were  above  the  firmament:  and  it 
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was  so.  And  God  called  the  firmament 
Heaven.  And  the  evening  and  the 
morning  were  the  second  day.  And 
God  said,  Let  the  waters  under  the 
heaven  be  gathered  together  unto  one 
place,  and  let  the  dry  land  appear: 
and  it  was  so.  And  God  called  the 
dry  land  Earth ; and  the  gathering 
together  of  the  waters  called  he  Seas : 
and  God  saw  that  it  was  good.  And 
God  said,  Let  the  earth  bring  forth 
grass,  the  herb  yielding  seed,  after  his 
kind,  and  the  tree  yielding  fruit,  whose 
seed  was  in  itself,  after  his  kind : and 
God  saw  that  it  was  good.  And  the 
evening  and  the  morning  were  the 
third  day.  And  God  said,  Let  there 
be  lights  in  the  firmament  of  the  heaven 
to  divide  the  day  from  the  night ; and 
let  them  be  for  signs,  and  for  seasons, 
and  for  days,  and  years : And  let 
them  be  for  lights  in  the  firmament 
of  the  heaven  to  give  light  upon  the 
earth : and  it  was  so.  And  God  made 
two  great  lights ; the  greater  light  to 
rule  the  day,  and  the  lesser  light  to 
rule  the  night : he  made  the  stars  also. 
And  God  set  them  in  the  firmament 
of  the  heaven  to  give  light  upon  the 
earth.  And  to  rule  over  the  day  and 
over  the  night,  and  to  divide  the  light 
from  the  darkness  : and  God  saw  that 
it  was  good.  And  the  evening  and  the 
morning  were  the  fourth  day.  And 
God  said,  Let  the  waters  bring  forth 
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abundantly  the  moving  creature  that 
hath  life,  and  fowl  that  may  fly  above 
the  earth  in  the  open  firmament  of 
heaven.  And  God.  created  great 
whales,  and  every  living  creature  that 
moveth,  which  the  waters  brought 
forth  abundantly,  after  their  kind,  and 
every  winged  fowl  after  his  kind  : and 
God  saw  that  it  was  good.  And  God 
blessed  them,  saying,  Be  fruitful,  and 
multiply,  and  fill  the  waters  in  the 
seas,  and  let  fowl  multiply  in  the 
earth.  And  the  evening  and  the  morn- 
ing were  the  fifth  day.  And  God  said, 
Let  the  earth  bring  forth  the  living 
creature  after  his  kind,  cattle,  and 
creeping  thing,  and  beast  of  the  earth 
after  his  kind:  and  it  was  so.  And 
God  made  the  beast  of  the  earth  after 
his  kind,  and  cattle  after  their  kind, 
and  every  thing  that  creepeth  upon 
the  earth  after  his  kind : and  God  saw 
that  it  was  good.  And  God  said,  Let 
us  make  man  in  our  image,  after  our 
likeness : and  let  them  have  dominion 
over  the  fish  of  the  sea,  and  over  the 
fowl  of  the  air,  and  over  the  cattle, 
and  over  all  the  earth,  and  over 
every  creeping  thing  that  creepeth 
upon  the  earth..  So  God  created 
man  in  his  own  image,  in  the  image 
of  God  created  he  him ; male  and 
female  created  he  them.  And  God 
blessed  them,  and  God  said  unto 
them,  Be  fruitful,  and  multiply,  and 
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replenish  the  earth,  and  subdue  it: 
and  have  dominion  over  the  fish  of  the 
sea,  and  over  the  fowl  of  the  air,  and 
over  every  living  thing  that  moveth 
upon  the  earth.  And  God  said,  Behold, 
I have  given  you  every  herb  bearing 
seed,  which  is  upon  the  face  of  all  the 
earth,  and  every  tree,  in  the  which 
is  the  fruit  of  a tree  yielding  seed ; to 
you  it  shall  be  for  meat.  And  to  every 
beast  of  the  earth,  and  to  every  fowl 
of  the  air,  and  to  every  thing  that 
creepeth  upon  the  earth,  wherein  there 
is  life,  I have  given  every  green  herb 
for  meat:  and  it  was  so.  And  God 
saw  every  thing  that  he  had  made, 
and,  behold,  it  was  very  good.  And 
the  evening  and  the  morning  were  the 
sixth  day.  Thus  the  heavens  and  the 
earth  were  finished,  and  all  the  host 
of  them.  And  on  the  seventh  day  God 
ended  his  work  which  he  had  made ; 
and  he  rested  on  the  seventh  day  from 
all  his  work  which  he  had  made.  And 
God  blessed  the  seventh  day,  and 
sanctified  it : because  that  in  it  he  had 
rested  from  all  his  work  which  God 
created  and  made. 

These  are  the  generations  of  the 
heavens  and  of  the  earth  when  they 
were  created,  in  the  day  that  the  Lord 
God  made  the  earth  and  the  heavens. 
And  every  plant  of  the  field  before  it 
was  in  the  earth,  and  every  herb  of 
the  field  before  it  grew : for  the  Lord 
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God  had  not  caused  it  to  rain  upon 
the  earth,  and  there  was  not  a man 
to  till  the  ground.  But  there  went  up 
a mist  from  the  earth,  and  watered 
the  whole  face  of  the  ground.  And 
the  Lord  God  formed  man  of  the  dust 
of  the  ground,  and  breathed  into  his 
nostrils  the.  breath  of  life ; and  man 
became  a living  soul.  And  the  Lord 
God  planted  a garden  eastward  in 
Eden ; and  there  he  put  the  man  whom 
he  had  formed.  And  out  of  the  ground 
made  the  Lord  God  to  grow  every 
tree  that  is  pleasant  to  the  sight,  and 
good  for  food ; the  tree  of  life  also  in 
the  midst  of  the  garden,  and  the  tree 
of  knowledge  of  good  and  evil.  And 
a river  went  out  of  Eden  to  water  the 
garden ; and  from  thence  it  was  parted, 
and  became  into  four  heads.  The 
name  of  the  first  is  Pison : that  is  it 
which  compasseth  the  whole  land  of 
Havilah,  where  there  is  gold  ; And  the 
gold  of  that  land  is  good : there  is 
bdellium  and  the  onyx  stone.  # And 
the  name  of  the  second  river  is  Bihon : 
the  same  is  it  that  compasseth  the  whole 
land  of  Ethiopia.  And  the  name  of 
the  third  river  is  Hiddekel : that  is  it 
which  goeth  toward  the  east  of  Assyria. 
And  the  fourth  river  is  Euphrates. 
And  the  Lord  God  took  the  man, 
and  put  him  into  the  garden  of  Eden 
to  dress  it  and  to  keep  it.  And  the 
Lord  God  commanded  the  man,  saying, 
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Of  every  tree  of  the  garden  thou  may- 
est  freely  eat : But  of  the  tree  of  the 
knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  thou  shalt 
not  eat  of  it : for  in  the  day  that  thou 
eatest  thereof  thou  shalt  surely  die. 
And  the  Lord  God  said,  It  is  not  good 
that  the  man  should  be  alone ; I will 
make  him  an  help  meet  for  him.  And 
out  of  the  ground  the  Lord  God  formed 
every  beast  of  the  field,  and  every  fowl 
of  the  air;  and  brought  them  unto 
Adam  to  see  what  he  would  call  them : 
and  whatsoever  Adam  called  every 
living  creature,  that  was  the  name 
thereof.  And  Adam  gave  names  to 
all  the  cattle,  and  to  the  fowl  of  the 
air,  and  to  every  beast  of  the  field ; 
but  for  Adam  there  was  not  found 
an  help  meet  for  him.  And  the  Lord 
God  caused  a deep  sleep  to  fall  upon 
Adam  and  he  slept : and  he  took  one 
of  his  ribs,  and  closed  up  the  flesh 
instead  thereof ; And  the  rib,  which 
the  Lord  God  had  taken  from  man, 
made  he  a woman,  and  brought  her 
unto  the  man.  And  Adam  said,  This 
is  now  bone  of  my  bones,  and  flesh 
of  my  flesh  : she  shall  be  called  Woman, 
because  she  was  taken  out  of  Man. 
Therefore  shall  a man  leave  his  father 
and  his  mother,  and  shall  cleave  unto 
his  wife : and  they  shall  be  one  flesh. 
And  they  were  both  naked,  the  man 
and  his  wife,  and  were  not  ashamed. 
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After  which  the  Priest  says : 

Let  us  pray. 

Deacon.  Let  us  bend  the  knee. 
Subdeacon.  Arise. 

OGOD,  who  didst  wonderfully 
create  man,  and  yet  more  wonder- 
fully redeemhim ; grant  us,  we  beseech 
thee,  with  such  strength  of  mind 
constantly  to  withstand  the  allurements 
of  sin,  that  we  may  be  made  worthy 
to  attain  to  the  joys  of  eternal  life: 
Through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  who 
liveth  and  reigneth  with  the  Father 
and  the  Holy  Ghost,  one  God,  world 
without  end.

THE  SECOND  PROPHECY 
Genesis  5,  6,  7,  and  8. 

AND  Noah  was  five  hundred  years 
l \ old:  and  Noah  begat  Shem,  Ham, 
and  Japheth.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  men  began  to  multiply  on  the 
face  of  the  earth,  and  daughters  were 
born  unto  them,  that  the  sons  of  God 
saw  the  daughters  of  men  that  they 
were  fair ; and  they  took  them  wives 
of  all  which  they,  chose.  And  the 
Lord  said,  My  spirit  shall  not  always 
strive  with  man,  for  that  he  also  is 
flesh : yet  his  days  shall  be  an  hundred 
and  twenty  years.  There  were  giants 
in  the  earth  in  those  days;  and  also 
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after  that  when  the  sons  of  God  came 
in  unto  the  daughters  of  men,  and  they 
bare  children  to  them,  the  samebecame 
mighty  men  which  were  of  old  men 
of  renown.  And  God  saw  that  the 
wickedness  of  man  was  great  in  the 
earth,  and  that  every  imagination  of 
the  thoughts  of  his  heart  was  only 
evil  continually.  And  it  repented 
the  Lord  that  he  had  made  man  on 
the  earth,  and  it  grieved  him  at  his 
heart.  And  the  Lord  said,  I will 
destroy  men  whom  I have  created 
from  the  face  of  the  earth ; both  man, 
and  beast,  and  the  creeping  thing,  and 
the  fowls  of  the  air ; for  it  repenteth 
me  that  I have  made  them.  But  Noah 
found  grace  in  the  eyes  of  the  Lord. 
These  are  the  generations  of  Noah : 
Noah  was ' a just  man  and  perfect  in 
his  generations,  and  Noah  walked  with 
God.  AndNoahbegatthreesons,Shem, 
Ham,  and  Japheth.  The  earth  also 
was  corrupt  before  God,  and  the  earth 
was  filled  with  violence.  And  God 
looked  upon  the  earth,  and,  behold, 
it  was  corrupt ; for  all  flesh  had  cor- 
rupted his  way  upon  the  earth.  And 
God  said  unto  Noah,  The  end  of  all 
flesh  is  come  before  me ; for  the  earth 
is  filled  with  violence  through  them; 
and,  behold,  I will  destroy  them  with 
the  earth.  Make  thee  an  ark  of  gopher 
wood ; rooms  shalt  thou  make  in  the 
ark,  and  shalt  pitch  it  within  and  with- 
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out  with  pitch.  And  this  is  the  fashion 
which  thou  shalt  make  it  of:  The 
length  of  the  ark  shall  be  three  hundred 
cubits,  the  breadth  of  it  fifty  cubits, 
and  the  height  of  it  thirty  cubits.  A 
window  shalt  thou  make  to  the  ark, 
and  in  a cubit  shalt  thou  finish  it 
above ; and  the  door  of  the  ark  shalt 
thou  set  in  the  side  thereof ; with 
lower,  second,  and  third  stories  shalt 
thou  make  it.  And,  behold,  I,  even 
I,  do  bring  a flood  of  waters  upon  the 
earth,  to  destroy  all  flesh,  wherein  is 
the  breath  of  ljfe,  from  under  heaven  ; 
and  every  thing  that  is  in  the  earth 
shall  die.  But  with  thee  will  I establish 
my  covenant;  and  thou  shalt  come 
into  the  ark,  thou,  and  thy  sons,  and 
thy  wife,  and  thy  sons’  wives  with  thee. 
And  of  every  living  thing  of  all  flesh, 
two  of  every  sort  shalt  thou  bring 
into  the  ark,  to  keep  them  alive  with 
thee ; they  shall  be  male  and  female. 
Of  fowls  after  their  kind,  and  of  cattle 
after  their  kind,  of  every  creeping 
thing  of  the  earth  after  his  kind,  two 
of  every  sort  shall  come  unto  thee, 
to  keep  them  alive.  And  take  thou 
unto  thee  of  all  food  that  is  eaten, 
and  thou  shalt  gather  it  to  thee ; and 
it  shall  be  for  food  for  thee,  and  for 
them.  Thus  did  Noah ; according  to 
all  that  God  commanded  him,  so 
did  he. 

And  the  Lord  said  unto  Noah,  Come 
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thou  and  all  thy  house  into  the  ark; 
for  thee  have  I seen  righteous  before 
me  in  this  generation.  Of  every  clean 
beast  thou  shalt  take  to  thee  by  sevens, 
the  male  and  his  female : and  of  beasts 
that  are  not  clean  by  two,  the  male  and 
his  female.  Of  fowls  also  of  the  air  by 
sevens,  the  male  and  the  female;  to 
keep  seed  alive  upon  the  face  of  all  the 
earth.  For  yet  seven  days  and  I will 
cause  it  to  rain  upon  the  earth  forty 
days  and  forty  nights ; and  every 
living  substance  that  I have  made  will 
I destroy  from  off  the  face  of  the  earth. 
And  Noah  did  according  unto  all  that 
the  Lord  commanded  him.  And  Noah 
went  in,  and  his  sons,  and  his  wife, 
and  his  sons’  wives  with  him,  into  the 
ark,  because  of  the  waters  of  the  flood. 
Of  clean  beasts,  and  of  beasts  that  are 
not  clean,  and  of  fowls,  and  of  every 
thing  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth. 
There  went  in  two  and  two  unto  Noah 
into  the  ark,  the  male  and  the  female, 
as  God  had  commanded  Noah.  And 
it  came  to  pass  after  seven  days,  that 
the  waters  of  the  flood  were  upon  the 
earth.  In  the  six  hundredth  year  of 
Noah’s  life,  in  the  second  month,  the 
seventeenth  day  of  the  month,  the 
same  day  were  all  the  fountains  of  the 
great  deep  broken  up,  and  the  windows 
of  heaven  were  opened.  And  the 
rain  was  upon  the  earth  forty  days 
and  forty  nights.  In  the  selfsame  day 
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entered  Noah,  and  Shem,  and  Ham, 
and  Japheth,  the  sons  of  Noah,  and 
Noah’s  wife,  and  the  three  wives  of 
his  sons  with  them,  into  the  ark; 
They,  and  every  beast  after  his  kind, 
and  all  the  cattle  after  their  kind,  and 
every  creeping  thing  that  creepeth 
upon  the  earth  after  his  kind,  and 
every  fowl  after  his  kind,  every  bird 
of  every  sort.  And  they  went  in  unto 
Noah  into  the  ark,  two  and  two  of  all 
flesh,  wherein  is  the  breath  of  life. 
And  they  that  went  in,  went  in  male 
and  female  of  all  flesh,  as  God  had 
commanded  him:  and  the  Lord  shut 
him  in.  And  the  flood  was  forty  days 
upon  the  earth;  and  the  waters  in- 
creased, and  bare  up  the  ark,  and  it 
was  lift  up  above  the  earth.  And  the 
waters  prevailed  and  were  increased 
greatly  upon  the  earth ; and  the  ark 
went  upon  the  face  of  the  waters. 
And  the  waters  prevailed  exceedingly 
upon  the  earth  ; and  all  the  high  hills, 
that  were  under  the  whole  heaven, 
were  covered.  Fifteen  cubits  upward 
did  the  waters  prevail ; and  the  moun- 
tains were  covered.  And  all  flesh  died 
that  moved  upon  the  earth,  both  of 
fowl,  and  of  cattle,  and  of  beast,  and 
of  every  creeping  thing  that  creepeth 
upon  the  earth,  and  every  man : All 
in  whose  nostrils  was  the  breath  of 
life,  of  all  that  was  in  the  dry  land, 
died.  And  every  living  substance  was 
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destroyed  which  was  upon  the  face  of 
the  ground,  both  man,  and  cattle,  and 
the  creeping  things,  and  the  fowl  of 
the  heaven  ; and  they  were  destroyed 
from  the  earth ; and  Noah  only  re- 
mained alive,  and  they  that  were  with 
him  in  the  ark.  And  the  waters 
prevailed  upon  the  earth  an  hundred 
and  fifty  days.  And  God  remembered 
Noah,  and  every  living  thing,  and  all 
the  cattle  that  was  with  him  in  the  ark : 
and  God  made  a wind  to  pass  over  the 
earth,  and  the  waters  asswaged ; The 
fountains  also  of  the  deep  and  the 
windows  of  heaven  were  stopped,  and 
the  rain  from  heaven  was  restrained. 
And  the  waters  returned  from  off  the 
earth  continually:  and  after  the  end 
of  the  hundred  and  fifty  days  the 
waters  were  abated.  And  the  ark 
rested  in  the  seventh  month,  on  the 
seventeenth  day  of  the  month,  upon 
the  mountains  of  Ararat.  And  the 
waters  decreased  continually  until  the 
tenth  month : in  the  tenth  month, 
on  the  first  day  of  the  month,  were  the 
tops  of  the  mountains  seen.  And  it 
came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  forty  days, 
that  Noah  opened  the  window  of  the 
ark  which  he  had  made : And  he  sent 
forth  a raven,  which  went  forth  to  and 
fro,  until  the  waters  were  dried  up 
from  off  the  earth.  Also  he  sent  forth 
a dove  from  him,  to  see  if  the  waters 
were  abated  from  off  the  face  of  the 
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ground;  But  the  dove  found  no  rest 
for  the  sole  of  her  foot,  and  she  re- 
turned unto  him  into  the  ark,  for 
the  waters  were  on  the  face  of  the 
whole  earth:  then  he  put  forth  his 
hand  and  took  her,  and  pulled  her  in 
unto  him  into  the  ark.  And  he  stayed 
yet  other  seven  days ; and  again  he 
sent  forth  the  dove  out  of  the  ark. 
And  the  dove  came  in  to  him  in  the 
evening;  and,  lo,  in  her  mouth  was 
an  olive  leaf  pluckt  off : so  Noah  knew 
that  the  waters  were  abated  from  off 
the  earth.  And  he  stayed  yet  other 
seven  days ; and  sent  forth  the  dove ; 
which  returned  not  again  unto  him 
any  more.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the 
six  hundredth  and  first  year,  in  the 
first  month,  the  first  day  of  the  month, 
the  waters  were  dried  up  from  off  the 
earth : and  Noah  removed  the  covering 
of  the  ark,  and  looked  and,  behold, 
the  face  of  the  ground  was  dry.  And 
in  the  second  month,  on  the  seven 
and  twentieth  day  of  the  month,  was 
the  earth  dried.  And  God  spake  unto 
Noah,  saying,  Go  forth  of  the  ark, 
thou,  and  thy  wife,  and  thy  sons,  and 
thy  sons’  wives  with  thee.  Bring  forth 
with  thee  every  living  thing  that  is 
with  thee,  of  all  flesh,  both  of  fowl, 
and  of  cattle,  and  of  every  creeping 
thing  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth; 
that  they  may  breed  abundantly  in  the 
earth,  and  be  fruitful,  and  multiply 
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upon  the  earth.  And  Noah  went  forth, 
and  his  sons,  and  his  wife,  and  bis 
sons’  wives  with  him : Every  beast, 
every  creeping  thing,  and  every  fowl, 
and  whatsoever  creepethupon  the  earth, 
after  their  kinds,  went  forth  out  of 
the  ark.  And  Noah  builded  an  altar 
unto  the  Lord;  and  took  of  every 
clean  beast,  and  of  every  clean  fowl, 
and  offered  burnt  offerings  on  the 
altar.  And  the  Lord  smelled  a sweet 
savour ; and  the  Lord  said  in  his  heart, 
I will  not  again  curse  the  ground  any 
more  for  man’s  sake ; for  the  imagina- 
tion of  man’s  heart  is  evil  from  his 
youth ; neither  will  I again  smite  any 
more  every  thing  living,  as  I have 
done.  While  the  earth  remaineth, 
seedtime  and  harvest,  and  cold  and 
heat,  and  summer  and  winter,  and  day 
and  night  shall  not  cease.

THE  THIRD  PROPHECY 
Genesis  22. 

AND  it  came  to  pass  after  these 
things,  that  God  did  tempt  Abra- 
ham, and  said  unto  him,  Abraham: 
and  he  said,  Behold,  here  I am.  And 
he  said,  Take  now  thy  son,  thine  only 
son  Isaac,  whom  thou  lovest,  and  get 
thee  into  the  land  of  Moriah ; and 
offer  him  there  for  a burnt  offering 
upon  one  of  the  mountains  which 
I will  tell  thee  of.  And  Abraham 
rose  up  early  in  the  morning,  and 
saddled  his  ass,  and  took  two  of  his 
young  men  with  him,  and  Isaac  his 
son,  and  clave  the  wood  for  the  burnt 
offering,  and  rose  up,  and  went  unto 
the  place  of  which  God  had  told  him. 
Then  on  the  third  day  Abraham  lifted 
up  his  eyes,  and  saw  the  place  afar  off. 
And  Abraham  said  unto  his  young 
men,  Abide  ye  here  with  the  ass; 
and  I and  the  lad  will  go  yonder  and 
worship,  and  come  again  to  you.  And 
Abraham  took  the  wood  of  the  burnt 
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offering,  and  laid  it  upon  Isaac  his  son  ; 
and  he  took  the  fire  in  his  hand,  and 
a knife ; and  they  went  both  of  them 
together.  And  Isaac  spake  unto  Abra- 
ham his  father,  and  said,  My  father : 
and  he  said,  Here  am  I,  my  son.  And 
he  said,  Behold  the  fire  and  the  wood : 
but  where  is  the  lamb  for  a burnt 
offering?  And  Abraham  said,  My  son, 
God  will  provide  himself  a lamb  for  a 
burnt  offering : so  they  went  both  of 
them  together.  And  they  came  to  the 
place  which  God  had  told  him  of; 
and  Abraham  built  an  altar  there, 
and  laid  the  wood  in  order,  and  bound 
Isaac  his  son,  and  laid  him  on  the  altar 
upon  the  wood.  And  Abraham 
stretched  forth  his  hand,  and  took  the 
knife  to  slay  his  son.  And  the  angel 
of  the  Lord  called  unto  him  out  of 
heaven,  and  said,  Abraham,  Abraham : 
and  he  said,  Here  am  I.  And  he  said, 
Lay  not  thine  hand  upon  the  lad, 
neither  do  thou  anything  unto  him : 
for  now  I know  that  thou  fearest  God, 
seeing  thou  hast  not  withheld  thy  son, 
thine  only  son  from  me.  And  Abra- 
ham lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  looked, 
and  behold  behind  him  a ram  caught 
in  a thicket  by  his  horns  : and  Abraham 
went  and  took  the  ram,  and  offered 
him  up  for  a burnt  offering  in  the  stead 
of  his  son.  And  Abraham  called  the 
name  of  that  place  Jehovah-jireh : as 
it  is  said  to  this  day.  In  the  mount 
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of  the  Lord  it  shall  be  seen.  And  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  called  unto  Abraham 
out  of  heaven  the  second  time.  And 
said,  By  myself  have  I sworn,  saith 
the  Lord,  for  because  thou  hast  done 
this  thing,  and  hast  not  withheld  thy 
son,  thine  only  son : That  in  blessing 
I will  bless  thee,  and  in  multiplying 
I will  multiply  thy  seed  as  the  stars 
of  the  heaven,  and  as  the  sand  which 
is  upon  the  sea  shore;  and  thy  seed 
shall  possess  the  gate  of  his  enemies ; 
And  in  thy  seed  shall  all  the  nations 
of  the  earth  be  blessed  ; because  thou 
hast  obeyed  my  voice.  So  Abraham 
returned  unto  his  young  men,  and 
they  rose  up  and  went  together  to 
Beer-sheba;  and  Abraham  dwelt  at 
Beer-sheba.

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THE  FOURTH  PROPHECY 
Exodus  14.  24. 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  that  in  the 
l\  morning  watch  the  Lord  looked 
unto  the  host  of  the  Egyptians  through 
the  pillar  of  fire  and  of  the  cloud, 
and  troubled  the  host  of  the  Egyptians. 
And  took  off  their  chariot  wheels, 
that  they  drave  them  heavily : so 
that  the  Egyptians  said,  Let  us  flee 
from  the  face  of  Israel ; for  the  Lord 
fighteth  for  them  against  the  Egyptians. 
And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Stretch 
out  thine  hand  over  the  sea,  and  the 
sea  returned  to  his  strength  when  the 
morning  appeared  ; and  the  Egyptians 
fled  against  it;  and  the  Lord  overthrew 
the  Egyptians  in  the  midst  of  the  sea. 
And  the  waters  returned,  and  covered 
the  chariots,  and  the  horsemen,  and 
all  the  host  of  Pharaoh  that  came 
into  the  sea  after  them ; there  remained 
not  so  much  as  one  of  them.  But  the 
children  of  Israel  walked  upon  dry 
land  in  the  midst  of  the  sea ; and  the 
waters  were  a wall  unto,  them  on  their 
right  hand,  and  on  their  left.  Thus 
the  Lord  saved  Israel  that  day  out  of 
the  hand  of  the  Egyptians ; and  Israel 
saw  the  Egyptians  dead  upon  the  sea 
shore.  And  Israel  saw  that  great 
work  which  the  Lord  did  upon  the 
Egyptians : and  the  people  feared  the 
Lord,  and  believed  the  Lord,  and  his 
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servant  Moses.  Then  sang  Moses 
and  the  children  of  Israel  this  song  unto 
the  Lord,  and  spake,  saying, 

The  Tract.  Exodus  15. 1-3. 

1WILL  sing  unto  the  Lord,  for  he 
hath  triumphed  gloriously:  the 
horse  and  his  rider  hath  he  thrown  into 
the  sea.  The  Lord  is  my  strength  and 
song,  and  he  is  become  my  salvation  : 
V.  He  is  my  God,  and  I will  prepare 
him  an  habitation ; my  father’s  God, 
and  I will  exalt  him. 

V.  The  Lord  is  a man  of  war : the 
Lord  is  his  name.

OGOD,  the  glory  of  whose  miracles 
wrough  t in  days  of  old  we  perceive 
shining  even  in  these  days,  inasmuch 
as  that  which  thou  didst  effect  for  the 
one  people  in  delivering  them  from 
the  persecution  of  the  Egyptians,  by 
the  might  of  thy  right  hand,  thou  dost 
now  work  for  the  salvation  of  all  nations 
through  the  water  of  regeneration ;

rejoice  in  the  privilege  of  the  children 
of  Israel.

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THE  FIFTH  PROPHECY 
Isaiah  54  and  55. 

THIS  is  the  heritage  of  the  servants 
of  the  Lord,  and  their  righteous- 
ness is  of  me,  saith  the  Lord.  Ho, 
every  one  that  thirsteth,  come  ye  to 
the  waters,  and  he  that  hath  no  money ; 
come  ye,  buy,  and  eat  ; yea,  come, 
buy  wine  and  milk  without  money 
and  without  price.  Wherefore  do  ye 
spend  money  for  that  which  is  not 
bread  P and  your  labor  for  that  which 
satisfieth  not  P hearken  diligently  unto 
me,  and  eat  ye  that  which  is  good, 
and  let  your  soul  delight  itself  in  fat- 
ness. Incline  your  ear,  and  come 
unto  me : hear,  and  your  soul  shall 
live ; and  I will  make  an  everlasting 
covenant  with  you,  even  the  sure 
mercies  of  David.  Behold,  I have 
given  him  for  a witness  to  the  people, 
a leader  and  commander  to  the  people. 
Behold,  thou  shalt  call  a nation  that 
thou  knowest  not,  and  nations  that 
knew  not  thee  shall  run  unto  thee 
because  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  and 
for  the  Holy  One  of  Israel ; for  he 
hath  glorified  thee.  Seek  ye  the  Lord 
while  he  may  be  found,  call  ye  upon 
him  while  he  is  near : Let  the  wicked 
forsake  his  way,  and  the  unrighteous 
man  his  thoughts : and  let  him  return 
unto  the  Lord,  and  he  will  have  mercy 
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upon  him ; and  to  our  God,  for  he  will 
abundantly  pardon.  For  my  thoughts 
are  not  your  thoughts,  neither  are  your 
ways  my  ways,  saith  the  Lord.  For 
as  the  heavens  are  higher  than  the 
earth,  so  are  my  ways  higher  than 
your  ways,  and  my  thoughts  than  your 
thoughts.  For  as  the  rain  cometh 
down,  and  the  snow  from  heaven,  and 
returneth  not  thither,  but  watereth 
the  earth,  and  maketh  it  bring  forth 
and  bud,  that  it  may  give  seed  to  the 
sower,  and  bread  to  the  eater:  So 
shall  my  word  be  that  goeth  forth  out 
of  my  mouth : it  shall  not  return  unto 
me  void,  but  it  shall  accomplish  that 
which  I please,  and  it  shall  prosper 
in  the  thing  whereto  I sent  it.

Baruch  3. 

HEAR,  Israel,  the  commandments 
of  life : give  ear  to  understand 
wisdom.  How  happeneth  it,  Israel, 
that  thou  art  in  thine  enemies’  land, 
that  thou  art  waxen  old  in  a strange 
country,  that  thou  art  defiled  with  the 
dead,  That  thou  art  counted  with  them 
that  go  down  into  the  grave  ? Thou 
hast  forsaken  the  fountain  of  wisdom. 
For  if  thou  hadst  walked  in  the  way 
of  God,  thou  shouldest  have  dwelled 
in  peace  for  ever.  Learn  where  is 
wisdom,  where  is  strength,  where 
is  understanding;  that  thou  mayest 
know  also  where  is  length  of  days, 
and  life,  where  is  the  light  of  the 
eyes,  and  peace.  Who  hath  found 
out  her  place  ? or  who  hath  come  into 
her  treasures  ? Where  are  the  princes 
of  the  heathen  become,  and  such  as 
ruled  the  beasts  upon  the  earth ; They 
that  had  their  pastime  with  the  fowls 
of  the  air,  and  they  that  hoarded  up 
silver  and  gold,  wherein  men  trust, 
and  made  no  end  of  their  getting? 
For  they  that  wrought  in  silver,  and 
were  so  careful,  and  whose  works  are 
unsearchable,  they  are  vanished  and 
gone  down  to  the  grave,  and  others 
are  come  up  in  their  steads.  Young 
men  have  seen  the  light,  and  dwelt 
upon  the  earth : but  the  way  of  know- 
ledge have  they  not  known,  nor  under- 
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stood  the  paths  thereof,  nor  laid  hold 
of  it  2 their  children  were  far  off  from 
that  way.  It  hath  not  been  heard  of 
in  Chanaan,  neither  hath  it  been  seen 
ina  Theman.  The  Agarenes  that  seek 
wisdom  upon  earth,  the  merchants 
of  Meran  and  of  Theman,  the  authors 
of  fables,  and  searchers  out  of  under- 
standing; none  of  these  have  known 
the  way  of  wisdom,  or  remember  her 
paths.  O Israel,  how  great  is  the 
house  of  God!  and  how  large  is  the 
place  of  his  possession!  Great,  and 
hath  none  end;  highland  unmeasurable. 
There  were  the  giants  famous  from 
the  beginning,  that  were  of  so  great 
stature,  and  so  expert  in  war.  Those 
did  not  the  Lord  choose,  neither  gave 
he  the  way  of  knowledge  unto  them  : 
but  they  were  destroyed,  because  they 
had  no  wisdom,  and  perished  through 
their  own  foolishness.  Who  hath  gone 
up  into  heaven,  and  taken  her,  and 
brought  her  down  from  the  clouds? 
Who  hath  gone  over  the  sea,  and  found 
her,  and  will  bring  her  for  pure  gold  ? 
No  man  knoweth  her  way,  nor  think- 
eth  of  her  path.  But  he  that  knoweth 
all  things  knoweth  her,  and  hath 
found  her  out  with  his  understanding : 
he  that  prepared  the  earth  for  ever- 
more hath  filled  it  with  fourfooted 
beasts:  He  that  sendeth  forth  light, 
and  it  goeth,  calleth  it  again,  and  it 
obeyeth  him  with  fear.

THE  SEVENTH  PROPHECY 
Ezekiel  37. 

THE  hand  of  the  Lord  was  upon 
me,  and  carried  me  out  in  the  Spirit 
of  the  Lord,  and  set  me  down  in  the 
midst  of  the  valley  which  was  full 
of  bones.  And  caused  me  to  pass  by 
them  round  about : and,  behold,  there 
were  very  many  in  the  open  valley ; 
and  lo,  they  were  very  dry.  And 
he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  can 
these  bones  live?  and  I answered, 
O Lord  God,  thou  knowest.  Again 
he  said  unto  me,  Prophesy  upon  these 
bones,  and  say  unto  them,  O ye  dry 
bones,  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord. 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  unto  these 
bones;  Behold,  I will  cause  breath 
to  enter  into  you,  and  ye  shall  live : 
And  I will  lay  sinews  upon  you,  and 
will  bring  up  flesh  upon  you,  and  cover 
you  with  skin,  and  put  breath  in  you, 
and  ye  shall  live ; and  ye  shall  know 
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that  I am  the  Lord.  So  I prophesied 
as  I was  commanded  : and  as  I prophe- 
sied, there  was  a noise,  and  behold 
a shaking,  and  the  bones  came  to- 
gether, bone  to  his  bone.  And  when 
I beheld,  lo,  the  sinews  and  the  flesh 
came  up  upon  them,  and  the  skin 
covered  them  above:  but  there  was 
no  breath  in  them.  Then  said  he  unto 
me,  Prophesy  unto  the  wind,  prophesy, 
son  of  man,  and  say  to  the  wind,  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God  ; Come  from  the 
four  winds,  O breath,  and  breathe 
upon  these  slain,  that  they  may  live. 
So  I prophesied  as  he  commanded  me, 
and  the  breath  came  into  them,  and 
they  lived,  and  stood  up  upon  their 
feet,  an  exceeding  great  army.  Then 
he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  these 
bones  are  the  whole  house  of  Israel : 
behold,  they  say,  Our  bones  are  dried, 
and  our  hope  is  lost : we  are  cut  off 
for  our  parts.  Therefore  prophesy 
and  say  unto  them,  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God;  Behold,  O my  people, 
I will  open  your  graves,  and  bring  you 
into  the  land  of  Israel.  And  ye  shall 
know  that  I am  the  Lord,  when  I have 
opened  your  graves,  O my  people,  and 
brought  you  up  out  of  your  graves. 
And  shall  put  my  spirit  in  you,  and  ye 
shall  live,  and  I shall  place  you  in  your 
own  land : then  shall  ye  know  that  I 
the  Lord  have  spoken  it,  and  performed 
it,  saith  the  Lord.

AND  in  that  day  seven  women  shall 
take  hold  of  one  man,  saying,  We 
will  eat  our  own  bread,  and  wear  our 
own  apparel;  only  let  us  be  called 
by  thy  name,  to  take  away  our  re- 
proach. In  that  day  shall  the  branch 
of  the  Lord  be  beautiful  and  glorious, 
and  the  fruit  of  the  earth  shall  be 
excellent  and  comely  for  them  that 
are  escaped  of  Israel.

And  the  Lord  will  create  upon  every 
dwelling  place  of  mount  Zion,  and 
upon  her  assemblies,  a cloud  and  smoke 
by  day,  and  the  shining  of  a flaming 
fire  by  night : for  upon  all  the  glory 
shall  be  a defence.  And  there  shall 
be  a tabernacle  for  a shadow  in  the 
daytime  from  the  heat,  and  for  a place 
of  refuge,  and  for  a covert  from  storm 
and  from  rain. 

The  Tract.  Isaiah  5. 

MY  wellbeloved  hath  a vineyard 
in  a very  fruitful  hill : 

V.  And  he  fenced  it,  and  gathered 
out  the  stones  thereof,  and  planted 
it  with  the  choicest  vine,  and  built  a 
tower  in  the  midst  of  it.

Exodus  12. 

AND  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses 
r\  and  Aaron  in  the  land  of  Egypt, 
saying,  This  month  shall  be  unto  you 
the  beginning  of  months:  it  shall  be 
the  first  month  of  the  year  to  you.

And  ye  shall  keep  it  up  until  the  four- 
teenth day  of  the  same  month:  and 
the  whole  assembly  of  the  congrega- 
tion of  Israel  shall  kill  it  in  the  evening. 
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And  they  shall  take  of  the  blood, 
and  strike  it  on  the  two  side  posts 
and  on  the  upper  door  post  of  the 
houses,  wherein  they  shall  eat  it.  And 
they  shall  eat  the  flesh  in  that  night, 
roast  with  fire,  and  unleavened  bread ; 
and  with  bitter  herbs  they  shall  eat  it. 
Eat  not  of  it  raw,  nor  sodden  at  all 
with  water,  # but  roast  with  fire ; his 
head  with  his  legs,  and  with  the  pur- 
tenance  thereof.  And  ye  shall  let  no- 
thing of  it  remain  until  the  morning ; 
and  that  which  remaineth  of  it  until 
the  morning  ye  shall  burn  with  fire. 
And  thus  shall  ye  eat  it;  with  your 
loins  girded,  your  shoes  on  your  feet, 
and  your  staff  in  your  hand ; and  ye 
shall  eat  it  in  haste:  it  is  the  Lord’s 
passover.

THE  HOLY  SABBATH 


THE  TENTH  PROPHECY 
Jonah  3. 

AND  the  word  of  the  Lord  came 
il  unto  Jonah  the  second  time,  say- 
ing, Arise,  go  unto  Nineveh,  that 
great  city,  and  preach  unto  it  the 
preaching  that  I bid  thee.  So  Jonah 
arose,  and  went  unto  Nineveh,  accord- 
ing to  the  word  of  the  Lord.  Now 
Nineveh  was  an  exceeding  great  city 
of  three  days’  journey.  And  Jonah 
began  to  enter  into  the  city  a day’s 
journey,  and  he  cried,  and  said,  Yet 
forty  days,  and  Nineveh  shall  be  over- 
thrown. So  the  people  of  Nineveh 
believed  God,  and  proclaimed  a fast, 
and  put  on  sackcloth,  from  the  greatest 
of  them  even  to  the  least  of  them. 
For  word  came  unto  the  king  of  Nine- 
veh, and  he  arose  from  his  throne, 
and  he  laid  his  robe  from  him,  and 
covered  him  with  sackcloth,  and  sat 
in  ashes.  And  he  caused  it  to  be  pro- 
claimed and  published  through  Nine- 
veh by  the  decree  of  the  king  and  his 
nobles,  saying,  Let  neither  man  nor 
beast,  herd  nor  flock,  taste  any  thing : 
let  them  not  feed,  nor  drink  water: 
But  let  man  and  beast  be  covered 
with  sackcloth,  and  cry  mightily  unto 
God : yea,  let  them  turn  every  one 
from  his  evil  way,  and  from  the 
violence  that  is  in  their  hands.  Who 
can  tell  if  God  will  turn  and  repent, 
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and  turn  away  from  his  fierce  anger, 
that  we  perish  not?  And  God  saw 
thejr  works,  that  they  turned  from 
their  evil  way;  and  God  repented 
of  the  evil,  that  he  had  said  that  he 
would  do  unto  them ; and  he  did  it 
not.

OGOD,  who  hast  united  in  one 
confession  of  thy  name  the  several 
nations  of  the  world : grant  to  us  both 
the  grace  to  will  and  the  power  to 
perform  that  which  thou  dost  com- 
mand, that  thy  people,  called  to  share 
in  life  eternal,  may  with  one  mind 
hold  a common  faith,  and  unite  in  good 
works  with  a common  devotion.

THE  ELEVENTH  PROPHECY 
Deuteronomy  31. 

MOSES  therefore  wrote  this  song 
the  same  day,  and  taught  it  the 
children  of  Israel.  And  he  gave 
Joshua  the  son  of  Nun  a charge,  and 
said,  Be  strong  and  of  a good  courage : 
for  thou  shalt  bring  the  children  of 
Israel  into  the  land  which  I sware 
unto  them : and  I will  be  with  thee. 
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And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Moses  had 
made  an  end  of  writing  the  words  of 
this  law  in  a book,  until  they  were 
finished,  That  Moses  commanded  the 
Levites,  which  bare  the  ark  of  the 
covenant  of  the  Lord,  saying,  Take 
this  book  of  the  law,  and  put  it  in  the 
side  of  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of 
the  Lord  your  God,  that  it  may  be 
there  for  a witness  against  thee.  For 
I know  thy  rebellion,  and  thy  stiff 
neck:  behold,  while  I am  yet  alive 
with  you  this  day,  ye  have  been  re- 
bellious against  the  Lord ; and  how 
much  more  after  my  death  ? Gather 
unto  me  all  the  elders  of  your  tribes, 
and  your  officers,  that  I may  speak 
these  words  in  their  ears,  and  all 
heaven  and  earth  to  record  against 
them.  For  I know  that  after  my 
death  ye  will  utterly  corrupt  yourselves, 
and  turn  aside  from  the  way  which 
I have  commanded  you ; and  evil 
will  befall  you  in  the  latter  days ; be- 
cause ye  will  do  evil  in  the  sight  of 
the  Lord,  to  provoke  him  to  anger 
through  the  work  of  your  hands.  And 
Moses  spake  in  the  ears  of  all  the  con- 
gregation of  Israel  the  words  of  this 
song,  until  they  were  ended. 

The  Tract.  Deuteronomy  32. 

GIVE  ear,  O ye  heavens,  and  I will 
speak ; and  hear,  O earth,  the 
words  of  my  mouth. 
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V.  My  doctrine  shall  drop  as  the 
rain,  my  speech  shall  distil  as  the 
dew.

OGOD,  the  lofty  height  of  the  low- 
ly, and  the  courage  of  the  right- 
eous, who  wast  pleased  by  the  song 
of  thy  blessed  servant  Moses  thus 
to  teach  thy  people  that  what  was 
then  a rehearsing  of  the  Law  might 
serve  us  as  a means  of  guidance : stir 
up  in  the  whole  number  of  peoples, 
who  are  righteous  in  thy  sight,  the  full 
might  of  thy  power,  and  grant  them 
joy  by  lightening  their  fears:  that  the 
sins ' of  all  being  done  away  by  thy 
forgiveness  of  them,  that  which  was 
proclaimed  for  vengeance  may  avail 
for  their  salvation.  Through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord,  &c. 
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THE  TWELFTH  PROPHECY 
Daniel  3. 

Nebuchadnezzar  the  king 

made  an  image  of  gold,  whose 
height  was  threescore  cubits,  and  the 
breadth  thereof  six  cubits : he  set  it 
up  in  the  plain  of  Dura,  in  the  province 
of  Babylon.  Then  Nebuchadnezzar 
the  king  sent  to  gather  the  princes, 
the  governors,  and  captains,  the  judges, 
the  treasurers,  the  counsellors,  the 
sheriffs,  and  all  the  rulers  of  the  pro- 
vinces, to  come  to  the  dedication  of 
the  image  which  Nebuchadnezzar  the 
king  had  set  up.  Then  the  princes, 
the  governors,  and  captains,  the  judges, 
the  treasurers,  the  counsellors,  the 
sheriffs,  and  all  the  rulers  of  the  pro- 
vinces, were  gathered  together  unto 
the  dedication  of  the  image  that  Ne- 
buchadnezzar the  king  had  set  up  ; and 
they  stood  before  the  image  that  Ne- 
buchadnezzar had  set  up.  Then  an 
herald  cried  aloud,  To  you  it  is  com- 
manded, O people,  nations,  and  lan- 
guages, That  at  what  time  ye  hear  the 
sound  of  the  cornet,  flute,  harp,  sack- 
but,  psaltery,  dulcimer,  and  all  kinds 
of  musick,  ye  fall  down  and  worship 
the  golden  image  that  Nebuchadnezzar 
the  king  hath  set  up : And  whoso  fall- 
eth  not  down  and  w<orshippeth  shall 
the  same  hour  be  cast  into  the  midst  of 
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a burning  fiery  furnace.  Therefore 
at  that  time,  when  all  the  people 
heard  the  sound  of  the  cornet,  flute, 
harp,  sackbut,  psaltery,  and  all  kinds 
of  musick,  all  the  people,  the  nations, 
and  the  languages,  fell  down  and  wor- 
shipped the  golden  image  that  Nebu- 
chadnezzar the  king  had  set  up. 
Wherefore  at  that  time  certain  Chal- 
deans came  near,  and  accused,  the  Jews. 
They  spake  and  said  to  the  king  Nebu- 
chadnezzar,, O king,  live  for  ever. 
Thou,  O king,  hast  made  a decree, 
that  every  man  that  shall  hear  the 
sound  of  the  cornet,  flute,  harp,  sack- 
but, psaltery,,  and  dulcimer,  and  all 
kinds  of  musick,  shall  fall  down  and 
worship  the  golden  image : And 
whoso  falleth  not  down  and  worship- 
ped, that  he  should  be  cast  into  the 
midst  of  a burning  fiery  furnace. 
There  are  certain  Jews  whom  thou 
hast  set  over  the  affairs  of  the  province 
of  Babylon,  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and 
Abed-nego ; these  men,  O king,  have 
not  regarded  thee  : they  serve  not 
thy,  gods,  nor  worship  the  golden  image 
which  thou  hast,  set  up.  Then  Nebu- 
chadnezzar in,  his  rage  and  fury  com- 
manded to  bring  Shadrach,  Meshach, 
and  Abed-nego.  Then  they  brought 
these  men  before  the  king.  Nebu- 
chadnezzar spake  and  said  unto  them, 
Is  it  true,  O Shadrach,  Meshach,  and 
Abed-nego,  do  not  ye  serve  my  gods, 
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nor  worship  the  golden  image  which 
I have  set  up  ? Now  if  ye  be  ready 
that  at  what  time  ye  hear  the 
sound  of  the  cornet,  flute,  harp,  sack- 
but,  psaltery, . and  dulcimer,  and  all 
kinds  of  musick,  ye  fall  down  and 
worship  the  image  which  I have  made ; 
well : but  if  ye  worship  not,  ye  shall 
be  cast  the  same  hour  into  the  midst 
of  a burning  fiery  furnace ; and  who 
is  that  God  that  shall  deliver  you  out 
of  my  hands?  Shadrach,  Meshach, 
and  Abed-nego,  answered  and  said 
to  the  king,  O Nebuchadnezzar,  we 
are  not  careful  to  answer  thee  in  this 
matter.  If  it  be  so,  our  God  whom 
we  serve  is  able  to  deliver  us  from  the 
burning  fiery  furnace,  and  he  will 
deliver  us  out  of  thine  hand,  O king. 
But  if  not,  be  it  known  unto  thee, 
O king,  that  we  will  not  serve  thy 
gods,  nor  worship  the  golden  image 
which  thou  hast  set  up.  Then  was 
Nebuchadnezzar  full  of  fury,  and  the 
form  of  his  visage  was  changed  against 
Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego: 
therefore  he  spake,  and  commanded 
that  they  should  heat  the  furnace  one 
seven  times  more  than  it  was  wont  to 
be  heated.  And  he  commanded  the 
most  mighty  men  that  were  in  his  army 
to  bind  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed- 
nego,  and  to  cast  them  into  the  burning 
fiery  furnace.  Then  these  men  were 
bound  in  their  coats,  their  hosen,  and 
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their  hats,  and  their  other  garments,  and 
were  cast  into  the  midst  of  the  burning 
fiery  furnace.  Therefore  because  the 
king’s  commandment  was  urgent,  and 
the  furnace  exceeding  hot,  the  flame  of 
the  fire  slew  those  men  that  took  up 
Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego. 
And  these  three  men,  Shadrach, 
Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  fell  down 
bound  into  the  midst  of  the  burning 
fiery  furnace.  Then  Nebuchadnezzar 
the  king  was  astonied,  and  rose  up  in 
haste,  and  spake,  and  said  unto  his 
counsellors,  Did  not  we  cast  three  men 
bound  into  the  midst  of  the  fire  ? They 
answered  and  said  unto  the  king,  True, 

0 king.  He  answered  and  said,  Lo, 

1 see  four  men  loose,  walking  in  the 
midst  of  the  fire,  and  they  have  no 
hurt ; and  the  form  of  the  fourth  is  like 
the  Son  of  God. 

The  Priest  says  : 

Let  us  pray. 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God, 
l theoneandonly  hope  of  the  world, 
who  didst  declare  the  mysteries  of  this 
present  time  by  the  word  of  thy 
prophets ; graciously  increase  the  de- 
sires of  thy  people,  since  without  thy 
inspiration  no  growth  in  any  grace  or 
virtue  is  possible  for  any  of  thy  faithful ; 
Through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who 
liveth  and  reigneth  with  the®. 
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THE  BLESSING  OF  THE  FONT 

If  the  Church  has  a baptismal  font , the  Priest, 
who  is  to  bless  the  font , vested  in  a violet 
cope , and  preceded  by  the  Cross  and  lighted 
candles  ( the  Paschal  Candle  has  been  lighted) 
descends  to  the  font  with  the  clergy  and 
assistants  properly  vested,  during  which  time 
is  sung  the  following :

V • My  soul  is  athirst  for  God,  yea, 
even  for  the  living  God  : when  shall  I 
come  to  appear  before  the  presence  of 
God? 

My  tears  have  been  my  meat  day 
and  night,  while  they  daily  say  unto 
me,  Where  is  now  thy  God  ? 

Then  the  Priest  before  he  enters  to  bless  the  font 
says  this  Collect  standing  near  it ;

R.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

L^Ffcis  pray. 

The  Collect . 

ALMIGHTVS&and  everlasting  God, 
XX  look  favori^y  on  the  devotion  of 
thy  folk  as  they  are  being  born  again, 
who  long  for  the  fount  of  thy  waters  : 
and  favorably  grant  thatthe  thirst  of  this 
very  faith  may  hallow,  by  the  mystery 
of  baptism,  both  soul  and  body.

Then  he  proceeds  to  the  blessing  of  the  font , 
saying:

Through  Jesus  Christ  thy  Son  our 
Lord  : who  liveth  and  reigneth  with 
thee,  in  the  unity  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
one  God,  world  without  end.  R. 
Amen. 

V.  The  Lord  be  with  you. 

R.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

V.  Lift  up  your  hearts. 

R.  We  lift  them  up  unto  the  Lord. 

V . Let  us  give  thanks  unto  our  Lord 
God. 

R.  It  is  meet  and  right  so  to  do. 

IT  is  very  meet,  right,  and  our 
bounden  duty,  that  we  should  at 
all  times,  and  in  all  places  give  thanks 
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unto  thee,  O Lord,  Holy  Father, 
Almighty,  Everlasting  God,  who  in 
wonderful  # order  dost  accomplish  by 
power  invisible  the  operation  of  thy 
sacraments,  and  however  unworthy 
we  may  be  of  performing  mysteries  so 
holy,  nevertheless  thou  dost  not  leave 
the  gifts  of  thy  grace  barren  of  thy 
presence,  and  in  thy  loving-kindness 
dost  incline  thy  ears  even  toour  prayers. 
O God,  whose  spirit  moved  upon  the 
face  of  the  water  while  the  world  was 
being  formed  : that  thereby  Water 
might  receive  the  character  of  a means 
of  sanctification  ; O God,  who  having 
washed  away  the  vileness  of  a sinful 
world  by  water,  didst  mark  a type  of 
regeneration  by  the  waters  of  the 
flood : that  in  the  mystery  of  the  self- 
same element  of  water  there  should  be 
both  an  end  to  evil  tendencies,  and  a 
beginning  of  virtues  ; Look,  O Lord, 
upon  the  face  of  thy  church,  and  mul- 
tiply in  her  thy  acts  of  regenerating 
power,  who  dost  make  thy  city  glad 
with  the  incoming  power  of  thy 
grace, . and  dost  open  the  way  for 
renewing  of  life  to  all  nations  through- 
out the  whole  world  by  means  of  the 
font  of  baptism : that  it,  at  the  behest  of 
thy  divine  majesty,  may  receive  the 

Bace  of  thy  only-begotten  Son  by  the 
oly  Spirit. 

Here  the  Priest  stretches  out  his  hand  and 
divides  the  water  in  the  form  of  a cross,  and 
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immediately  wiping  his  fingers  with  a cloth 

continues: 

Who  hast  made  this  water,  prepared 
for  the  regeneration  of  men,  fruitful  by 
the  secret  indwelling  of  thy  divine 
power : that,  after  this  holy  conception, 
a heavenly  offspring  might  be  born,  of 
the  spotless  womb  of  the  divine  font, 
regenerate,  as  a new  creature : and 
that  divine  grace  may  be  the  common 
mother  of  all,  male  and  female,  old  and 
young,  born  thus  into  newness  of  life. 
Therefore,  at  thy  command,  O Lord, 
let  every  unclean  spirit  depart,  and  each 
evil  deceit  of  the  devil  keep  far  distant ; 
that  there  be  in  this  place  no  least 
trace  of  the  hostile  powers,  let  it  not 
lay  in  envy  in  the  air,  nor  lying  hidden 
leap  up  from  beneath,  nor  bring  about 
corruption  by  remaining  therein. 

He  touches  the  water  with  his  hand . 

May  it  be  a holy,  and  innocuous 
creature,  free  from  every  attack  of  the 
opposer,  and  by  the  departure  of  every 
evil  thing  be  made  clean.  Let  it  be  a 
living  Fountain,  regenerating  Water,  a 
purifying  Flood : that  all  who  are  to  be 
washed  in  the  laver  of  salvation  may, 
by  the  operation  in  them  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  attain  the  pardon  of  a complete 
cleansing  of  all  sin. 

He  signs  three  crosses  over  the  font,  saying: 

Wherefore  I bless  thee,  O creature 
of  Water,  through  the  Living* God, 
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through  the  true  ^ God,  through  the 
Holy  * God,  who  in  the  beginning, 
divided  thee  by  his  word  from  the 
dry  land  : whose  Spirit  moved  upon 
thee. 

Here  he  divides  the  water  with  his  hand9  and 
sprinkles  it  toward  the  four  points  of  the 
compass , saying : 

Who  didst  cause  thee  to  flow  from 
the  font  of  paradise,  and  in  four  rivers 
didst  command  thee  to  water  the  whole 
earth;  Who  didst  make  thee  from 
being  bitter  in  the  desert,  to  become 
sweet  and  fit  to  drink,  and  who  brought 
thee  forth  out  of  the  rock  to  assuage  the 
people’s  thirst  I ble^ss  thee  also 
through  Jesus  Christ,  His  only  Son, 
our  Lord : who  at  Cana  in  Galilee  in 
a wondrous  miracle  turned  thee  by  his 
power  into  wine,  who  walked  upon 
thee  with  his  feet,  and  was  baptized 
in  thee  by  John  in  Jordan,  who 
brought  thee  forth  from  his  side, 
together  with  blood  : and  commanded 
his  disciples  that  those  who  believed 
should  be  baptized  in  thee,  saying:  Go, 
teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

He  continues  in  the  ordinary  tone  of  the  lessons : 

Assist  us,  O Almighty  and  most 
merciful  God,  as  we  follow  out 
thy  injunctions  : do  thou  graciously 
breathe  on  us  thy  Spirit.

He  breathes  three  times  in  the  water  in  the  form 
of  a cross , saying  : 

Do  thou  breathe  with  thy  lips  upon 
these  pure  waters  : that  besides  their 
natural  cleansing  power  which  they 
have  for  the  washing  of  the  body, 
they  may  be  made  also  fit  to  be  used 
for  the  cleansing  of  souls. 

Here  the  Priest  dips  the  base  of  the  candle 
into  the  water , and  continues  (in  the  tone  of 
the  Preface) : 

May  there  descend  into  all  which 
this  font  contains  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Spirit. 

Then  he  takes  the  candle  from  the  water  and  dips 
it  in  more  deeply , singing  on  a higher  note : 

May  there  descend  into  all  which 
this  font  contains  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Spirit. 

After  again  taking  the  candle  out  of  the  water 
he  plunges  it  in  to  the  bottom  the  third 
time9  singing  on  a still  higher  note:  May 
there  descend.  And  then  breathing  three 
times  on  the  water  in  the  form  of  the  figure 
Y he  continues : 

And  make  the  whole  substance  of  this 
Water  fruitful  with  regenerating  force. 

Here  he  lifts  the  candle  from  the  water , and 
continues : 

May  here  be  wiped  out  the  stains  of 
all  sins : may  here  that  nature  created 
in  thine,  image,  and  formed  again  the 
hour  of  its  beginning,  be  cleansed  from 
every  taint  of  its  former  character:  that 
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each  one  who  approaches  this  sacra- 
ment of  regeneration,  may  be  born 
again  into  a new  childhood  of  true 
innocency  of  life. 

And  he  completes  it  in  an  ordinary  speaking 
tone: 

Through  Jesus  Christ  thy  Son  our 
Lord,  who  is  to  come  to  judge  both  the 
quick  and  the  dead,  and  the  world  by 
fire.  /?.  Amen. 

Then  the  priests  assisting  sprinkle  some  of  this 
blessed  water  upon  the  people . Meanwhile 
one  of  the  assistants  of  the  church  receives 
some  of  it  in  a proper  vessel  for  use  at  home 
and  in  other  places , When  these  things  have 
been  done , the  Priest  who  blesses  the  font, 
pours  into  the  water  some  of  the  oil  of  the 
catechumens , saying  audibly : 

May  this  font  be  hallowed  and 
fructified  by  the  oil  of  salvation,  for 
those  to  be  bom  again  of  it  into  life 
eternal.  R.  Amen. 

Then  he  pours  in  chrism , in  the  method  indicated 
above,  saying: 

May  this  infusion  of  chrism  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  Holy  Ghost 
the  Paraclete,  be  made  in  the  name  of 
the  Holy  Trinity.  R.  Amen. 

After  which  he  takes  both  vials  of  the  said 
holy  oil  and  chrism , and  pouring  them  both 
in  at  the  same  time  in  the  form  of  a cross , 
says : 

May  this  commixture  of  the  chrism 
of  sanctification,  and  of  the  oil  of 
anointing,  and  of  the  water  of  baptism, 
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be  likewise  made  in  the  Name  of  the 
Farther,  and  of  the  S^hon,  and  of  the 
Holy >t*  Ghost.  R.  Amen. 

Then  he  mingles  this  oil  with  the  water  and 
mixes  the  water  in  the  whole  font.  He  pro- 
ceeds to  the  baptism  in  the  usual  way , if 
there  are  candidates.  Then  on  the  return  of 
the  Priest  and  assistants  to  the  altar , the 
Litany  is  sung  by  two  cantors , and  the  choir 
answers , as  below  :

Here  the  Cantors  begin  solemnly  to  sing  the 
Kyrie,  while  the  Priest  and  Sacred  Ministers , 
in  white  vestments , approach  the  Altar  and 
begin  Mass  in  the  accustomed  way.  After 
kissing  the  Altar  the  Celebrant  censes  the 
Altar , and  after  the  Kyrie  is  finished  the 
Gloria  is  sung  solemnly. 

The  Collect. 

OGOD,  who  dost  make  this  most 
holy  night  glorious  with  the  bright- 
ness of  our  b Lord’s  Resurrection, 
preserve  in  this  new  offspring  of  thy 
family  that  Spirit  of  adoption  which 
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thou  hast  given  ; that  with  pure  hearts 
and  minds  they  may  offer  thee  a worthy 
worship,  through  the  same  Jesus 
Christ,  thy  Son,  our  Lord : who  liveth 
and  reigneth  with  thee  in  the  unity  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  one  God,  world  with- 
out end.

The  Epistle  is  written  in  the  third 
chapter  of  Colossians,  beginning  at  the 
first  verse. 

IF  ye  then  be  risen  with  Christ,  seek 
those  things  which  are  above,  where 
Christ  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of  God. 
Set  your  affection  on  things  above, 
not  on  things  on  the  earth.  For  ye 
are  dead,  and  your  life  is  hid  with 
Christ  in  God.

After  which  the  Celebrant  begins  alleluia, 
and  it  is  sung  three  times , at  each  successive 
repetition  in  a higher  tone , the  choir  repeating 
it  in  the  same  several  tones . After  which 
the  choir  continues :

Then  is  said  the  Tract , Ps.  117. 

O PRAISE  the  Lord,  all  ye  heathen : 
praise  him,  all  ye  nations. 

V . For  his  merciful  kindness  is 
ever  more  and  more  toward  us : and 
the  truth  of  the  Lord  endureth  for  ever. 
Praise  the  Lord. 
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Lights  are  not  used  at  the  Gospel , but  only 
incense . The  blessing  is  asked  in  the  usual 
way . 

The  Holy  ^Gospel  is  written  in  the 
twenty-eighth  chapter  of  St.  Matthew, 
beginning  at  the  first  verse. 

IN  the  end  of  the  sabbath,  as  it  began 
to  dawn  toward  the  first  day  of  the 
week,  came  Mary  Magdalene  and  the 
other  Mary  to  see  the  sepulchre.  And, 
behold,  there  was  a great  earthquake : 
for  the  angel  of  the  Lord  descended 
from  heaven,  and  came  and  rolled 
back  the  stone  from  the  door,  and  sat 
upon  it.  His  countenance  was  like 
lightning,  and  his  raiment  white  as 
snow : And  for  fear  of  him  the  keepers 
did  shake,  and  became  as  dead  men. 
And  the  angel  answered  and  said  unto 
the  women,  Fear  not  ye : for  I know 
that  ye  seek  Jesus,  which  was  crucified. 
He  is  not  here : for  he  is  risen,  as  he 
said.  Come,  see  the  place  where  the 
Lord  lay.  And  go  quickly,  and  tell 
his  disciples  that  he  is  risen  from  the 
dead  ; and,  behold,  he  goeth  before 
you  into  Galilee;  there  shall  ye  see 
him  : lo,  I have  told  you. 

The  Creed  is  not  said , but  at  the  end  of  the 
Gospel  the  Priest  says , The  Lord  be  with 
you,  after  which  Let  us  pray.  The  offer- 
tory is  not  said . The  Gloria  is  not  said  after 
the  Lavabo . 
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The  Secret. 

WE  beseech  thee,  O Lord,  receive 
the  prayers  of  thy  people  to- 
gether with  this  offering  of  the  Holy 
Sacrifice:  that  what  here  is  begun 
in  the  Paschal  Mysteries  may  avail 
by  the  operation  of  thy  grace  for  our 
eternal  weal.  Through  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Proper  Preface. 

BUT  chiefly  are  we  bound  to  praise 
thee  for  the  glorious  Resurrection 
of  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord: 
for  he  is  the  very  Paschal  Lamb, 
which  was  offered  for  us,  and  hath 
taken  away  the  sin  of  the  world : who 
by  his  death  hath  destroyed  death,  and 
by  his  rising  to  life  again  hath  restored 
to  us  everlasting  life.  Therefore  with 
Angels,  &c. 

The  Peace  of  the  Lord  be  always  with  you 
is  said,  but  the  kiss  of  peace  is  not  given,  nor 
are  either  the  Agnus  Dei  or  Postcommunion 
Collect  said.  After  the  Blessed  Sacrament 
has  been  consumed,  in  place  of  Vespers  is  said : 

Alleluia,  alleluia,  alleluia,  and: 

Ps.  117.  O praise  the  Lord,  all  ye 
heathen : praise  him,  all  ye  nations. 

For  hismerciful  kindness  is  ever  more 
and  more  toward  us:  and  the  truth 
of  the  Lord  endureth  for  ever.  Praise 
the  Lord. 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the 
Son,  * and  to  the  Holy  Ghost ; 
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As  it  was  in  the  beginning,  t is  now, 
and  ever  shall  be,  # world  without 
end.  Amen. 

The  Chapter ; hymn  and  versicles  are  not  said , 
but  the  Celebrant  begins  immediately  the 
following  Antiphon  to  magnificat,  and  the 
choir  continuefrom  the  asterisk : 

JN  the  end  of  the  sabbath  # as  it 
began  to  dawn  toward  the  first  day 
the  week,  came  Mary  Magdalene 
and  the  other  Mary  to  see  the  sepulchre. 
Alleluia. 

Then  is  sung  the  Magnificat  together  with  the 
Gloria  at  the  end , and  the  censing  of  the 
Altar  is  made  at  the  accustomed  time.  After 
the  repetition  of  the  antiphon  the  Celebrant 
says : 

V.  The  Lord  be  with  you. 

R.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

Let  us  pray. 

POUR  into  us,  O Lord,  the  Spirit 
of  thy  love ; and  as  thou  dost 
replenish  us  with  Paschal  Sacraments, 
so  of  thy  loving-kindness  make  us  to 
be  of  one  heart  and  mind;  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Who  liveth. 

After  The  Lord  be  with  you,  the  Deacon 
turning  toward  the  people  sings:  Go,  the 
Mass  is  over,  alleluia,  alleluia. 

R.  Thanks  be  to  God,  alleluia 
alleluia. 

The  Priest , after  saying  the  final  prayers , gives 
the  blessing  in  the  usual  way.

Hence  it  is  necessary  that  we  should 
hear  what  took  place : that  so  we  may 
learn  what  that  something  is  which  we, 
in  imitation  of  them,  have  to  do.  Now 
we,  who  believe  in  him  that  is  dead, 
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shall  surely  likewise  come  with  sweet 
spices  to  His  tomb,  if  we  seek  the  Lord, 
redolent  with  the  odour  of  virtues,  and 
desirous  to  do  good  works.  But  those 
women  who  came  with  the  sweet 
spices,  saw  Angels ; and  for  this 
reason,  that  those  minds  see  the  deni- 
zens of  heaven,  which  make  their  way 
to  the  Lord,  perfumed  with  the  odour 
of  good  works,  through  holy  desires. — 
But  thou,  O Lord,  have  mercy  on  us.

R . The  angel  of  the  Lord  descended

For  that  rising-again  of 
our  Redeemer,  was  at  once  our  festival, 
because  it  brought  us  back  to  immor- 
tality: and  the  Angels’ festival,  because, 
by  calling  us  back  to  heaven,  it  filled 
up  the  numbers  of  the  Angels. — But 
thou,  O Lord,  have  mercy  on  us.

But  since  they  were  not  able  to  be 
strangers  to  charity  with  whom  the 
Truth  was  walking,  they  invite  him 
to  tarry  as  a stranger  to  receive  their 
hospitality.  Why  do  we  say  ‘invite’, 
when  it  is  written  ‘and  they  con- 
strained him  ? ’ That  the  example  may 
have  the  more  force  to  teach  us  not 
only  to  ask  strangers  to  come  in,  but 
even  to  compel  them.

published  throughout  all  Judaea,  and 
began  from  Galilee,  after  the  baptism 
which  John  preached ; how  God 
anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  with  power:  who 
went  about  doing  good,  and  healing  all 
that  were  oppressed  of  the  devil : for 
God  was  with  him.  And  we  are 
witnesses  of  all  things  which  he  did 
both  in  the  land  of  the  Jews,  and  in 
Jerusalem ; whom  they  slew  and 
hanged  on  a tree : him  God  raised  up 
the  third  day,  and  showed  him  openly  ; 
not  to  all  the  people,  but  unto  wit- 
nesses chosen  before  of  God,  even  to 
us,  who  did  eat  and  drink  with  him 
after  he  rose  from  the  dead.  And  he 
commanded  us  to  preach a unto  the 
people,  and  to  testify  that  it  is  he  which 
was  ordained  of  God  to  be  the  Judge 
of  quick  and  dead.  To  him  give  all 
the  prophets  witness,  that  through  his 
name  whosoever  believeth  in  him 
shall  receive  remission  of  sins.

In  the  body  therefore  shall  we  rise.

In  such 
manner  the  Father  places  him  at  his 
right  hand,  bearing  the  trophy  of 
our  salvation : such  likewise  does  the 
Martyrs'  crown  show  them  to  be  for 
us.— But  thou,  O Lord,  have  mercy 
upon  us.

Lesson  III. 

And  since  our  discourse  has  thus 
developed,  let  us  consider  with  St. 
John  what  grace  of  faith  was  given 
the  rejoicing  Aposdes,  and  with  St. 
Luke,  see  how  the  unbelieving  ones 
were  refuted : in  the  latter  they  shall 
have  received  the  Holy  Ghost,  in  the 
former  let  them  be  told  to  remain  in 
the  city  until  they  shall  be  endued 
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with  power  from  on  high.  And  it 
seems  to  me  that  the  former  as  an 
Apostle  touched  upon  the  greater  and 
loftier  matters,  while  the  latter  deals 
with  events  nearer  to  us  humans:  the 
latter  narrates  in  the  historical  se- 
quence, the  former  in  summary : for 
we  may  not  doubt  him  who  bare  wit- 
ness of  these  events,  in  which  he  was 
an  actor,  and  his  testimony  is  true. 
And  equally  just  is  it  to  drive  away 
any  suspicion  of  carelessness  or  untruth 
from  our  minds  in  regard  to  him  who 
was  worthy  to  be  an  Evangelist.  And 
so  we  think  both  accounts  true,  and 
neither  distinguished  by  difference  in 
expression  or  diversity  of  persons. 
For  although  St.  Luke  says  that  at 
first  they  believed  not,  yet  afterwards 
he  shows  them  to  have  believed.  If  we 
consider  the  first  words  only,  they 
seem  to  conflict ; if  the  last,  it  is  certain 
they  agree. — But  thou,  O Lord,  have 
mercy  upon  us.

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THE  VIA  CRUCIS,  OR  WAY  OF 
THE  GROSS 


'T'H  E origin  of  the  Devotion  of  the  Stations 
JL  can  be  traced  back  to  the  earliest  days 
of  Christianity.  Who  can  doubt  that  after 
the  Ascension  of  her  Divine  Son,  the  Blessed 
Virgin  would  often  visit  the  places  conse- 
crated by  His  presence,  and  especially  the 
Via  Crucis  from  Jerusalem  to  Calvary;  and 
that  the  early  Christians  venerated  the 

K laces  which  were  the  scenes  of  their  beloved 
f aster’s  sufferings  and  death. 

S.  Jerome  relates  that  early  in  the  fourth 
century  pilgrims  came  from  far  to  visit  the 
sacred  ground,  and  history  has  told  us  how 
S.  Helena  discovered  the  true  Cross  a.d.  325. 
Since  then  the  stream  of  pilgrims  has  been 
continuous. 

On  the  conquest  of  Palestine  by  the  Ma- 
hometans, in  consequence  of  the  difficulties 
of  visitjng  the  Way  of  the  Cross,  the  Church 
authorized  the  Devotion  of  the  Stations,  in 
order  that  Christians  throughout  the  world 
might  be  encouraged  to  commemorate  in 
their  churches  or  homes  the  last  sad  scenes 
of  our  Blessed  Lord’s  life.  Who  suffered  4 for
